Colonel  Matthew  Stanley  Quay  came 
to  Pittsburg  quietly,  alone  and  unan¬ 
nounced  yesterday.  The  Lone  Fisher¬ 
man  does  not  take  a  brass  hand  along 
when  he  angles  for  black  bass. 

'  When  he  arrived  Eit  the  Duquesne 
Hotel  there  was  no  great  crowd  of  the 
“prominents,”  as  usual,  but  there  were 
two  unassuming  gentlemen  there  ir 
waiting.  They  were  delegates  frorr 
Westmoreland  county,  and  they  camt 
by  appointment  to  reassure  the  Sena 
tor  that  they  were  for  him  first,  las 
and  all  the  time,  and  to  put  perman 
ently  to  rest  the  false  report  that  thej 
and  their  colleagues  are  for  the  com¬ 
bine. 

These  callers,  whose  personality  kept 
the  hotel  clerks  guessing,  were  John  W. 
Sarver,  of  Greensburg,  and  Robert  M. 
Smith,  of  Latrobe.  Like  the  other  four 
delegates  from  Westmoreland  county, 
and  with  just  as  much  authority,  they 


have  been  counted  in  the  Gilkeson 
column.  They  spent  a  half-hour  with 
the  Senator,  in  which  they  gave  him  a 
clear  understanding  of  the  situation  in 
their  county,  and  described  the  stormy 
scenes  in  the  Greensburg  convention.

He  knows  every  delegate  and  every 
man  who  is  likely  to  be  a  delegate  by 
his  first  name,  and  there  are  not  many 
of  them  that  he  is  not  in  communica¬ 
tion  with. 

Took  Unfair  Advantage. 

If  he  is  defeated  in  the  campaign  he 
will  know  how  it  was  done.  The  fact 
that  the  combine  got  a  long  advantage 
of  him  at  the  start  before  he  was  aware 
that  war  had  been  declared  is  a  handi¬ 
cap  he  discusses  with  some  warmth. 

“I  had  no  warning  of  the  attack,” 
said  the  Senator,  “and  was  not  expect-  ^ 
ing  it.  The  last  time  I  saw  Mr.  Magee 
he  spoke  to  me  as  kindly  as  Dick  does. 

The  first  intimation  I  had  of  a  fight  was

Gov.  Hastings  Is  Ignored. 

“We  are  making  no  fight  against 
Hastings,  whom  I  understand  pretends 
to  be  offended  at  me  because  he  was 
opposed  by  Penrose  in  the  Legislature.” 

Mr.  Quay  regards  the  Governor  as 
the  only  element  of  strength  worth 
worrying  about  in  the  opposition,  and 
he  says  he  cannot  explain  his  attitude. 

In  commenting  on  the  proposition 
ijmade  to  have  both  him  and  Gilkeson 
register  and  become  candidates  at  the 
primaries  to  be  held  soon,  the  Senator 
said: 

“It  is  doubtful  if  this  would  be  ex¬ 
actly  regular,  but  since  the  proposition 
was  suggested  we  promptly  agreed  to 
it.  The  Chairman  of  -the  County  Com¬ 
mittee  could  have  authorized  such  a 
contest,  and  said  he  would,  providing 
that  both  factions  agreed  to  it,  but  the 
other  fellows  would  not  agree.  That 
was  another  case  of  running  away 
from  the  battle.” 

A  .Joke  on  the  Colonels. 

The  literaiy  bureau  of  “W.  Russell” 
is  a  grotesque  feature  of  the  campaign 
to  ibe  Senator-  He  passed  a  number  of 
good  jokes  at  the  expense  of  the 
Colonels,  whom  he  said  displayed  “no 
politics — nothing  but  money  and  Hast¬ 
ings.” 

The  Senator  only  remained  in  the 
city  an  hour,  leaving  for  Morganza  on 
the  Panhandle  at  3:30  o’clock.  He  said 
he  was  going  up  there  to  visit  his 
brother,  who-  is  superintendent  of  the 
State  Reform  School,  but  it  will  be  no 
surprise  if  a  few  delegates  “happen”  to 
be  there  when  he  arrives.

PHILADELPHIA,  July  IS.  —  The 
leaders  of  the  Magee-Martin-Porter- 
Hastings-Warwick  combination  in  their 
fight  against  Senator  Quay  for  suprem¬ 
acy  in  the  Republican  party  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  were  to-day 
brought  to  a  sense  of  realization  of 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  employes 
in  the  municipal  departments  will  re¬ 
fuse  to  take  orders  from  the  combine 
and  stand  up  for  the  Quay  end  of  the 
fight,  whether  it  costs  them  their  posi¬ 
tions  or  not. 

The  story  of  the  disaffection  among 
the  office  and  place  holders  was  a 
matter  of  common  gossip  in  the  de¬ 
partments  at  the  City  Hall  and  Lead¬ 
ers  Martin  and  Porter  lost  no  time  in 
getting  themselves  in  communication 
with  their  trusty  retainers  in  the  va¬ 
rious  offices  with  a  view  to  finding  out 
the  identity  of  the  place  men  who  will 
dare  to  oppose  the  will  of  the  autocrat¬ 
ic  combine.  Mr.  Martin  received  his 
reports  in  the  tax  office,  while  Mr.  Por¬ 
ter  heard  the  stories  of  his  lieutenants 
in  his  private  office  in  the  Girard  build- 
ing.  .  , 

The  information  they  received  was 
far  from  satisfactory,  viewing  the  sit¬ 
uation  from  their  standpoint.  They 
were  told  that  there  were  hundreds 
among  the  8,000  and  odd  office  and 
place  holders,  under  the  municipality, 
who  would  not  “take  orders”  to  work 
on  their  divisions  against  the  interests 
of  Senator  Quay  and  his  representa¬ 
tives  in  this  city,  ex-Magistrate  Dur¬ 
ham  and  Senator  Boyes  Penrose.  These 
independent  men  are  classed  by  Mar¬

.  campaigns  as  I  have  been  in  will  give  me 
«  credit  for  refusing  to  have  anything  to  do 
with  unclean  personal  assaults.  A  cause 
that  adopts  them  must  be  weak  indeed.  In 
the  best  case  they  rest  upon  vague,  flimsy 
rumors,  and  more  often  upon  downright 
falsehoods,  the  authors  of  which  shield  them¬ 
selves  behind  the  immunity  given  by  the  law 
—and  wisely  given — permitting  the  keenest, 
brightest  light  to  shine  upon  candidates  for 
public  place. 

Whilst  on  this  subject,  there  is  a  graver 
peril  even  than  scandal-mongering.  This  can 
only  hurt  individuals.  The  matter  I  refer  to 
affects  the  State  and  goes  to  the  very 
foundation  of  our  government.  It  is  the  in. 
Tl  ordinate,  enormous  and  princely  sums  of 
1 ;  money  that  are  being  expended,  and  will  be 
yet  spent,  to  secure  the  prize.  If  the  en¬ 
trance  of  the  “business  man”  in  politics  is 
(I  to  mark  and  emphasize  the  fact  that  no  one 
who  cannot  command  the  “wealth  of  Ormuz 
and  of  Ind"  has  any  show  in  such  a  race  it 
will  be  a  grievous  hour  for  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  As  a  candidate  for  the  “Million¬ 
aires’  Club”  I  may  never  reach  the  goal, 

|  but  I  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing, 
if  defeated,  that  the  race  was  not  to  the 
swift,  nor  the  battle  to  the  strong,  but  that 
he  who  conquered  did  so  by  the  expenditure 
of  a  fortune  that  would  have  purchased  a 
dukedom  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic. 
Nor  do  I  say  this  from  any  chagrin  born  ot 
probable  discomfiture,  for  I  recognize  the 
necessity  of  very  large  legitimate  expendi¬ 
tures  in  a  campaign  for  the  United  States 
Senate  in  a  State  like  this.  But.  Mr.  Editor, 
are  not  you  and  I  as  good  patriotic  citizens 
bound  to  preserve  the  virtue  of  the  State;  to 
sound  the  alarum  for  good  government  when 
we  believe  that  all  which  makes  for  it  and 
for  the  continuance  of  our  cherished  institu¬ 
tions  under  the  sway  of  self-government  and 
civil  liberty  Is  endangered:  to  smite  the  foe.

J  There  is  little  or  no  curiosity  evidenced 
•  over  the  reports  to-day  that  the’  Hog  Com¬ 
bine  is  seeking  a  compromise  with  Senator 
Quay  in  the  state  chairmanship  right.  Es¬ 
pecially  is  this  true  among  the  adherents 
of  the  Beaver  statesman.  Shortly  after 
the  beginning  of  the  big  fight,  it  was  hint¬ 
ed  that  efforts  had  been  made  by  different  l!

SOMERSET,  July  18. — Senator  Quay  ;■ 
can  sleep  easy  at  night  so  far  as  Som¬ 
erset  county  is  concerned.  He  has  | 
rolled  up  a  treasure  in  this  section 
that  neither  thieves  nor  the  combina¬ 
tion  can  break  in  and  steal. 

The  county  machine  Is  solid  for  the  1 
wold  man,  but  what  Is  better,  the  s^ptl-  j 
ment  of  the  people  is  with  him.  It  is  j- 
all  Quay  in  Somerset.

landing  himself  in  Hastings’  adminis¬ 
tration, after  getting  the  salary  increas¬ 
ed,  as  head  of  the  Banking  Depart¬ 
ment.  This  exhibition  of  the  State 
chairman  making  a  grab  the  first 
thing  for  one  of  the  best  offices  on 
the  Hill  was  altogether  subversive  of 
discipline,  and  a  bad  example  to  the 
rank  and  file.  I  think  the  State  chair- 
pian  should  hold  no  office,  and  espe 
cially  he  should  hold  no  office  at  Har 
risburg  under  the  State  administra 
tion.

takes  up  one  of  its  appointees  as 
chairman,  and  presses  his  selection,  it

We  have  specific  directions  not  only  as 
to  the.  creation  of  judicial  districts,  but 
also  as  to  the  election  of  judges  for  the 
several  courts  enumerated.  We  do  not 
have  one  word  which  even  hints  at  the 
establishment  of  an  intermediate  court, 
nor  have  we  a  hint  as  to  how  the  judges 
of  any  such  court  shall  be  chosen  or  any 
direction  as  to  their  number  or  qualifi¬ 
cations.  The  state  at  large,  by  its  quali¬ 
fied  electors,  chooses  the  judges  of  the 
supreme  court,  while  the  electors  of  each 
separate  judicial  district  choose  the  judge 
or  judges  for  their  district. 

The  supreme  court  is  given  appellate 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  by  the  constitu¬ 
tion,  but  this  jurisdiction  is  cut  off  by  the 
law  creating  a  new  appellate  court.  The 
clause  in  section-  3,  of  article  V.,  above 
quoted,  can  have  but  one  meaning.

The  time  will  be  fixed  later  on  in  the  session, 
when  a  prospect  for  the  passage  for  the  bill 
draws  in  sight.  Senator  Chandler  in  an 
|  hour’s  criticism  of  tho  bill  indulged  in  a 
strain  of  sarcasm  at  the  expense  of  Presi- 
l  dent  Cleveland,  the  Democratic  members  of 
j  the  finance  committee  and  prominent  Demo- 
i  crats  who  are  not  members  of  either  house. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Chandler’s  re- 
i  marks,  Mr.  Quay  took  the  floor  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  another  installment  of  the 
speech  begun  by  him  on  the  fourteenth  of 
April.

BAD  RESULT  FOR  QUAY. 


The  Fourth  District  in  Lackawanna  Was  a 
Severe  Test. 

Scranton,  Pa.,  July  14.— The  total 
defeat  of  the  Quay  delegates  in  the 
Fourth  Legislative  District  of  this 
i  county,  w'hile  looked  for  by  the  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  Governor,  was  a  severe 
disappointment  to  the  Quay  followers. 
It  was  the  one  district  in  the  county 
which  the  Quay  people  had  hoped  to 
carry,  and  the  only  one  in  which  there 
was  anything  for  them  to  expect. 

The  district  embraces  Carbondale, 
j  where  there  is  a  free  silver  newspaper 
that  has  been  supporting  Senator  Cam¬ 
eron’s  notions,  and  as  a  natural  result 
was  strongly  for  Quay.

L  he  antics  of  the  so-called  “Seventy- 
Six”  aggregation  at  Harrisburg  in 
this  connection  leads  fair-minded  men 
to  doubt  their  sincerity.  During  the 
whole  of  the  Senatorial  campaign  they 
went  about  the  State  making  vague 
charges  against  the  conduct  of  the 
State  Treasurer’s  office  and  wildly 
proclaiming  their  intention  of  having 
an  investigation  as  soon  as  the  Legis¬ 
lature  met.  When  the  two  Houses  did 
convene  Senator  Mitchell,  of  Jeffer¬ 
son,  who  has  no  sympathy  with  false 
brands  of  reform,  offered  a  resolution 
providing  for  an  investigation  of  the 
State  Treasurer’s  office.  Immediately 
the  anti-Quay ites  set  up  a  wail  and 
said  that  they  were  not  in  favor  of  the 
investigation,  that  they  never  asked 
for  such  a  thing,  that  there  was  no 
good  reason  for  such  an  investigation 
and  that  the  State  Treasurer’s  office 
was  all  right ;  but  the  State  Treasurer 
and  his  friends  would  not  have  it  in 
that  way.

Then  the 
Hessians  who  comprised  the  opposi¬ 
tion  to  Senator  Quay,  said  that  what 
they  were  really  after  was  a  law  to 
compel  the  banks  to  pay  interest  upon 
State  funds.

Quay’s  Strength  Underestimated 
by  the  Men  "Who  Are  Op¬ 
posing  Him. 


“I  am  a  candidate  for  chairman  of 
the  Republican  State  Committee," 
said  United  States  Senator  M.  S.  Quay 
in  a  positive  tone  yesterday  after¬ 
noon.  This  is  the  first  formal  dec¬ 
laration  that  has  come  from  Mr.  Quay 
and  it  will  cause  a  sensation  in  polit¬ 
ical  circles  in  every  part  of  the  State. 
It  means  that  he  will  be  in  the  saddle 
from  now  until  the  meeting  of  the 


M.  S.  Quay. 

Republican  State  Convention  and  that 
for  the  present  at  least  he  proposes 
to  personally  guide  the  destinies  of  the 
party  In  this  State. 

When  he  was  asked  by  a  representa¬ 
tive  of  The  Inquirer  to  definitely  state 
his  position  and  put  an  end  to  the  gos¬ 
sip  and  rumors  that  have  been  flying 
about  the  Senator  said: 

“I  am  a  candidate  for  chairman  of 
•the  Republican  State  Committee  and 
if  I  have  any  friends  in  Pennsylvania 
I  ask  them  to  stand  by  me  at  this 
time.  I  will  mention  the  reasons  on 
the  floor  of  the  convention.” 

This  is  brief  and  to  the  point.  Con¬ 
gressman  Dalzell,  who  is  the  mouth¬ 
piece  of  C.  L.  Magee,  talked  anti-Quay 
on  Friday  to  the  extent  of  a  column, 
hut  all  that  he  said  in  that  space 
means  less  than  the  single  paragraph 
from  the  lips  of  Senator  Quay. 

A  BATTLE  ROYAL. 

Senator  Quay’s  declaration  is  the 
opening  in  what  promises  to  be  one  of 
the  liveliest  political  fights  known  in 
years.  On  the  one  side  Quay  individ¬ 
ually  looms  up  head  and  shoulders 
above  any  of  his  opponents.  He  will 
have  the  support  of  such  faithful  lieu¬ 
tenants  in  Pittsburg  and  Allegheny 
as  Lieutenant-Governor  Lyon  and 
State  Senator  Arthur  Kennedy;  >n 
Harrisburg  of  Senator  McCarrell,  in 
Lancaster  of  Amos  Mylin  and  in  Phil¬ 
adelphia  of  ex-Magis±rate  Durham 
and  all  of  the  State  Senators  except 
Crouse,  Porter  and  Osbourn.  Indeed, 
it  is  yet  doubtful  where  the  last 
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"named  man  may  fall  in  line.  Besides 
this  Quay  wi|l  have  strong  supporters 
through  the  State,  among  them  such 
men  as  Senator  Andrews,  of  Crawford 
county;  C.  H.  Mullen,  of  Carlisle, 
Senator  Froit,  of  Mercer,  and  Repre-

tentative  Lytle,  of  Huntingdon.  There 
are  only  a  few  that  can  be  recalled  at 
the  moment,  and  they  do  not  begin  to 
represent  all  of  the  prominent  Quay 
men  in  the  State.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  reputed  combination  against  him 
is  not  to  be  despised.  It  is  said  to  con¬ 
tain  Charles  A.  Porter  and  David 
Martin,  C.  E.  Magee,  of  Pittsburg; 
Governor  Hastings  and  Mayor  War¬ 
wick.  Add  to  this  all  of  the  disap¬ 
pointed  politicians  in  the  State,  all  of 
the  anti-Quay  men  who  are  not  poli-  j 
ticians  and  the  half-dozen  who  would 
like  to  become  United  States  Sena¬ 
tors  and  the  extent  of  the  opposition 
can  be  estimated.  The  only  doubtful 
feature  of  the  contest  is  just  where 
inventor  Hastings  and  Mayor  War-  I 
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wick  do  stand.  A  gentleman  who  is  I 
close  to  General  Hastings  said  yester-  F| 
day  that  it  was  erroneous  to  class  the  LI 
Governor  as  an  anti-Quay  man.  He  I 
said  the  Governor  was  on  good  terms  I 
with  both  sides  and  desired  to  main¬ 
tain  a  neutral  attitude. 


WHAT  IS  INVOLVED. 

The  unique  position  assumed  by 
Senator  Quay  at  the  present  time  is 
distinctly  Quay-llke.  His  declaration 
for  the  chairmanship  involves  every-  r 
tiling  else.  In  other  words,  if  Mr. 
Quay  can  make  himself  State  chair- j 
man  he  will  also  be  able  to  dominate1 
the  State  Convention  absolutely,  will 
name  the  platform  and  select  his  fa¬ 
vorite  for  the  nomination  for  State 
Treasurer  and  name  the  six  judges 
of  the  Superior  Court.  It  is  not  likely 
that  there  will  be  any  contest  over  the 
judgeships.  In  fact,  the  bill  creating 
the  Superior  Court  was  passed  in  the  i 
Legislature  through  the  assistance  of! 
the  friends  of  Senator  Quay,  and  out 
of  deference  to  Governor  Hastings. 1 
The  anti-Quay  men  are  doing  all  In 
their  power  to  shield  themselves  be¬ 
hind  the  Governor,  but  whether  Gen¬ 
eral  Hastings  will  permit  this  kind  1 
of  cowardly  politics  remains  to  bef 
seen. 

It  is  believed  that  the  appointments 
to  the  Superior  Court  will  be  so  dl-j 
vlded  up  that  all  interests  will  bei 
satisfied.  The  latest  advices  say  that 
the  lucky  men  will  he  Judge  Wick¬ 
ham,  of  Beaver;  ex-Judge  Reeder,  of 
Easton;  Samuel  A.  Davenport,  of 
Erie;  A.  N.  Willard, of  Scranton;  George 
B.  Orlady,  of  Huntingdon,  and  Judge 
McPhearson,  of  Harrisburg.  At  least! 
three  of  these  men  are  warm  yer-' 
sonal  friends  of  Senator  Quay. 

QUAY'S  PERSONALITY. 

Another  interesting  thing  about  this 
midsummer  contest  is  that  Senator 
Quay’s  personality  will  be  in  it.  That 
will  mean  much.  He  has  made  all 
of  the  men  who  are  fighting  him. 
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some  of  YliemrfihanbTany,'  all  of  them 
politically.  He  knows  the  game  of 
practical  politics  from  the  beginning 
to  the  end.  He  has  made  a  campaign 
for  State  Treasurer  before  the  people 
and  won  by  40,000  majority,  at  a 
time  when  that  was  considered  a  tre¬ 
mendous  majority.  He  made  a  fight 
for  the  United  States  Senate  when 
nearly  all  of  the  present  anti-Quayites 
were  sounding  their  tom-toms  and  he 
won  with  hands  down.  He  became 
chairman  of  the  National  Republican 
Committee  and  elected  Benjamin  Har¬ 
rison  President  of  the  United  States 
by  capturing  New  York  and  the 
doubtful  States.  Four  years  later 
another  worthy  man  attempted  to 
elect  the  same  candidate  and  failed. 

Despite  the  \  reputation  Quay  has 
gained  as  “the  silent  man”  he  has  a 
most  fascinating  personality.  He 
charms  those  with  whom  he  comes  in 
contact  and  has  that  power  over  men 
which  makes  them  willing  to  serve  him 
at  any  cost.  As  a  matter  of  fact  he 
has  been  passive  for  the  past  two  or 
three  years.  In  this  way  things  have 
gone  by  default.  But  as  soon  as  he 
takes  the  reins  in  his  own  hands  all 
of  this  changes.  His  influence  at  Har¬ 
risburg  is  a  proof  of  this.  The  reso¬ 
lution  authorizing  the  Penrose  Investi¬ 
gating  Committee  was  surely  beaten 
until  Quay  came  to  the  rescue.  A 
simple  request  from  him  and  it  was 
passed  unanimously. 

THE  ANTI-QUAYITES. 

Of  all  the  anti-Quayites  David  Mar¬ 
tin  means  the  most.  He  is  cold,  cal¬ 
culating,  practical  and  has  a  grasp 
upon  ward  politics  that  cannot  be 
sneered  at.  But  no  stretch  of  the  im¬ 
agination  can  make  him  a  State  lead¬ 
er.  He  will  give  the  Quay  people  a 
lively  tussle  in  the  city,  but  when  he 
reaches  Harrisburg  his  power  will 
not  seem  nearly  as  large  as  it  does  in 
the  Nineteenth  ward.  Chris  Magee, 
who  is  presumed  to  hold  up.  the  other 
end  of  the  State,  does  not  compare 
with  Martin  in  resources  or  ability.  He 
is  a  greatly  overrated  local  politican 
who  has  gained  most  that  he  has  by  ! 
a  series  of  gigantic  “bluffs."  He 
never  possessed  more  than  a  hold 
on  a  portion  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg, 
but  by  pretending  to  have  power  and 
by  pretending  to  be  a  State  leader,  he 
has  deceived  a  great  many  people 
whose  power  of  discernment  is  not 
strong. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Magee  in 
his  campaign  of  pretense  pretended  to 
be  a  friend  of  Senator  Quay  until  the 
last  day  of  the  Legislature.  He  had 
bills  to  put  through,  and  what  a  mass 
of  special  Pittsburg  legislation  there 
was,  to  be  sure.  No  one  knew  better 
than  Magee  that  a  word  from  Quay  ; 
could  have  killed  any  or  all  of  these  j 
bills.  Now  that  the  Legislature  has  j 
adjourned  he  is  anti-Quay,  of  course. 

THE  BONE  OF  CONTENTION. 

The  most  uninfluential  man  of  the 
lot  probably  is  B.  Frank  Gilkeson, 
who  is  destined  to  be  the  bone  of 
contention.  Mr.  Gilkeson  is  an  amia¬ 
ble  gentleman,  who  resides  in  Bucks 
county,  and  who  is  disliked  by  some 
of  the  people  doing  business  with  the 
State  committee  because  of  his  “fros¬ 
ty”  manner.  He  was  one  of  the  As¬ 
sistant  Comptrollers  of  the  Currency 
because  Quay  wanted  him  appointed. 
He  was  made  State  Chairman  at 
Quay's  sugestion.  Then  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  met  and  the  friends  passed  a  bill 
creating  the  office  of  Commissioner 
of  Banking.  Then  they  made  the  sal- 
|  arv  $6000,  an  increase  of  $2000  over 
that  enjoyed  by  Mr.  Krumbhaar,  who, 

I  under  Governor  Pattison’s  administra- 
j  tion,  was  known  as  Superintendent  of 
’  Banking.  Then  Mr.  Gilkeson,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  a  pre-arranged  pro¬ 
gram,  was  made  chief  of  the  $6000 
office.  Having  obtained  these  fat  of¬ 
fices  through  Senator  Quay,  and  hav¬ 
ing  been  pushed  from  comparative 
.  Bucks  county  obscurity  into  prom- 
j  inence  by  Senator  Quay;  Mr.  Gilkeson 
naturally  has  a  grievance  against  the 
Senator,  and  will  fight  him  in  the  com¬ 
ing  convention.

will  at  least  have  got  full  possession  of 
the  organization  in  your  State  and  can 
be  re-elected  Senator;  thus  you  will  best 
serve  us  and  in  doing  so  will  best  serve 
yourself.” 

It  is  a  cunning  programme  from  the 
free  silver  stand-point,  and  Senator 
Cameron  has  been  industriously  labor¬ 
ing  to  carry  it  out.  It  explains  why 
he  has  flooded  the  State  with  free  silver 
literature;  why  he  came  to  Harrisburg

Auditor  General  Mylin  has  made  some 
very  practical  recomipendations  to  the 
legislature  along  the  line  of  improving 
the  efficiency  of  his  department,  and, 
coming  as  it  docs  from  a  man  who  thor¬ 
oughly  understands  the  works  of  the  de¬ 
tails  of  his  office,  he  should  be  given  all 
the  assistance  he  wants.  He  is  one  of 
very  few  auditor  generals  who  has  taken 
the  pains  to  thoroughly  master  the  work 
of  all  the  clerks  in  his  office.  He  could 
take  up  the  duties  of  any  clerk  in  the 
department  as  though  he  had  been  regu¬ 
larly  employed  at  that  particular  desk 
for  years.  This  enables  him  to  see  just 
where  the  deficiencies  of  the  department 
are,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  leg- 
i. -da tu re  he  will  be  enabled  to  bring  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  into  the

SENATOR  QUAY  ON  HORSEBACK. 

The  announcement  that  Senator 
Quay  will  be  a  candidate  for  the 
chairmanship  of  the  Republican  State 
Committee  is  a.  further  announcement 
that  he  is  on  horseback  prepared  to 
meet  his  enemies.  Quay  is  nothing  if 
not  heroic.  He  is  assailed  by  men

He  has  thoroughly  reorganized  the  au¬ 
ditor  general's  office  and  the  forthcoming 
report  will  show  the  many  changes 
which  he  has  inaugurated.  Instead  of 
issuing  the  report  with  the  statements  of 
taxes  paid  by  corporations,  in  many  sec¬ 
tions.  they  will  this  year  be  placed  under 
one  head,  thus  enabling  the  department 
and  all  parties  concerned  to  see  just 
what  taxes  have  been  paid  or  are  due. 
Several  changes  have  been  made  on  capi- 
tol  hill  during  this  administration,  and 
one  of  the  most  important  was  the  rule 
requiring  clerks  to  report  for  duty  at 
!  ;l  certain  hour.  General  Mylin  was  re¬ 
sponsible  for  this  and  from  every  section 
of  the  state  he  has  been  congratulated  by  [ 
the  better  class  of  people.  He  believed  ! 
the  state  should  receive  honest  work, 
just  as  a  private  individual  would  expect 
of  individuals  in  his  employ.  General 
Mylin  himself  being  a  prompt  and  inde¬ 
fatigable  worker,  is  always  on  hand 
bright  and  early,  and  expects  his  subordi¬ 
nates  to  do  likewise. 

The  great  trouble  with  too  many  peo¬ 
ple  who  criticise  state  officials  or  em¬ 
ployes  seems  to  be  that  they  look  upon 
a.l  such  persons  as  a  class  who  are  in¬ 
clined  to  be  lazy  and  indifferent  about 
'  their  work.  They  seem  to  judge  others 
by  themselves  and  because  the  present 
auditor  general  has  been  doing  his  duty 
|  by  the  state,  some  few  are  complaining 
when  they  are  affected  by  the  stringent 
I  rules  which  he  has  introduced.

|  ploye  of  the  state  who  persists  in  being 
derelict  in  his  work  and  tardy  in  report¬ 
ing  for  duty  does  not  deserve  to  be  re¬ 
tained  in  the  department.  General  My¬ 
lin  always  reports  early  in  the  day  at 
the  department  and  no*one  should  criti¬ 
cize  him  for  so  doing  and  expecting  his 
clerks  to  be  on  hand  at  8  a.  m.  Pie 
has,  uy  his  perseverance,  brought  into 
[‘!  the  state  treasury  almost  $1,000,000  that 
F,|  remained  uncollected  by  his  predecessors 
fj  since  1872. 

Another  recommendation  which  the  au¬ 
ditor  general  has  made  is  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  a  voucher  for  the  various  mstitu- 
||tions  receiving  state  aid  and  supported 
by  the  state.  He  oaks  the  legislature 
to  authorize  him  to  make  this  change. 
i  He  uelieves  less  laxity  should  exist  "in 
!  doing  business,  and  insists  in  the  rigid 
enforcement  of  all  regulations.  These 
.acts  have  been  emphasizeu  repeatedlv 
during  the  investigation  by  the  joint  Ieg- 
!  islative  committee.  General  Gregg,  who 
preceded  Genera]  Mylin,  started  the  close 
i  scrutiny  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  his 
department  and  his  successor  has  cleared 
up  many  cases  which  remained  undecided 
for  a  quarter  of.  a  century.

with  him,  but  with  others.  Traitors 
never  succeed  In  the  long  run,  and  it 
it  Quay's  business  to  give  battle  to 
those  politicians  who  have  been  noth- 
ing  but  bloodsucking  parasites  upon 
the  Republican  party. 

The^e  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  out¬ 
come.

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HALT  THE  PUBLIC  PLUNDERERS. 

Half  a  million  of  dollars  are  going 
into  patchwork  paving — a  square  here 
and  another  there — when  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  has  given  notice  that 
he  cannot  profitably  use  more  than 
i  $300,000.  But  Councils  have  made 
the  appropriation,  and  have  desig¬ 
nated  the  streets  and  have  divided 
up  the  spoils.  Why  has  this  been 
done?  To  prevent  the  gas  works  from 
getting  an  appropriation. 

Was  there  ever  a  more  diabolical 
conspiracy?  The  plan  for  dismantling 
and  despoiling  the  gas  works  has  been 
pursued  with  relentless  zeal.  A  pri¬ 
vate  company  is  brought  into  exist¬ 
ence  and  given  a  portion  of  the  gas 
output  to  manufacture.  Year  after 
year  this  amount  is  increased.  At 
present,  nearly  40  per  cent,  of  the 
gas  burned  by  the  people  is  made  by 
this  private  company.  Meanwhile 
Councils  have  been  urged  by  Mayors 
and  Directors  to  rid  the  city  of  the 
cormorants  who  are  charging  double 
prices  for  an  inferior  article.  Instead 
of  doing  that  they  are  gradually 
working  the  ruin  of  the  works  and 
rendering  them  so  worthless  that  the 
plant  can  be  obtained  for  a  song.  And 
so  the  Director  is  denied  an  appro¬ 
priation  for  building  a  much-needed 
holder,  and  the  money  is  to  be  ab¬ 
solutely  squandered. 

The  conspiracy  against  the  City 
Treasury  is  deep  and  dark.  An  Elec¬ 
tric  Trust,  through  a  political  leader 
or  two,  holds  up  Councils  and  com¬ 
mands  immense  prices.  The  city  is 
powerless.  A  private  company,  among 
fhe  owners  of  which  may  be  found 
men  connected  with  the  Electric  Trust, 
is  gradually  gaining  possession  of  the 
gas  business.  The  management  of  a 
street  car  company  commands  its 
slaves  among  the  politicians  and  the 
Councilmen,  gnd  the  commands  are 
obeyed.  A  lobbyist  goes  upon  the 
floor  of  Councils  and  sees  to  it  that 
the  orders  of  his  company  are  put 
through,  and  his  persuasive  methods 
are  well  known.  It  has  come  to  this 
pass  in  Philadelphia,  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  for  any  legislation  of  val¬ 
ue  to  pass  unless  it  is  paid  for.  No 
franchises  no  matter  how  worthy, 
can  be  had  unless  the  bosses  of  Coun¬ 
cils  are  first  seen.  Nothing  “goes” 
unles  it  is  first  indorsed  by  political 
leaders  and  their  rich  backers,  whited 
sepulchres  of  men,  who  are  fair  on 
the  outside  to  the  public,  but  who 
stand  behind  their  disreputable  slaves 
and  “hog”  everything  within  sight. 

This  raid  of  the  public  plunderers 
must  cease,  and  when  the  committee 
of  investigation  comes  into  power  it 
shall  cease.  The  Councils  just  ad¬ 
journed  for  the  summer,  have  left 
a  most  unsavory  record.  They  have

there  is  something  left  to  the  people, 
and  that  the  end  of  corruption  in  pub¬ 
lic  office  in  this  city  has  been  about 
reached.  For  as  sure  as  the  sun 
rises  in  the  heavens  the  disreputable 
Hog  Combine  that  has  ruled  this  city 
shall  be  shattered  and  driven  into 
obscurity. 

It  is  useless  for  this  disreputable 
gang  of  hog  contractors  and  perjured 
and  bribe-giving  politicians  to  expect 
the  courts  to  save  them  by  bowling 
out  the  committee.  It  is  useless,  too, 
for  them  to  rely  upon  the  District  At¬ 
torney  to  put  a  stop  to  testimony  by 
arresting  witnesses  who  turn  State’s 
evidence.  The  District  Attorney  will 
do  no  such  thing.  In  the  first  place 
he  values  public  opinion  too  much  to 
run  counter  to  it.  In  the  second  place 
we  believe  him  to  be  an  honest  man, 
and  consequently  he  will  work  with 
the  committee.  In  the  third  place, 
even  if  he  were  not  honest,  he  would 
not  dare  to  do  otherwise  than  har¬ 
monize  with  the  committee,  for  an  en¬ 
raged  public  would  tear  him  from  the 
high  office  that  he  fills  and  would 
crush  him  as  an  egg  is  crushed  under 
the  heel,  and  The  Inquirer  would  lead 
the  battle  for  the  people  against  their 
plunderers. 

So  let  no  disreputable  boss  hope  to 
escape  by  appealing  to  courts  and 
District  Attorneys.  Hog-killing  time 
is  approaching,  and  if  Councilmen  and 
others  would  not  meet  the  fate  of  the 
hogs  and  the  political  bribe-givers 
they  will  do  well  to  save  themselves, 
as  their  brethren  in  New  York  city 
did,  by  making  a  clean  breast  of  it  to 
the  chairman  of  the  committee. 

L?t  no  perjured  bribe-taker  or  giver 
delude  himself  with  the  idea  that  the 
committee  is  not  in  earnest.  It  is  in 
earnest,  and  terribly  so.  Mr.  Pettit  is 
no  man  to  listen  to  compromises,  and 
he  will  be  the  counsel  for  the  commit¬ 
tee.  Besides,  the  Municipal  Associa¬ 
tion  will  be  allowed  to  have  special 
counsel  before  that  committee  to  pros¬ 
ecute  certain  lines  of  investigation 
which  promise  great  results.  The 
moment  that  committee  meets  the 
reformation  and  the  purification  of 
Philadelphia  will  begin. 

We  say,  then,  that  the  days  of  the 
this  investigation  is  ended  it  will  be 
Hog  Combine  are  numbered.  When 
possible  to  do  business  in  Councils 
upon  an  honest  basis.  Long  before 
the  report  is  prepared  political  boss- 
ism  in  this  city  will  have  been  broken.

knife.  There  are  hogs  in  this  town 
who  have  passed  their  limit,  and  their 
days  of  power  are  growing  beautifully 
less.

There  was  an  unusual  amount  of  activ¬ 
ity  about  the  Hotel  Duquesne  to-day  with¬ 
in  a  very  short  period  after  Senator  Quay 
came  there,  at  11  o’clock.  He  was  accom¬ 
panied  by  his  secretary,  Mr.  W.  F.  Wright, 
and  shortly  after  his  arrival  was  joined  by 
his  son,  Hon.  Ricnard  ft.

Some  New  Dealers 

Who  Plead  Poverty. 


ADITSTIXG  THE  ACCOUNTS. 


The  Appraisers  Instructed  to  Assess  All  ! 
Billiard-rooms  Whether  Public  or  Pri-  \ 
vate— Many  New  Points  in  the  Ap¬ 
praisement  and  Legal  Differences  to 
Be  Settled. 


Three  of  Hie  mercantile  appraisers  were 
busy  to-day  dealing  with  merchants  newly 
assessed.  It  was  not  an  appeal  day,  strictly 
speaking,  though  many  of  the  cases  took  that 
nature.  The  merchants,  dealers,  eating-house 
kiepeis  who  were  before  the  appraisers  to¬ 
day  wi  re  those  who  were  on  the  supplemental 
list.  This  is  a  new  thing,  and  is  an  important 
ou  growth  of  the  new  order  of  things  begun 
by  <  tv  treasurer  Oeilers. 

I  lie  Appraisers  at  a  stated  time  assess  all 
uteri  li ants  for  thc-ir  mercantile  taxes.  By  the 
O-d  n  ethod  of  ntak'ng  this  assessment  only 
cere  during  the  year,  a  great  many  itinerant 
dealers  escaped  the  tax.  To  check  this  the 
<  tty  Treasurer  directed  that  the  act  proriding 
J01  a  payment  of  $20  for  new  business  should 
tnioropd.  i  his  keeps  the  Appraisers  on 
duty  all  the  year,  but  as  the  position  pays 

•  a  year,  it  is  nor  n  hnrrlcKi»»

capi-s  a  tax.  If  these  p'-ripatetic  dealers 
u  u.'-rstond  this,  they  would  prefer  to  abide 
by  the  law  rather  titan  to  outwit  it.  They 
mefe.ly  carry  on  business  in  the  winter  and 
go  elsewhere  in  the  summer.  If  .they  re¬ 
ported  themselves  to  the  Appraisers  they 
Would  escape  a  tax  by  proving  that  they  do 
l‘ss  than  $1,000  business  a  year;  but  when 
t.ie.v  enter  the  lists  as  new  places,  there  is  no 
discretion. 

A  great  many  of  these  people  are  oysfej 
dealers.  There  is  a  special  license  for  eating 
bouses,  and  the  law  makes  a  distinction 
between  this  ana  the  mercantile  business 
All  eating  houses  must  pay  a  license,  big  and 
litt.e,  and  there  is  an  appeal  now  in  the 
(  ommori  Pleas  which  will  better  define  this. 

A  large  retail  house,  which  also  conducts  a 
restaurant,  was  assessed  $200,  the  highest 
eating-house  license,  and  also  the  regular 
mercantile  tax.  The  appeal  was  taken  on  the 
ground  that  the  mercantile  tax  should  cover 
the  eating-house  license,  which  has  not  been 
argued  yet. 

Pleading  Poverty, 

The  statements  made  to  the  Appraisers 
to-day  were  for  the  greater  part  that  the 
assessed  dealers  could  not  pay  the  tax.  This 
will  not  avail  them,  as  the  Appraisers  have  no 
license,  and  the  dealers  will  be  returned 
delinquent,  and  the  same  course  will  be  pur- 
®Pe  j  concerns  them  as  was  pursued  with 
the  delinquents  on  the  regular  list. 

In  one  or  two  cases  it  was  found  that  the 
Ee'v,plf es  ,'v«e  really-  removals,  and  that 
the  dealers  had  been  assessed  and  had  paid 
and  these  were  stricken  off  at  once.  In  one 
case  it  was  discovered  that  the  dealer  was  not 
a  new  one  at  all,  but  had  been  in  business 
over  a  year  He  had  not  paid  his  mercantile 
tax,  and  of  course  his  own  admission  made 
hint  a  delinquent  at  once. 

Those  who  complained  all  followed  the 
same  line  of  argument.  They  bewailed  what 
they  called  the  "injustice  of  the  law  ”  In

1  ars.  It  has  been  decided  that  the  Appraisers 
have  not  the  power  or  the  privilege  of  dis¬ 
crimination.  So  all  the  clubs  will  be  assessed 
|  the  billiard-table  tax— The  Union  League,  the 
Art  Club,  the  Kittenhouse  Club,  the  Manu¬ 
facturers'  Club,  the  Columbia  (Tub,  the  Mer¬ 
cantile  Club,  and  all  the  other  first-clast  clubs, 
together  with  the  "social”  organizations  of 
fanciful  names  and  doubtful  membership,  it 
ss  expected  this  will  make  a  stir. 


Coal  Dialers  Appeal. 

About  twenty  coal  dealers  who  did  not  pay 
the  mercantile  tax  and  who  were  ruled  as 
delinquent,  but  appealed  from  Magistrate 
Kochersperger.  It  is  worthy  of  relation  that 
the  same  men  appealed  last  year,  and  that  as 
yet  their  case  has  not  been  decided.  They 
claimed  that  the  tax  was  excessive.  Because 
they  are  organized  as  corporations  and  pay  a 
corooration  tax  they  object  to  being  appraised 
as  individuals.  The  Magistrate  lias  appealed 
to  the  City  Treasurer  to  know  what  to  do 
with  the  fees,  but  the  City  Treasurer  declined 
to  advise  him.  If  the  dealers  win  their  ca«e 
they  will  come  back  on  the  Magistrate  for  the 
costs. 

_  The  City  Treasurer  is  insisting  upon  execu¬ 
tions  in  all  cases.  In  many  it  is  a  hardship, 
hut  the  City  Treasurer  is  not  released  from  his 
obligations  to  the  Commonwealth  in  making 
these  collections  uniil  the  executions  are 
issued.  So  after  the  twenty  days  allowed  tor 
appeals, the  exteutions  are  issued  if  no  appeal 
be  taken,  the  $300  Exemption  law  does  not 
ADs.lv  to  cases  ot  thi s  kind.

HE  COMBINE  OUTGENERALED  I 
THE  PRESENT  FIGHT. 


Gilkeson  Not  Heard  From  in  the 
Preferences  of  Delegates  Already 
Elected — Hastings  and  Qua y  Alone 
Recognised,  the  Governor  as  the 
Tool  of  the  Martin-Magee  Croud. 
A  Story  of  Quay’s  Fighting  Ability. 


“According  to  private  advices  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  east  by  friends  of 
Senator  Quay  in  this  city,”  said  a 
prominent  Republican  of  Pittsburg  this 
morning,  “the  combine  of  jobbers  and 
assassins  are  not  exactly  satisfied  with 
the  drift  of  events  in  the  fight  since 
Governor  Hastings  was  thrust  into  the 
breach  with  a  flourish  of  trumpets,  as 
the  man  whose  candidacy  for  perma¬ 
nent  chairman  of  the  state  convention 
would  overwhelm  Senator  Quay  with 
confusion.  It  is  known  that  the  com¬ 
bine  want  to  retain  control  of  the  state 
committee  through  the  re-election  of 
Chairman  Gilkeson.  That  is  the  vital 
point  in  their  battle.  If  they  should 
win  everything  else  and  lose  the  fight 
to  re-elect  Gilkeson,  they  have  lost 
everything,  because  with  the  leverage 
of  his  control  of  the  state  committee 
{through  its  chairmanship,  Senator  Quay 
(could  commence  all  over  again, and  wipe 
the  combine  off  the  political  map  of 
Pennsylvania.  That  is  why  their  ac¬ 
tion  in  pushing  Hastings  forward  as  the 
proper  man  to  lead  their  fight,  because 
he,  representing  the  Republican  party 
in  the  state  government,  was  being  as¬ 
sailed  by  Senator  Quay  and  his  friends, 
was  so  brazen  and  false.  The  combine 
;  cares  not  a  snap  whether  Hastings  gets 
the  permanent  chairmanship  or  not,  but 
they  realized  that  to  get  his  fine  figure 
and  what  Editor  Dana,  of  the  New 
York  ‘Sun’  so  capitally  took  off  as  his 
‘military  whiskers’  into  the  fight,  they 
would  have  a  nice,  big  screen  for  their 
operations.  Magee  and  Martin  realize 
that  the  real  Republican  voters  of 
Pennsylvania  will  have  no  more  of  them 
than  they  would  have  of  the  Tammany 
gang.  But  Hastings  has  a  certain 
measure  of  popularity— that  is,  he  had 
until  he  had  an  opportunity  to  demon¬ 
strate  how  little  of  personal  independ¬ 
ence  he  has  when  designing  men 
whisper  to  him  to  do  certain  things 
and  get  certain  others  for  them.  Under

Vanderbilt  once  remarked. 

•‘That  was  a  nice  plan, but  Bobby  Burns 
proved  that  he  knew  something  of  the 
vicissitudes  of  human  affairs  when  he 
said  that  the  ‘best  laid  plans  o'  .mice 
and  men  gang  aft  aglee.’ 

"People  who  know  that  this  fight  was 
commenced  with  the  intention  of  re¬ 
electing  Gilkeson  are  now  asking  them¬ 
selves:  ‘Where  has  Gilkeson  gotten  to! 
in  the  scrap?’  Yes,  where  has  he  got¬ 
ten  to?  How  does  it  come  that  the  man 
who  manufactured  that  250,000  major¬ 
ity,  according  to  ‘W.  Russell’  and  the 
Pittsburg  ‘Times,’  has  so  soon  retired 
into  the  oblivion  from  which  even  that 
•  immense  majority  could  not  save  him? 
The  answer  to  that  question  entails  a 
proof  of  Senator  Quay’s  skill  as  a  po¬ 
litical  fighter, and  surely  indicates  what 
manner  of  man  it  is  that  the  combine 
of  assassins  have  undertaken  to  put 
out  of  the  way. 

“The  announcement  of  Governor  Has¬ 
tings’  candidacy  for  the  chairmanship 
of  the  convention  was  immediately  fol¬ 
lowed  by  one  from  Senator  Quay  to  the  , 
effect  that  the  governor  would  not  be 
opposed  by  any  of  his  (Quay’s)  friends 
in  his  canvess  for  the  honor.  If  the 
announcement  of  Hastings’  candidacy 
was  a  good  piece  of  politics.  Senator 
Quay’s  answer  to  that  announcement 
was  the  master  stroke  of  a  brilliant 
diplomat.  Senator  Quay’s  statement 
■was  simply  a  notification  to  the  com¬ 
bine  that  they  could  not  win  votes  un¬ 
der  the  pretense  that  Hastings,  the  Re¬ 
publican  governor  of  a  Republican 
state,  was  being  assailed  by  him.  The 
senator’s  statement  virtually  told  the 
combine  that  he  read  their  purpose  al¬ 
most  before  it  had  been  expressed.  And 
to  the  Republican  voters  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  it  meant  that  a  vote  cast  for 
Senator  Quay  was  not  a  vote  against 
the  governor,  and  that  a  vote  cast  for 
the  governor  need  not  be  kept  from  the 
senator.  In  other  words,  the  counties 
could  elect  delegates  pledged  to  Gov¬ 
ernor  Hastings  for  the  permanent 
chairmanship  of  the  convention,  and  to! 
Quay  for  chairman  of  the  state  com¬ 
mittee,  without  in  the  least  confusing 
the  issue  between  the  senator  and  the 
combine. 

“That  statement  completely  outgen 
eraled  the  assassinators,  because  irt 
shoving  the  governor  forward,  as  their 
presumed  candidate  for  chairman  o< 
the  convention,  but  with  the  real  pur-f 
pose  of  getting  votes  for  their  candidate 
for  the  other  position,  the  chairman¬ 
ship  of  the  committee,  they  had  gone 
before  the  people  in  black  and  white  as 
wanting  the  least  important  of  the  two 
prizes.  No  set  of  small  politicians  were 
ever  so  utterly  outm'aneuvered  by  a 
master  hand  at  the  business  of  state¬ 
craft. 

“What  has  been  the  result  of  this  ad¬ 
mirable  move  of  Senator  Quay’s?  The 
election  of  scores  of  delegates  whom  the 
combine  falsely  claim  as  belonging  to 
their  column  because  they  have  prom¬ 
ised  to  vote  for  Hastings,  but  who  in 
answer  to  Senator  Quay’s  statement  of 
the  case,  have  also  decided  to  vote  for 
him  for  chairman  of  the  state  commit¬ 
tee. 

“Take  this  condition  of  affairs  into 
the  convention,  and  Figurehead  Has¬ 
tings  will  get  the  empty  honor  of  presid¬ 
ing  over  a  convention  whose  proceedings 
will  be  dictated  absolutely  by  Senator 
Quay,  and  the  combine  will  be  in  the 
cold. 

“This  has  not  disposed  of  Gilkeson. 
Where  will  ‘250,000  majority’  Gilkeson 
be.

Senator  Quay.

Senator  Fiinn’s  Statement. 

Senator  Flinn  followed  on  the  stand, 
opening  his  testimony  with  this  state¬ 
ment,  which  corroborates  the  evidence  of 
Mr.  Brown: 

"Within  a  week  of  Christmas  Mr. 
Brown  submitted  tills  proposition  to  me, 
stating  that  he  had  visited  Washington 
and  that  Senator  Quay  was  anxious  to 
make  a  political  arrangement  which 
would  inure  to  the  harmony  of  the  Repub¬ 
lican  party,  and  asked  me  to  visit  Wash¬ 
ington  with  him,  when  he  was  notified  by 
Senator  Quay  that  he  was  ready  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  visit  from  us.  Mr.  Brown  hunted 
me  up  on  Christmas  day,  showed  me  the 
dispatch,  and  wo  left  on  the  8:10  train 
that  night  for  Washington.  We  met  Sena¬ 
tor  Quay  in  his  library.  I  had  notified 
Mr.  Brown  that,  under  no  circumstances, 
would  1  myself,  or  any  person  connected 
with  me,  agree  to  the  proposition  which 
he  had  submitted  for  my  consideration. 

"On  the  train  I  reproduced  from  memo¬ 
ry  practically  the  contra-ct  of  1S89,  with 
the  exceptions  regarding  the  retirement 
of  Senators  Steel  and  Upperman.

It  Had  Its  Origin  in  Philadelphia, 


nut  Allegheny  County  Is  Falling 
Into  Line— A  Report  That  C.  L. 
Magee  Will  Oppose  the  Senior 
Senator — Local  Political  News. 
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An  anti-Cameron  movement  has  been 
started  all  over  the  State,  and  the  pro¬ 
moters  think  it  *  will  eventually  wipe 
Senator  Cameron  out  of  political  exist- 
ence.  In  past  years  the  anti-Cameron 
|  People  have  always  delayed  their  oppo- 
j  eition  until  It  was  too  late  to  have  any 
material  effect.  Mr.  Cameron’s  vote 
on  the  Silver  bill  stirred  up  the  Repub¬ 
licans  all  over  the  State,  the  feeling 
that  commenced  a  year  ago  has  not 
abated,  and  as  a  result  a  revolt  against 
Cameronism  seems  Imminent. 

A  movement  has  already  been  started 
In  this  county  which  promises  to  be  quite 
effective.  Mr.  Cameron’s  successor  will 
not  be  elected  for  two  years,  but  his  op¬ 
ponents  are  already  In  harness  and  will 
keep  the  fight  up  until  the  members  of 
the  legislature  are  elected,  two  years 
from  next  November.  As  will  be  re¬ 
membered,  Mr.  C.  L.  Alagee,  of  this  city, 
who  was  always  a  Cameron  man,  de¬ 
nounced  him  for  his  vote  on  the  Silver 
bill,  both  publicly  and  In  his  paper.  The 
late  Fred  Magee,  a  brother  of  C.  L.  Ma¬ 
gee,  wrote  Mr.  Cameron  one  of  the  most 
scathing  letters  that  a  public  man  ever 
received.  It  is  said  that  when  the  time 
comes  Mr.  C.  L.  Magee  will  be  opposed  to 
Cameron,  and  i f  that  I s  the  case, It  means 
"bat  the  16  votes  from  Allegheny  coun¬ 
ty  will  be  against  the  Senior  Senator. 

Ail  the  people  who  take  an  interest  in 
Republican  politics  know  that  Air.  Cam¬ 
eron  has  not  attended  a  State  conven¬ 
tion  in  years,  and  is  not  in  touch  with 
the  party  workers.  A  movement  has  been 
started  in  Philadelphia  to  defeat  Cam¬ 
eron,  the  man  at  the  head  of  it  is  very 
prominent  in  politics,  and  it  is  said  that 
branch  committees  will  be  established 
in  all  the  counties  in  the  commonwealth. 
One  of  the  leaders  of  the  movement  here, 
who  at  present  does  not  want  his  name 
to  be  used,  said:  “We  have  the  senti¬ 
ment  with  us,  and  if  we  keep  our  good 
work  up  we  cannot  help  win.  Cameron  is 
popular  with  the  Southern  Democratic 
senators  and  the  Western  free  silver  men. 
He  is  a  sort  of  a  Sibley  man,  an  idol 
of  the  Populists,  and  that  will  not 
belp  him  in  this  State.  I  do  not  think 
It  will  be  possible  for  the  politicians 
to  elect  him  again,  even  if  they  unite 
on  him.  Our  movement  will  have  such 
Strength  that  when  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  are  elected  in  1896  they  wiU 
nearly  all  be  on  an  anti-Cameron  plat¬ 
form,  and  we  have  started  the  fight 
early  this  time,  and  mean  to  win  out.”

Much  has  been  said  about  the 
intentions  of  this  or  that  leader  in 
the  various  counties,  but  no  one  knows 
better  than  Senator  Quay  the  senti¬ 
ment  of  the  several  counties  in  this 
contest.  His  friends  are  on  the  alert 
everywhere,  and  a  lot  of  misguided 
men  will  awake  In  the  State  conven¬ 
tion  to  the  fact  that  they  have  been 
deceived. 

It  has  been  claimed  by  the  adminis¬ 
tration  people  that  A.  M.  High,  the 
Berks  county  leader,  would  be  found 
on  the  anti-Quay  side  in  the  fight, 
but  information  from  reliable  sources 
does  not  confirm  this  claim.  On  the 
other  hand  High  is  sure  to  be  found 
upon  the  side  of  Senator  Quay.  Pa¬ 
tronage  doesn’t  always  count  and  the 
assumption  that  the  appointment  of  a 
clerk  in  the  State  Department  and  the 
clerk  of  courts  In  Berks  county  would 
make  High  solid  for  the  administra¬ 
tion  is  erroneous.  Charles  R.  Willets, 
the  Berks  county  clerk  in  Secretary 
Reeder’s  department,  is  a  High  man 
and  a  delegate  to  the  approaching 
State  convention,  but  those  who 
ought  to  know  say  he  will  vote  with 
the  other  Berks  county  delegates  for 
Senator  Quay.  Willets  is  understood 
to  be  independent  so  far  as  his  posi¬ 
tion  is  concerned,  inasmuch  as  he  is 
likely  to  succeed  Jenkln  Hill  In  the 
Auditor  General’s  Department,  which 
is  a  Quay  stronghold.  Mr.  Hill  is  a 
Reading  man,  and  is  a  hold-over  of 
the  Gregg  administration. 

As  to  the  Lackawanna  fight  the 
best  posted  people  here  are  satisfied 
that  the  recent  elections  there  were 
barren  victories  for  the  administra¬ 
tion.  One  gentleman  said  the  dele¬ 
gates  were  sure  to  vote  for  Senator 
Quay  in  the  convention. 

One  of  the  Luzerne  county  men  who 
Is  sure  to  come  to  the  State  conven¬ 
tion  said  to-day  that  the  delegation 
would  be  solid  for  Judge  Rice  and  just 
as  solid  for  Quay  for  chairman  of  the 
State  Committee.  He  said  the  dele¬ 
gates  would  support  the  Governor  for 
chairman  of  the  convention  and  also 
his  selections  for  judges  of  the  Su¬ 
perior  court.  It  was  his  opinion  that 
the  Governor  was  being  used  to  fur¬ 
ther  the  interests  of  a  faction  and 
that  he  would  find  the  position  of  pre¬ 
siding  officer  under  the  circumstances 
exceedingly  unpleasant.

Ex-Chair¬ 
man  Thomas  V.  Cooper,  who  is  here 
with  the  editors  of  the  State  on  their 
way  to  Niagara  Falls,  also  dropped 
in  to  pay  his  respects.

Such  was  the  statement  as  published  In 
the  newspapers,  and  many  who  read  It 
between  the  lines  believed  that  it  was  a 
timely  and  manly  notice  to  Dave  Martin 
that  Judge  Durham  proposed  to  enter  the 
lists  against  him  for  supreme  leader  of 
the  party  in  this  city. 

Judge  Durham  always  plays  fair  in 
politics,  he  was  never  known  to  hit  be¬ 
low  the  belt,  and  If  he  does  aspire  to 
leadership — and  it  is  only  natural  that  ho 
should— his  first  move  would  be  to  ac-  j 
quaint  Mr.  Martin  of  It,  which  In  the 
opinion  of  many  he  has  already  done  in

HIS  MEN  BADLY  DEFEATED. 

|  Situation  All  Over  the  State 
More  Favorable  Each  Day 
to  Hastings. 


Special  Despatch  to  ‘‘The  Press.” 

Harrisburg,  July  15.— The  comments  of 
the  Philadelphia  Democratic  papers  on 
the  defeat  of  Senator  Quay  in  the  dele¬ 
gate  elections  in  Lackawanna  County 
are  causing  much  amusement  here.  To 
pretend  that  the  delegates  elected  will 
support  Quay  for  State  chairman  is 
known  to  be  altogether  absurd.  The  dele¬ 
gates  run  in  Mr.  Quay’s  interest  were 
beaten,  and  beaten  badly.  It  is  not 
in  accordance  with  Senator  Quay’s  politi¬ 
cal  methods  to  take  such  risks  unless  he 
has  to.  He  knew  before  he  went  to 
Lackawanna  County  who  the  candidates 
for  delegates  on  the  Administration  side 
were.  If  they  had  been  all  right  for 
him  nobody  supposes  he  would  have  op¬ 
posed  them  or  that  several  thousand 
dollars  would  have  been  spent— as  was 
done— in  the  vain  endeavor  to  defeat 
them. 

Senator  Quay  knew  very  well  that  if 
he  was  to  get  any  votes  out  of  Lacka¬ 
wanna  County  for  himself  he  would  have 
to  elect  his  own  men,  and  that  is  the  rea¬ 
son  he  ran  candidates  for  delegates  In 
his  own  interest.  Nobody  Is  paying  any 
attention  to  the  absurd  stories  which 
the  Democratic  Quay  organs  are  print¬ 
ing  that  the  Lackawanna  or  any  other 
delegates,  not  elected  directly  In  Mr. 
Quay’s  interest,  are  going  to  vote  for 
him  for  State  chairman.  Mr.  Quay 
knows  better  than  that.  Nor  is  there 
anything  in  the  still  later  story,  coming 
from  the  same  quarter,  that  somebody 
like  ex-Lleutenant  Governor  Watres  will 
be  made  State  chairman  as  a  com¬ 
promise.  All  these  stories  fail  to  give 
any  reason  why  Chairman  Gilkeson 
should  not  be  re-elected.  It  is  well  un¬ 
derstood  by  those  who  have  had  a 
knowledge  of  the  situation  from  the  first 
that  If  Senator  Quay  gets  control  of 
the  chairmanship  ex-Chalrman  Andrews 
and  Frank  Leach,  who  once  so  com¬ 
pletely  demoralized  the  organization,  will 
be  again  put  in  active  charge. 

ADMINISTRATION  SATISFIED. 

The  situation  throughout  the  State 
gives  the  utmost  satisfaction  to  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  people.  They  are  not  do¬ 
ing  as  much  talking  as  Senator  Quay,  , 
but  they  are  getting  more  delegates. 
Shrewd  observers  nqte  the  fact  that 
h  Mr.  Quay  has  never  talked  to  the  public 
when  his  affairs  were  going  on  ail  right, 
and  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  he  is 
giving  away  the  fact  that  he  is  beaten 
by  his  repeated  attempts  at  what  all 
very  well  understand  to  be  bluffing.  His 
last  visit  to  Philadelphia  gained  him 
nothing  but  the  frank  opinions  of  many 
who  had  always  been  his  friends  that 
he  was  making  an  irretrievable  blunder* 
t  that  he  was  surrounded  by  corrupt  and 
bad  advisers. 

Local  politicians  here  at  the  capital 
who  are  in  the  Cameron  circle  are  great¬ 
ly  Interested  in  the  pending  contest,  be¬ 
cause  they  know  that  if  Mr.  Quay  could 
win  there  would  be  a  prospect  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  delegates  from 
Pennsylvania  to  the  next  National  Con¬ 
vention  would  be  committed  to  Senator 
Cameron  for  the  Presidential  nomina¬ 
tion.  As  State  chairman  Mr.  Quay 
would  have  unusual  influence  in  bringing 
about  such  a  result.  That  he  wishes  to 
do  this  admits  of  no  doubt,  since  there 
are  letters  written  by  him  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  in  the  hands  of  Republicans  in  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  the  State.  Mr.  Camer- 
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on  has  not  made  himself  conspicuous 
in  this  contest,  because  he  knows  that  if 
he  secures  any  national  delegates  from 
this  State  it  must  be  by  a  trick;  but 
the  influence  of  the  senior  Senator  has 
been  felt  in  one  or  two  instances,  and 
wherever  he  has  a  friend  that  friend  Is 
fighting  for  Quay. 

INTERESTS  INSEPARABLE. 

The  Quay  and  Cameron  interests  are 
absolutely  inseparable.  If  Mr.  Quay 
could  so  manipulate  matters  as  to  give 
him  control  of  the  coming  State  Con¬ 
vention,  it  is  well  known  his  intention  is 
to  pave  the  way  for  a  Cameron  national 
delegation  next  year  by  a  strongly-in¬ 
clined  free  silver  declaration  in  the  plat¬ 
form.  Then,  if  he  could  secure  the 
State  chairmanship  he  would  be  in  a 
fair  way  to  elect  a  large  share  of  the 
delegates  for  his  colleague,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Republicans  would  go  into 
the  National  Convention  supporting  a 
free  silver  candidate  for  President.  Fail¬ 
ing  in  securing  the  Presidential  nomina¬ 
tion,  Mr.  Cameron  would  still  have  a 
chance  at  the  Senatorship.  These  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  situation  are  hardly  dis¬ 
guised  any  more. 

It  Is  conceded  that  the  Cameron  In¬ 
fluence  in  Dauphin  County  will  give  the 
delegates  here  to  Quay.  The  Adminis¬ 
tration  people  have  not  figured  them  in 
any  of  their  calculations.  Dauphin  is 
always  a  Cameron  county  when  Cam¬ 
eron  wants  it  for  any  purpose,  and  this 
time  he  wants  it  for  Quay,  because  that 
is  preliminary  to  getting  something  more 
for  himself. 


AGAINST QUAYIN  LYCOMING.

Administration’s  Friends  Support  Colonel 

Gilkeson  as  Well  as  Governor  Hastings. 

The  triumph  of  the  Hastings-Gilkeson 
delegates  in  Lackawanna  County  was  the 
subject  of  many  expressions  of  gratifi¬ 
cation  yesterday  at  the  administration 
headquarters. 

Among  the  throng  of  visitors  was 
C  L  Magee,  of  Pittsburg,  who  left  the 
city  yesterday  afternoon  Before  going 
away  he  said:  “The  result  in  Lacka¬ 
wanna  was  only  what  we  expected,  and 
it  foreshadows  what  I  have  predicted 
from  the  beginning  of  this  contest,  name-  j 
ly,  that  we  are  going  to  win.” 

Mr.  Magee,  before  his  departure  from 
the  city,  entertained  a  delegation  from 
Delaware  County  at  the  Stratford  Hotel. 
Earlier  in  the  day  he  had  an  interview 
with  David  Martin,  and  subsequently 
called  on  Mayor  Warwick. 

State  Chairman  Gilkeson  and  Major 
Samuel  A.  Losch,  of  Schuylkill  County, 
were  in  the  city  yesterday  and  both 
visited  the  Administration  headquarters. 
Colonel  Gilkeson  expressed  no  opinion  on 
the  result  in  Lackawanna  County,  but 
Major  Losch  said  it  was  a  victory  well 
won,  for  a  hard  fight  had  been  waged 
by  the  opposition. 

The  story  that  the  four  delegates  elect¬ 
ed  in  the  Lackawanna  districts,  while 
committed  to  Governor  Hastings  for  per¬ 
manent  chairman  of  the  convention 
might  be  for  Senator  Quay  for  chairman 
of  the  State  Committee,  was  laughed  at 
by  David  Martin  yesterday.  Mr.  Martin 
said:  “All  the  delegates  that  have  been 
elected  for  Governor  Hastings  are  for 
Colonel  Gilkeson  for  State  chairman. 
Any  report  to  the  contrary  is  incor¬ 
rect.” 

Mr.  Martin  added  that  while  the  re¬ 
sult  in  Lackawanna  was  gratifying  it 
was  nothing  more  than  had  been  expect¬ 
ed  by  the  Administration  leaders. 


FIXING  THE  RESPONSIBILITY. 

The  organs  of  Senator  Quay  declare 
that  there  is  mo  contest  or  issue  between 
him  and  the  Governor.  They  protest 
that  he  is  in  favor  of  the  Governor  for 
Chairman  of  the  State  Convention  but 
that  he  simply  wants  to  be  Chairman 
of  the  State  Committee  himself. 

If  this  be  true,  why  do  Senator  Quay 
and  his  friends  try  to  set  up  delegates 
in  Centre  County  against  Governor 
Hastings?  If  they  want  the  Governor 
to  be  President  of  the  Convention  why 
do  they  make  the  effort  to  defeat  and 
prevent  him  from  going  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  as  a  delegate?  Is  it  friendship 
for  the  Governor  to  attempt  to  beat 
him  in  his  own  county? 

Again  Senator  Quay  claims  in  a  Pitts¬ 
burg  paper  that  the  delegates  elected 
on  Saturday  in  Lackawanna  will,  of 
course,  be  for  Governor  Hastings  for 
Chairman  of  the  Convention,  for  Wil¬ 
lard  for  Judge,  and  by  the  same  token 
for  Quay  for  Chairman  of  the  State  [if 
Committee.  If  this  be  true  why  did 
the  Senator  go  to  Scranton?  Why  did  j 
he  run  his  own  delegates,  open  and  en¬ 
gage  in  a  strenuous  struggle  of  his  own 
seeking,  and  suffer  a  complete  and  sig-  j 
nal  defeat?  Willard’s  delegates  were  j 
sure  to  be  for  Hastings.  If  they  are  also  | 
for  Quay  and  if  Quay  is  for  Hastings, 


why  was  any  contest  made :  n  me 
same  result  could  be  accomplished  by 
supporting  Willard’s  delegates,  why  was 
so  much  ammunition  wasted? 

This  contest  comes  without  any  just 
cause  or  provocation.  Mr.  Gilkeson  was  [ 
Senator  Quay’s  personal  choice  for 
Chairman  of  the  State  Committee  both 
years  that  he  was  elected  to  that  posi¬ 
tion.  His  faithful  and  efficient  service 
made  him  by  common  consent  the  ac¬ 
cepted  candidate  for  re-election.  There 
was  no  whisper  of  objection  or  opposi¬ 
tion  until  after  certain  events.  What 
were  those  events?  Why  did  Senator 
Quay  turn  against  him?  Why  did  Mr. 
Andrews,  who  has  been  Senator  Quay’s 
special  representative  and  leader  in  the 
Legislature,  announce  his  candidacy 
against  Mr.  Gilkeson?  And  why  was 
his  name  withdrawn  in  the  councils  of 
Brigantine  Beach  and  Senator  Quay 
himself  substituted  for  Andrews  as  the 
competitor? 

Chairman  Gilkeson’s  only  offence  was 
sustaining  the  Governor  in  his  efforts 
to  secure  the  passage  of  the  apportion¬ 
ments  of  the  State  as  required  by  the 
Constitution.  For  the  crime  of  fidelity 
to  his  chief  and  respect  for  the  Con¬ 
stitution  the  command  went  forth  that 
he  must  be  defeated.  For  that  act 
Senator  Quay  and  his  followers  are 
plunging  the  party  into  all  this  strife.  No 
other  reason  has  been  given  for  sud¬ 
denly  changing  their  attitude  towards 
Mr.  Gilkeson  and  demanding  his  deposi¬ 
tion,  and  no  other  reason  can  be  given. 
The  attack  came  after  the  issue  on  ap¬ 
portionment,  and  that  event  marks  the 
turning  point. 

What  is  the  Governor’s  position?  He 
simply  stands  where  he  stood  at  the  be¬ 
ginning-proposing  nothing  more,  con¬ 
senting  to  nothing  less.  He  was  for 
the  apportionments  on  the  day  of  his 
inauguration  when  Senator  Quay  fully 
agreed  with  him.  He  was  for  the  ap¬ 
portionments  on  the  day  of  their  defeat 
when  Senator,  Quay  and  his  followers 
united  with  the  Democrats  to  kill  them. 
Others  had  changed — the  Governor  re 
mained  true  to  the  position  all  had  held 
together.  Just  so  the  Governor  favored 
Gilkeson  for  re-election  as  Chairman 
when  Senator  Quay  and  the  party  gen¬ 
erally  were  for  him.  And  he  is  for 
Gilkeson  now  even  though  others,  for 
reasons  of  their  own,  have  shifted  their 
position.  He  stands  now  precisely 
where  he  has  stood  from  the  day  he 
went  to  Harrisburg  bearing  the  com¬ 
mission  of  the  more  than  Half  Million 
Republicans  of  Pennsylvania — asking 
only  what  all  then  agreed  to,  seeking 
only  the  integrity  of  the  organization 
then  existing. 

Whatever  of  feeling  has  been  aroused 
in  the  party  throughout  the  State, 
whatever  of  contest  has  been  excited, 
had  their  origin,  not  in  any  change  ot 
position  on  the  part  of  the  Governor, 
but  in  the  sudden  reversal  on  the  part 
of  the  junior  Senator  of  his  concurrent 
stand  with  the  Executive  for  apportion¬ 
ment  and  for  Chairman  Gilkeson.  This 
clear  and  indisputable  record  fixes  the 
responsibility. 
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THE  STATE  CONTEST. 


Comments  of  the  Republican  ,  Newspapers  on 
the  Present  Situation. 

From  the  “Miltonian.” 

The  battle  between  Senator  M.  S. 
Quay  and  the  opposing  forces  is  lost  to 
the  first  named,  so  far  as  the  next  State 
Convention  is  concerned,  as  a  vast  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  delegates  have  turned  in  in 
favor  of  the  State  Administration.  Col¬ 
onel  Quay  was  a  matchless  leader  who 
snatched  victory  from  defeat  in  18S8  and 
who  marshalled  the  forces  for  protection 
in  the  Senate  so  skillfully  that  his 
enemies  praised  him.  But  he  was  not 
content  to  lead— even  as  a  recognized 
boss — he  could  not  bear  to  share  honors 
with  any  one,  and  when  the  Governor 
made  himself  popular  with  the  masses 
by  his  earnest  efforts  in  behalf  of  ap¬ 
portionment,  false  advisers  poisoned  the 
Senator's  mind  against  the  State  Ad¬ 
ministration,  and  he  waged  ,  war  on  it. 
Self-preservation  made  it  necessary  for 
the  friends  of  the  Governor  to  rally 
to  his  support,  and  the  verdict  of  the 
people  Is  such  an  indorsement  as  is 
written  above.

A  HANDICAPPED  COURT. 

The  new  Superior  Court  of  Pennsylvania 
has  organized  and  adopted  its  rules  and  ad¬ 
journed  until  cool  weather.  It  has  met 
under  a  cloud  and  it  starts  handicapped. 
This  is  because  the  court  has  been  dragged 
into  politics  of  a  bitter  partisan  kind.  As 
a  rule  the  new  judges  are  men  of  ability 
and  character,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
there  are  among  their  number  some  who 
have  been  hauled  through  a  political  can¬ 
vass  as  demoralizing  as  it  is  unjustifiable. 

We  are  led  into  this  line  of  thought  by 
the  frantic  appeals  of  the  Huntingdon 
“Globe”  to  “save  Air.  Orlady.”  From 
what  danger  is  it  necessary  to  save  him? 
What  evil  threatens  him?  He  has  been 
appointed  one  of  the  new  judges.  There 
is  no  objection  to  him,  so  far  as  we  know. 
There  is  no  hint  that  the  judicial  list  made 
out  by  the  Governor  is  to  be  attacked.  The 
State  Convention  will  indorse  the  list  in  all 
probability  without  a  murmur.  What, 
then,  is  Air.  Orlady  to  be  saved  from? 


The  one  danger  that  he  seems  to  be  run¬ 
ning  into  is  from  just  such  talk  as  this  by 
his  indiscreet  friends.

He  is  now  a  judge  of  the  Superior 
Court.  He  will  continue  to  be.  But  can 
he  afford  to  have  it  said  of  him  that  he  en¬ 
gaged  in  an  unseemly  squabble  after  he 
had  been  elected  to  his  high  position,  and 
that  he  actually  descended  to  the  level  of  a  j 
delegate  election  to  take  a  hand  in  a  con-  j 
test  over  a  chairmanship? 

There  was  a  contest  in  Lackawanna  > 
somewhat  similar.  It  was  necessary  for  j 
the  success  of  a  lot  of  politicians  who 
wanted  control  of  local  affairs  to  raise  the 
cry,  “Save  Judge  Willard.”  The  voters 
were  told  that  he  must  have  a  delegation 
from  the  county  of  his  own  personal 1 
friends,  and  the  judge’s  name  was  bandied 
around  from  lip  to  lip,  it  was  made  use  of 
in  a  most  exciting  canvass,  and  it  is  most 
unfortunate  that  Judge  Willard  should  be 
obliged  to  go  upon  the  bench  with  the 
shouts-  of  politicians  ringing  in  his  ears.  In 
Lackawanna  money  was  paid  for  votes,  of¬ 
fices  were  promised,  Democrats  were  voted 
and  on  the  whole  there  was  never,  perhaps, 
a  more  corrupt  primary  election  in  that 
county,  and  all  that  Brother  Gilkeson  might 
get  the  delegates.  There  ivas  no  danger 
•for  Judge  Willard  to  confront.  His  nomi¬ 
nation  was  conceded.  But  he  ivas  thrusfi 
by  foolish  and  reckless  friends  into  the 
front  of  the  turmoil  to  his  own  detriment 
in  the  eyes  of  the  public. 

A  judge  cannot  be  too  careful  how  he 
enters  into  partisan  strife,  and  we  say,  then, 
tnat  it  is  most  demoralizing  both  to  the 
judge  and  to  the  new  court  for  the  friends 
of  Judge  Orlady  to  cry  out  in  alarm  “Save 
Orlady”  when  he  is  not  threatened'  and 
when  the  whole  purpose  is  to  arouse  op¬ 
position  to  the  election  of  Senator  Quay  to 
the  chairmanship  of  the  State  Committee. 

The  one  thing  for  Huntingdon  and  all 
other  counties  to  keep  steadily  in  view  is 
just  this:  There  is  a  conspiracy  of  the  cor¬ 
rupt  political  elements  of  Philadelphia  and 
Pittsburg  to  seize  upon  the  State  adminis- 
j  tration  as  they  have  seized  upon  city  affairs.

Presidential  year.  Then  clergymen  be¬ 
gan  to  speak  warnings  publicly  from  the 

P 'suddenly,  as  the  time  for  the  nomina¬ 
tion  drew  near,  the  Republican  leaders 
were  one  morning  confronted  with  a 
warning  poster  staring  down  at  the 
people  from  every  dead  wall  and  bill 
board  in  the  city  signed  by  over  1200 
of  the  most  respected  and  influential  citi 
Sens  of  Philadelphia.  All  of  them  wers 
Republicans,  hundreds  of  them  were 
clergymen,  being  a  majority  of  tne 
clergymen  representing  congregations  in 

Pfhasewas  followed  by  the  celebrated 
yellow  “lazaretto”  poster,  stuck  up  with 
equal  publicity.  It  had  the  signatures 
of  1200  of  the  wives  and  daughters  of 
Philadelphia’s  leading  citizens  including 
Vn  the  list  representatives  of  the  Wo¬ 
men’s  Civic  Club,  the  Christian  En¬ 
deavor  Societies  and  the  women  most 
prominent  in  church  and  charitable 
work  It  declared  a  quarantine  against 
this  nomination,  and  the  purpose  was 
publicly  proclaimed  that  if  it  was  Per¬ 
sisted  in  a  public  mass  meeting  would 
be  held  in  the  Academy  of  Music  and 
an  independent  candidate  put  in  the 

The  Democrats,  mindful  of  their  past 
successes  by  Republican  mistakes,  stood 
as  ready  to  unite  with  such  a  move¬ 
ment  against  the  Republican  ticket  as 
they  afterward  proved  themselves  to  be 
to  unite  with  Senator  Quay  in  defeating 
Republican  apportionment  bills.

Finally,  on  the  Saturday  preceding 


the  nominating  convention,  they  both 
cams  over  to  Philadelphia  and  had  a 
long  and  full  conference  with  Mr.  Pen¬ 
rose  and  David  Martin,  the  most  promi¬ 
nent  Republican  leader  in  Philadelphia. 
The  threatening  situation,  the  certainty 
of  a  revolt  if  Penrose  should  be  nomi¬ 
nated,  the  easy  recollection  of  how  pre¬ 
vious  revolts  in  recent  years  had  put 
Democrats  in  office  were  fully  discussed. 

In  the  end  Senator  Quay  said  if  Mr. 
Penrose,  in  the  judgment  of  the  local 
leadership,  could  not  be  elected,  if  there 
was  grave  danger  of  his  defeat,  he 
should  not  be  nominated.  This  was 
clearly  understood  by  all  four  and  was 
explicitly  agreed  to  by  both  Senators 
Quay  and  Cameron.  To  sooth  Mr.  Pen¬ 
rose’s  natural  disappointment  he  was 
to  he  given  a  handsome  complimentary 
vote  in  the  convention,  then  withdraw, 
and  another  candidate,  selected  from  sev¬ 
eral  names  submitted  as  satisfactoiy  by 
the  Citizens’  Municipal  League,  should 
be  unanimously  nominated. 

With  this  understanding,  that  this  con¬ 
sultation  and  agreement  was  final,  the 
conference  separated  and  the  two  United 
States  Senators  returned  to  Washington.

At  2  o’clock 
the  next  morning  Senator  Quay  was 
called  up  by  telephone  at  his  home  in

He  came,  and  met  Mr.  Penrose,  Magis¬ 
trate  Durham,  Congressman  Bingham, 
James  McManes,  James  Elverson,  Col¬ 
onel  A.  K.  McClure  and  others  of  Pen¬ 
rose’s  friends.  They  persistently  urged 
the  nomination  of  Penrose.  Senator 
Quay  at  last  sent  General  Bingham  and 
Magistrate  Durham  to  bring  David  Mar¬ 
tin  to  the  conference.  Mr.  Martin,  re¬ 
garding  the  decision  and  agreement 
made  two  days  before  with  Senators 
Quay  and  Cameron  as  final,  declined  to 
come.  The  matter  had  been  settled,  and, 
in  his  opinion,  settled  in  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  the  Republicans 
phia. 

Next  day  Mr..  Warwick, 
of  unblemished  reputation 
those  suggested  as  acceptable  by  the 
Municipal  League,  was  nominated  for 
Mayor.

The  campaign  for  Mayor  went  on,  the 
Penrose  leaders  continually  and  fre¬ 
quently  flirting  with  the  Democrats  with 
promises  of  support,  which  with  the 
tide  of  general  sentiment  for  Warwick 
they  finally  did  not  dare  to  keep. 

The  judgment  and  leadership  which 
nominated  him  rather  than  Penrose  were 
indorsed  at  the  polls  by  the  people  of 
Philadelphia,  and  Warwick  was  elected 
Mayor  by  61,000  majority  over  a  Demo¬ 
crat  who  had  twice  carried  the  city.

Sesigned  Merely  to  Coerce  Independent 
Leaders  into  Submission. 

Soon  after  the  election  of  Mayor  War¬ 
wick  Governor  Hastings,  who  had  made 
up  his  Cabinet  of  and  given  all  his  chief 
appointments  to  Senator  Quay’s  conspic¬ 
uous  friends,  and  who  had  taken  no 
part  in  the  Penrose  matter,  but  was  anx¬ 
ious  for  party  harmony,  invited  Senator 
Quay  to  visit  him  at  Harrisburg.  He 
came,  and  the  Governor  essayed  the 
role  of  peacemaker.  But  Senator  Quay 
was  immovable  and  implacable. 

Senator  Penrose  almost  immediately 
shifted  the  seat  of  war  to  Harrisburg. 

Reinforced  by  Senator  Andrews  and 
others  of  Senator  Quay’s  immediate  fol¬ 
lowers,  he  entered  into  a  movement  to 
defeat  the  confirmation  of  the  Govern¬ 
or’s  nominees  for  appointive  offices  in 
Philadelphia,  urging  nothing  against 
their  character  or  their  fitness,  but  sim¬ 
ply  because  they  had  not  supported  his- 
candidacy  for  Mayor.  TV  ' 

Then  came  the  resolution  introduced  by 
Senator  Penrose  for  a  Senate  commit¬ 
tee  to  “Lexow”  the  city  government  of 
Philadelphia.  Mayor  Warwick  had  not 
yet  taken  his  seat,  so  that  there  was  not 
even  the  excuse  of  anything  to  investi¬ 
gate  except  what  had  been  done  while 
the  author  of  the  resolution  was  in  full 
and  intimate  fellowship  with  those  in 
charge  of  the  city  government,  as  was 
also  Senator  Quay.  The  latter  at  first 
denied  all  responsibility  for  this  resolu¬ 
tion,  but  finally  ordered  his  friends  to 
turn  in  and  pass  it. 

It  was  then,  openly  said  by  its  most 


influential  and  immediate  supporters 
that  the  committee  was  never  intended 
to  investigate,  but  only  to  be  held  as 
a  club  over  the  heads  of  those  whom  it 
was  designed  to  coerce  into  submission. 
It  was  appointed,  accordingly,  without 
a  Democrat  upon  it,  nor  a  single  Re¬ 
publican  who  had  not  supported  Senator 
Penrose  in  his  warfare  at  Harrisburg. 

The  Republican  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives,  disapproving  of  its  purpose,  and 
holding  that  a  committee  of  one  branch 
of  the  Legislature  only,  without  power 
to  compel  testimony,  could  take  only 
the  common  scandal  of  the  willing  in¬ 
former,  refused  the  appropriation  of 
$20,000  asked  for  the  committee. 


THE  APPORTIONMENT  BATTLE. 


Quay  Bolts  the  Republican  Caucus  and  Com¬ 
bines  with  the  Democrats  Against 
the  Governor. 

Then  came  the  defeat  of  Governor 
!  Hastings  and  the  majority  of  the  Re- 
1  publicans  in  the  Legislature  on  appor- 
tionment  by  a  combination  of  a  minor¬ 
ity  of  the  Republicans  of  the  House,  led 
by  Senator  Quay  in  person,  with  the 
solid  Democratic  vote. 

The  passage  of  Republican  apportion¬ 
ment  bills  during  Governor  Pattison’s 
administration  had  been  impossible.  The 
Constitution  says  that  the  State  “shall” 
be  apportioned  after  each  decennial  cen¬ 
sus.  The  Governor  and  every  Senator 
and  member  of  the  Legislature  when 
they  take  their  oath  of  office  swear 
that  they  “will”  obey  it.  The  State  has 
not  been  apportioned  into  Congressional 
districts  since  the  last  decennial  census, 
nor  into  State  Senatorial  districts  for 
more  than  twenty  years.  The  unequal 
growth  of  counties  and  districts  has 
made  it  so  that  some  Senatorial  dis¬ 
tricts  have  more  population  than  enough 
to  entitle  them  to  a  Congressman,  and 
in  some  the  vote  of  one  citizen  counts 
for  as  much  as  that  of  four  in  another. 

What  was  once  a  fair  apportionment 
has  by  the  growth  of  population  become 
a  gerrymander  as  outrageous  as  any  of 
the  “shoestring”  districts  of  the  South. 

In  his  inaugural  address  Governor 
Hastings  had  called  attention  to  the 
constitutional  mandate  relative  to  ap¬ 
portionment  and  urged  upon  the  Legis¬ 
lature  the  discharge  of  this  sworn  duty. 
This  address  had  been  read  to  Senator 
Quay-  as  to  other  leading  Republicans 
or  the  State,  and  by  him  and  all  of 
them  approved  before  it  was  given  ut¬ 
terance  and  publication. 

Apportionment  bills  were  prepared  and 
passed  the  House  through  second  read¬ 
ing  by  large  majorities.  The  next  day 
when  they  were  up  for  final  passage 
state  Senators  Penrose  and  Andrews 
went  on  the  floor  of  the  House  and  told 
Republicans  that  Senator  Quay  demand¬ 
ed  their  defeat.

Governor  Hastings,  mindful  of  the 
constitutional  mandate,  the  party’s 
pledges  and  his  own  position,  urged  a 
reconsideration.

tor  A.  Lotier,  of  Montour,  and  B.  F.  Green 
maun,  of  Bradford,  for  congress  at-large 
The  foundation  of  the  platform  is  th 
Biblical  quotation,  “Love  thy  neighbor  ai 
thyself.’’  In  other  respects  it  is  very  simila 
to  that  adopted  at  Williamsport  one  yea 
a<»o.  It  demands  a  system  of  submitting  i 
portant  national  and  state  legislation  to  a 
vote  of  the  people;  that  the  president,  vice 
president,  United  States  senators  and  the 
postmasters  be  elected  by  a  direct  vote  of  the 
people;  declares  in  favor  of  a  graduated  in¬ 
come  and  inheritance  tax  ior  raising  state, 
county  aud  municipal  revenue;  urges  that 
the  state  school  book  Jaw  bo  amended  so  that 
the  state  shall  publish  a  uniform  system  of 
text  books  free  to  tho  school  children the 
commonwealth;  demands  that  all  property 
of  the  state  now  taxable  be  assessed  at  its 
cash  value  for  state,  county  ami  municipal 
purposes  and  to  pay  an  equal  millage,  favois 
state  ownership  aud  operation  of  coal  mines 
and  endorses  tho  resolutions  of  the  miners 
convention  at  Columbus. 

Congressman  Sibley  made  a  narrow  es¬ 
cape  from  being  the  nominee  of  this  party 
for  governor.  He  was  the  choice  of  nine- 
ten  tbs  of  the  delegates  to  yesterday  s  state 
convention  and  would  have  been  nominated 
by  acclamation  if  his  friends  had  not  inter¬ 
fered.  Several  delegates  demanded  his  nomi¬ 
nation  on  the  ground  that  he  could  poll  rnoie 
votes  than  any  other  candidate  in  the  state.

But  it  would  not  do  to  proclaim  at 
once  an  open  warfare  against  Quay.

Bill  after  bill  went  through  that 
was  indorsed  by  the  administration 
The  multiplication  of  offices  and  the 
large  increase  of  salaries  in  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  departments  almost 
amounted  to  a  public  scandal.  Noth¬ 
ing  was  done  by  Quay  to  offend  the 
administration.  So  far  as  he  knew 
the  Governor  and  he  were  on  the 
most  friendly  terms.  There  was  no 
reason  why  they  should  not  have 
been,  for  Quay  had  used  all  his  in¬ 
fluence  for  Hastings’  nomination  and 
had  prevented  a  contest  by  one  or 
two  other  candidates  who  wanted  to 
get  into  the  field.  There  was  no 
whisper  that  the  Governor  was  not 
with  Quay  until  the  Legislature  had 
adjourned.  There  was  no  whisper 
from  Pittsburg  that  Magee,  express- 
ing  loyalty,  was  whetting  his  knife. 
But  the  moment  the  Philadelphia  and 
Pittsburg  cormorants  had  been  satis¬ 
fied  and  had  got  all  the  legislation 
they  sought  there  was  no  longer  con¬ 
cealment.  .Secretly  they  had  been 
plotting  together.

Treachery,  then, 
has  followed  every  movement  of  the 
New  Combine  from  the  time  Penrose 
was  betrayed  to  the  present  moment 
Now  that  the  whole  secret  is  out  the 
fight  has  become  an  open  one  ar.d

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utilized  as  the  gathering-  place  for 
politicians  willing  to  join  in  a  move¬ 
ment  to  humiliate  Quay.

Now  let  us  analyze  the  elements 
composing  the  crusade.  The  Martin 
and  Porter  contingent  is  interested 
in  the  contracts  and  the  franchises  J 
and  the  electric  light  companies  and 
the  like.  They  would  perpetuate  their 
power  and  extend  the  field  of  their 
operations.  The  Magee  contingent  is 
of  the  same  quality.  The  Philadelphia 
and  Pittsburg  birds  are  fowls  of  a 
feather  and  naturally  flock  together. 
But  outside  of  this  crowd— -the  Cor¬ 
morants,  the  Feeders  upon  the  pub¬ 
lic — there  are  other  interests.  In  the 
combination  may  be  found  George  S. 
Graham,  for  instance.  His  natural 
instincts  must  have  violence  done 
them  many  a  time  when  he  thinks  of 
he  company  he  is  keeping— the  com¬ 
pany  of  men  about  to  be  called  to  ac¬ 
count  by  fhe  reform  organizations  of 
Philadelphia.

The  Governor  has  been  induced  to  stand  as

It  is  singular,  too,  that  I 
Mayor  Warwick  should  have  been  willing ' 
to  join  in  any  such  movement.  Yet  he! 
has  done  it,  and  there  is  no  secret  that!

ried  by  the  army  of  8000  employes  of  the  I 
city,  every  one  of  them  acting  under  bosses’  f 
orders  and  not  daring  to  disobey  under1 
penalty  of  dismissal. 

Even  contractors  have  been  warned. 
Think  of  the  politics!  intrigue  involved,  ye 
Republican  voters  of  Pennsylvania,  and  ask 
yourselves  whether  you  want  such  methods 
pervading  the  State,  a  power  which  would 
absolutely  control  the  Legislature  and  pro¬ 
mote  all  sorts  of  schemes  to  enrich  con¬ 
tractors  and  professional  politicians  at  the 
expense  of  the  people.  We  have  been 
through  it  all  in  Philadelphia.  The  city  is 
sandbagged  and  robbed,  and' it  is  proposed 
to  try  the  sandbagging  process  on  the 
State.

Suolouel  uuK^te  itlKi  a  numoer  ox  ms 
lieutenants  arrived  on  the  scene  last 
-  evening  and  immediately  opened  head¬ 
quarters  at  the  Fountain  House.  Among 
the  first  friends  of  Senator  Quay  to  ar¬ 
rive  was  Charles  F.  Kttla,  of  1  mladel- 
nhia,  and  he  was  assigned  a  room  adjoin¬ 
ing  that  of  the  State  Chairman.  Early 
this  morning  the  town  began  to  have 
an  unusually  animated  appearance.  Feo- 
ple  swarmed  into  town  by  the  thousands, 
by  train,  carriages,  hay  wagons  and  cn 
bicycles.  A  special  tram  of  _  11  cars 
brought  the  delegation  froni  Bristol,  CU- 
ke&on’s  home,  and  adjoining  townships, 
while  hundreds  camo  on  the  regular 
trains  Headed  by  the  Bristo-l  Liberty  > 
Band,  about  1200  men  marphed  from 
the  station  under  the  leadership  of  o.nte 
Chairman  Gilkeson.  Every  man  wore  a  | 
large  pink  badge  on  which  was  printed 
a  portrait  of  the  Governor  and  the  names 
of  Hastings  and  Gilkeson.  It  was  a 
campaign  of  free  car  fares  and  dinners, 
and  the  enthusiasm  manifested  for  the 
Administration  was  intense.  The  streets 
were  packed  with  Republicans  at  10 
o’clock  and  while  the  Administration 
forces  were  maneuvering  for  every  ad¬ 
vantage  when  the  convention  was  call¬ 
ed  the  Quav  adherents  were  hard  at 
work  skillfully  engineering  ft  canvass 
against  the  Bucks  County  leaders  with 

immense  odds  to  fight. 

It  was  early  conceded  that  Gilkeson 
would  secure  all  four  delegates,  but 
Quay’s  friends  never  relaxed  then  ei- 
forts. 

CANDIDATES  LINED  LT. 

County  Chairman  John  C.  Swartley 
called  the  convention  to  order  at  11 
o’clock,  and  Harry  W.  "Wilkinson,  of 
Solebury,  ft  friend  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion,  was  unanimously  chosen  permanent 
chairman.  The  Quayites  sprang  a  sur¬ 
prise  on  Gilkeson  by  placing  a  toll  ticket 
in  nomination  for  Slate  delegates,  they 
having  reported  on  the  streets  early  m 
the  morning  that  they  would  place  but 
one  man  in  nomination.  When  nomina¬ 
tions  were  called  for  the  Administra¬ 
tion’s  friends  placed  In  nomination  Rob¬ 
ert  M.  Yardley.  of  Doylestown;  Dr.  C. 

D.  Fretz,  of  Sellersvdle;  Harry  G.  b  ell, 
of  Buckingham,  and  Walter  li.  John¬ 
son,  of  Bensalem.  . 

The  followers  of  Quay  nominated  ex- 
Sheriff  Joseph  R.  Comly,  of  Yardley; 
Elias  Weaver,  of  Richlandtown ;  Wil¬ 
liam  Wr.  Hall,  of  Plnmstead,  and  John 
Townsend,  of  Pin  nstead.  . 

The  Quay  faction  was  recognized  in 
the  appointment  of  Algernon  S.  Cadwal- 
lader,  of  Yardley,  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions,  but  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  committee  were  staunch 
adherents  of  the  State  Chairman. 

During  the  noon  intermission  the  sev¬ 
eral  delegations,  all  the  76  districts  be¬ 
ing  largely  represented,  voted  on  the  two 
delegate  ticket*.  There  were  bitter  con- 
tests  in  some  of  the  districts,  there  being 
a  margin  of  but  two  or  three  votes  in 
several  in  favor  of  supporting  the  Ad- 
ministrsftion.  The  counting  of  the  bal¬ 
lots,  however,  when  the  convention  re¬ 
convened  at  2  o’clock,  showed  the  popu¬ 
larity  of  the  Administration,  for  many 
men'  who  voted  for  the  Administration 
ticket  stated  openly  they  had  no  love  tor 
Gillie  son,  but  couldn't  turn  their  backs

The  result  showed  that  Gilkeson  had 
secured  71  out  of  the  70  districts,  the 
vote  standing  140  delegates  for  Hastings 
to  10  for  Quay.

The  resolutions,  as  reported  by  Chair¬ 
man  Cadawalder,  indorsed  the  Admin¬ 
istration  of  Governor  Hastings,  approved 
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tne  course  ot  tuc-  county  Representatives 
and  Senator,  and  instructed  the  dele¬ 
gates  to  support  State  Chairman  Gilke¬ 
son  in  the  State  Convention.  The  reso¬ 
lutions  were  adopted  with  but  one  dis¬ 
senting  voice,  and  the  convention  rang^ 

-.with  cheers  for  the  Administration  ai^B 
Gilkeson.

He  Asks  for  a  Direct  Vote  at  Ches¬ 
ter  Primaries. 


West  Chester,  Pa.,  July  29. 
Senator  Quay  wants  the  people  of 
Chester  County  to  vote  their  choice  for 
State  Chairman,  and  if  B.  F.  Gilkeson 
is  of  the  same  mind,  this  will  be  done. 
E.  D.  Bingham,  chairman  of  the  Re¬ 
publican  County  Committee,  to-day  re¬ 
ceived  a  letter  from  Senator  Quay,  with 
this  request,  and  has  written  to  him  and 
to  Mr.  Gilkeson.

MAGEE  TALKS  ON  QUAY. 


Snys  Also  Hiwtlnga  is  Not  n  Presi¬ 
dential  Candidate. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  July  29. 

The  Republican  leader  of  Allegheny,  l 
C.  L.  Magee,  talked  in  a  spirited  fashion 
about  Senator  Quay  to  a  correspondent 
of  the  Washington  (D.  C.)  Star. 

“This  contest  with  Mr.  Quay  was  not 
precipitated  by  those  who  are  now  op-  j 
posing  him,’’  said  Mr.  Magee,  with  an 
assumption  of  great  candor.  “Let  me 
review  the  history  of  Pennsylvania  pol-  i 
itics  for  the  past  few  years.  We  had  seen 
the  defeat  of  the  candidate  for  Governor 
whom  Mr.  Quay  insisted  upon,  nominat¬ 
ing  against  the  protests  of  maiiy  of  his  j 
associates  in  Republican  politics.  The 
next  man  we  put  up  carried  the  State  ; 
by  a  good,  round  figure,  and  Republican  f 
prospects  began  to  revive.  We  rolled  up  j 
a  larger  majority  at  the  Congressional 
elections,  and  in  the  election  of  a  Con-! 
gressmau-at-lnrge  simply  swept  the 
Democracy  out  of  sight.  We  whipped 
them  .soundly  in  the  city  elections  at 
Philadelphia,  and  the  Democracy  has 
__ been  on  a  steady  decline.  Much  of  this, 


was  done  under  the  administration  of 
Colonel  Gilkeson,  as  chairman  of  the 
State  Committee.  We  knew  his  works 
and  wanted  to  continue  him  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  where  he  could  keep  up  the  record 
he  made  for  us. 

“Then,  at  this  juncture,  in  stepped 
Senator  Quay  with  the  demand  that  he 
should  be  made  State  Chairman.  He 
came  as  a  disturbing  element,  and  there 
was  no  occasion  for  his  interference.

QUAY  STARTED  THE  WAR. 


“At.  a  time  of  profound  peace  and  un¬ 
exampled  prosperity  in  the  Republican 
party  he  intruded  himself  as  a  bone  of 
contention  to  produce  factional  friction. 
No  disturbance  would  have  occurred  had 
he  kept  out.’’ 

“But  why  should  his  candidacy  for 
cha.irman  of  the  State  Committee  be 
the  cause  of  discord  ii# the  party?” 

“Because  he  raises  the  issue  at  once 
whether  the  Republicans  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  shall  longer  submit  to  the  domina¬ 
tion  of  one  man.

He  endeavored  to  dictate 
the  course  of  the  party  in  Philadelphia 
in  electing  the  Mayor  of  that  city,  and 
when  he  was  defeated  in  his  attempt 
made  an  attack  upon  his  political  asso¬ 
ciates  from  the  floor  of  the  United  States 
Senate.

There  was  a  lull  yesterday  in  the  great 
battle  for  factional  supremacy  in  the 
State.  Most  of  the  local  leaders  of  both 
sides  spent  the  day  out  of  town  at  the 
'  seashore  or  in  the  country — and  many  of 
the  visiting  statesmen  from  the  interior 
of  the  State  took  advantage  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  run  down  to  the  various  resorts 
on  the  Jersey  coast,  and  get  a  whiff  of 

ozone.  .  . 

Senator  Quay  remained  in  the  city,  and 
while  he  took  things  quietly  and  rested 
most  of  the  day,  he  kept  track  of  the 
progress  of  events  in  the  different  sections 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  glanced  over 
a  number  of  letters  which  arrived  from 
his  lieutenants  in  several  of  the  counties. 

Information  that  was  exceedingly  grat¬ 
ifying  to  Colonel  Quay  and  his  friends 
was  contained  in  advices  from  Greene 
county.  The  Magee-Martin-Porter-Hast- 
ings-Warwick  Combine  leaders  in  that 
section  had  made  elaborate  preparations 
there  to  contest  every  inch  of  ground 
with  the  Senator's  adherents.  They  had 
sent  word  to  Messrs.  Martin  and  Magee, 
as  well  as  the  Governor  and  Banking 
Commissioner  Gilkeson,  to  the  eSect  that 
they  were  making  a  still  hunt,  that  the 
Quay  people  were  not  up  to  their  game, 
and  that  a  victory  for  the  Combiners 
woud  not  be  improbable. 

(  A  SWEEPING  QUAY  VICTORY. 

The  result,  however,  was  a  most  sweep¬ 
ing  victory  for  the  Quay  forces.  Their 
opponents  were  practically  routed  horse, 
foot  and  dragoons. 

According  to  the  tidings  received  by 
Senator  Quay  and  his  lieutenants  at  the 
Pine  street  headquarters,  Senator  Wal¬ 
ton,  the  combine  leader  in  Greene,  was 
beaten  out  of  sight,  and  in  common  with 
Judge  Dickey,  Governor  Hastings’  new 
appointee,  suffered  a  defeat  in  every  pre¬ 
cinct  in  the  county.  The  news  of  Satur¬ 
day  night  that  Quay  had  a  walk-over  in 
both  wards  of  Waynesburg,  was  con¬ 
firmed  yesterday.  In  fact,  there  was  not 
a  single  vote  cast  in  either  ward  against 
the  Senator. 

In  Wayne  the  anti-Quayites  could 
only  muster  eleven  votes,  as  against  six¬ 
ty-three  cast  for  the  Beaver  statesman, 


and  this  was  refSFded  by"  the  combfhe 
people  as  one  of  their  strongholds.  Other 
points  where  they  expected  to  show  up 
strong  were  Monongahela  and  Greens¬ 
boro,  but  they  were  sadly  disappointed  in 
both  places.  Monongahela  gave  the  Hast- 
ings-Gilkeson  contingent  only  eight  votes, 
and  Greensboro  just  doubled  that  num¬ 
ber.  Altogether,  the  opponents  of  Quay 
made  a  sorry  showing  in  the  county. 
The  unanimous  indorsement  of  the  Sena¬ 
tor  by  the  convention  is  assured. 

Despite  their  assurances  of  an  intention 
to  stand  out  and  fight  on  behalf  of  Bank¬ 
ing  Commissioner  Gilkeson  for  the  State 
chairmanship  to  the  bitter  end,  it  is  well- 
known  that  the  combine  leaders,  in  this 
locality,  are  weakening.  They  would 
gladly  compromise  on  the  basis  of  per¬ 
mitting  Senator  Quay  to  ifame  the  next 
chairman  of  the  State  committee,  pro¬ 
vided  he  names  any  one  but  himself. 

COMBINERS  SEEKING  TO  COMPROMISE. 

It  leaked  out  yesterday  that  a  meeting 
of  the  anti-Quay  leaders  has  been  ar¬ 
ranged  to  take  place  in  this  city  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  and  Thursday  of  this  week,  at 
[which  a  proposed  plan  of  compromise 
will  be  discussed.  David  Martin  and 
Mayor  Warwick,  it  is  understood,  have 
already  talked  the  matter  over  with  Chris 
Magee,  of  Pittsburg,  the  Combine  leader 
in  the  Western  part  of  the  State,  in  defer¬ 
ence  to  the  wishes  of  certain  corpora¬ 
tions,  who  do  not  care  to  have  the  Pen¬ 
rose  Senatorial  investigation  pushed  into 
the  operations  of  the  Bullitt  charter  in 
this  city. 

So  far  has  this  proposition  for  shut¬ 
ting  down  on  the  fight  gone  in  the  coun¬ 
sels  of  the  Combine  leaders  that  it  is  un- 
Jderstood  that  Chris  Magee  has  been  au¬ 
thorized  to  find  a  man  who  will  be  agree¬ 
able  to  the  Quayites  for  the  State  chair¬ 
manship.  It  is  well  known  that  neither 
Magee  nor  Martin  cares  anything  for  ! 
Gilkeson,  and  they  are  willing  to  drop 
him  now  for  anybody  that  Quay  will 
name,  who  will  be  anything  like  friendly 
to  Governor  Hastings,  and  who  can, 
therefore,  pose  as  a  harmonizer. 

In  addition  to  Congressman  “Jack” 
Robinson,  Ex-Lieutenant  Governor  Wa- 
tres  and  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
Frank  Reeder,  all  friends  of  Quay,  whom 
the  other  side  has  suggested  as  suitable  • 
for  the  State  chairmanship,  it  was 
learned  yesterday  that  Magee  has  sub¬ 
mitted  the  names  of  Lieutenant  Governor 
Walter  Lyon,  James  S.  McKean  and 
Samuel  Moody,  all  Allegheny  county 
men,  whom  he  thinks  would  find  favor  in 
the  eyes  of  Colonel  Quay. 

A  PROPOSED  SPECTACLE  OF  HARMONY. 

The  story  goes  that  Magee  is  very  anx¬ 
ious  to  have  Lyon  made  the  candidate  of 
both  factions,  and  he  is  sure  that  Sena¬ 
tor  Quay  would  consent’to  it.  Gilkeson’s 
consent  it  is  not  proposed  to  even  ask. 
He  is  to  be  summarily  dropped  if  the 
Beaver  statesman  will  just  say  the  word 
for  Lyon.  The  argument  in  favor  of  the 
latter  is  that  with  Governor  Hastings  as 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  convention, 
and  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  represent¬ 
ing  the  Quay  forces,  elected  to  the  State 
chairmanship,  a  beautiful  spectacle  of 
harmony  in  the  Republican  party  of  the 
Keystone  State  will  be  presented  to  the 
country  at  large. 

The  whole  matter  will  be  talked  over 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Combine  leaders 
this  week,  and  this  it  is  thought  will  be 
followed  by  a  formal  proposition  embrac¬ 
ing  the  programme  above  outlined  to 
Colonel  Quay  and  his  friends.  While  the 
Senator  declines  to  talk  on  the  subject, 
it  is  pretty  well  assured  that  neither  he 
nor  his  friends  propose  to  consider  any® 
scheme  of  compromise.  He  considers  theL 
fight  one  against  him  personally,  and  hi 
intends  to  resent  it  by  standing  out  to 
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the  end.  Incidentally  his  friends  continue 
to  declare  that  he  will  be  the  only  candi¬ 
date  for  State  Chairman  before  the  con¬ 
vention  when  that  body  shall  assemble. 

QUAY  VISITS  QUEEN  LANE. 

Senator  Quay  yesterday  afternoon  took 
a  drive  about  the  city  and  in  the  Park. 
He  was  accompanied  by  State  Senators 
Penrose  and  Andrews  and  Frank  W  filing 
Leach.  The  party  took  a  special  interest 
in  riding  around  the  driveway  which  sur¬ 
rounds  the  Queen  lane  reservoir,  but  they 
did  not  say  on  their  return  to  the  Hotel 
Metropole  whether  or  not  they  had  lo¬ 
cated  any  of  the  leaks  that  prevent  the 
big  basin  from  holding  water. 

Senator  Andrews,  who  is  chairman  of

QUAY  HOLDS  THE  KEY 

The  Senator  Master  of  the  Situation  Regarding 
Prospective  Federal  Patronage. 

Special  Telegram  to  The  Times. 

Washington,  July  28. 
Concerning  Quay's  manifesto  in  Pittsburg 
regarding  patronage  requiring  confirmation 
of  appointments  by  the  Senate,  some  superfi¬ 
cial  observers  might  reply  that  several  Pres¬ 
idents  have  made  appointments  during  re¬ 
cesses  of  the  Senate,  and  thereby  put  their 
men  into  office  in  spite  of  Senatorial  oppo¬ 
sition.  It  is  true  that  such  action  has  been 
taken  in  a  few  extreme  cases  by  Presidents 
Jackson,  Grant,  Cleveland  and  Harrison. 
But  there  is  a  matter  of  law  in  connection 
with  such  appointments  which  is  not  gen¬ 
erally  known. 

It  is  contrary  to  law  for  the  Treasury  De¬ 
partment  to  pay  salaries  to  Federal  ap¬ 
pointees  of  the  Presidential  class  until  they 
receive  confirmation  by  the  Senate.  They 
may  hold  office  by  Presidential  appointment, 
but  their  commissions  are  not  legally  and 
constitutionally  complete  until  they  have 
been  confirmed  by  the  Senate  and  therefore 
they  can  draw  no  salaries.  For  example, 
David  G.  Browne,  of  Fort  Benton,  Montana, 
has  held  the  office  of  Collector  of  Customs 
for  Montana  and  Idaho  ever  since  March, 
1S93,  now  approximating  three  years.  He 
has  not  been  allowed  a  single  cent  as  com¬ 
pensation  for  his  services,  and  he  will  come 
before  Congress  next  winter,  after  he  shall 
be  confirmed,  if  he  should  be  confirmed,  and 
enter  a  claim  for  servies  up  to  the  date  of 
such  confirmation. 

His  case  will  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  claims  and  if  that  committee  favorably 
reports  upon  it  the  matter  will  then  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  appropriations. 
If  the  latter  committee  sees  fit  to  do  so  the 
amount  claimed  to  be  due  may  be  placed 
upon  the  sundry  civil  or  general  deficiency 
appropriation  bill,  and  thereafter  Collector 
Browne  may  get  his  salary  for  services  ren¬ 
dered  under  recess  commissions.  He  has 
been  three  times  appointed  and  has  not  yet 
been  confirmed  by  the  Senate.  If  the  Sen¬ 
ators  from  Montana,  or  either  one  of  them, 
should  oppose  the  appropriation  to  pay 
Browne  no  appropriation  would  he  made 
and  he  could  never  obtain  redress,  because 
he  has  no  legal  or  constitutional  claim  for 
salary  under  such  circumstances.  It  will  rest 
entirely  with  the  Congress  whether  or  not 
he  shall  ever  receive  any  compensation 
whatever.  It  is  probable  that  he  will  be 
paid,  because  Senator  Power,  of  Montana, 
who  has  fought  Browne’s  confirmation,  is 
no  longer  a  member  of  the  Senate,  and  his 
successor,  Senator  Carter,  is  friendly  to 
Browne  and  will  favor  the  appropriation. 

This  case  will  illustrate  the  fact  that,  in 
the  improbable  event  that  the  Combine

A  Statement  From  Robinson. 


Congressman  Robinson  is  at  last  able  k 
read  the  handwriting  on  the  wall,  and  iiiTv^, 
lengthy  interview  makes  charges  of  bad 
faith  against  the  party  leaders,  lie  says: 

“It  is  not  very  long  now  until  the  conven¬ 
tion.  "Whatever  result  takes  place  I  will  be 
satisfied  that,  I  have  a  great  many  friends 
over  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  I  am  not 
egotistical  enough  to  consider  for  a  moment 
that  the  formidable  following  that  will  sup¬ 
port  me  in  the  State  Convention  is  due  to 
any  great  personal  popularity  or  strength. 
Of  course  I  know  there  is  in  all  parties  an 
element  which  admires  any  person  who 
dares  to  make  a  fight  against  odds  and  in 
the  face  of  a  prearranged  situation.  .1  am 
conscious,  however,  of  this  one  fact,  that  in 
every  county  in  the  State  there  is  a  growing 
disposition  to  repudiate  any  leadership  that 
will  not  give  every  candidate  a  fair  field  and 
open  right  of  way  to  nomination.” 

“Do  you  mean  that  you  have  not  had  fair 
play  in  this  contest?” 

“That  is  just  what  I  mean,  and  I  want 
you  to  put  it  down  just  as  emphatically  as 
you  can.  Colonel  Quay  promised  me,  iu  the 
beginning  of  this  contest,  absolute  neutral¬ 
ity.  If  Iliad  been  granted  this  Mr.  Lyon 
would  not  have  appeared  in  this  conven¬ 
tion.” 

“Do  you  mean  to  say  that  Mr.  Quay  has 
not  kept  faith  with  you?” 

A  Charge  Against  Senator  Quay. 

“Technically,  and  apparently  in  my  con¬ 
versations  with  him  and  with  friends  of 
mine  who  have  been  to  see  him,  he  has;  but 
on  the  other  hand  he  has  permitted  his  son, 
Dick  Quay,  to  go  all  over  the  State  and  ask 
support  for  Lyon  on  the  Senator's  account.

“The  nomination  of  General  Hastings  this 
year  by  acclamation  is  the  logical  result  of 
the  mistake  of  the  leaders  iu  1890,  and  now 
they  want  to  stultify  themselves  again  by 
slating  a  candidate  for  second  place,  and,  iu 
fact,  all  the  ticket  except  the  head.  I  cannot 
speak  plainly  upon  the  matter  because  I  am 
a  candidate  myself.

Dan”  Hastings  that  there  is  no  wonder¬ 
ment  that  almost  every  Republican  news¬ 
paper  in  the  State  is  engaged  id  speculating 
about  his  Cabinet.  The  surprising  thing  is 
that  Pennsylvania  speculation  should  be  so 
wide  of  the  mark. 

Some  time  ago  the  only  candidate  men¬ 
tioned  for  Attorney  General  was  the  Hon. 
George  D.  Orlady,  of  Huntingdon.  At 
the  State  Convention  which  nominated 
Hastings  for  Governor,  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  by  the  delegates  that  Lyman  D. 
Gilbert,  of  Harrisburg,  who  was  Deputy 
Attorney  General  under  Governor  Har- 
tranft,  was  elated.  That  was  because  the 
political  machine  requested  Gilbert  to  draft 
the  platform.  After  that  document  was 
seen  and  read  in  cold  type, Gilbert’s  chances 
went  down  as  quickly  as  the  recent  high 
waters  of  the  Susquehanna. 

Other  candidates  named  were  tbe  Hon. 
Charles  F.  Warwick,  City  Solicitor  of 
Philadelphia;  State  Chairman  Gilkeson,  of 
Bucks;  Judge  S, idler,  of  Cumberland,  and 
ex-Ju  .ge  Roche,  of  Chatubersburg.  All 
very  well,  but  the  next  Attorney  General 
of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  event  ol  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  Gen.  Hastings,  will  write  his  name 
Janies  A.  Beaver,  of  Bellefonte,  aud  Lv- 
maa  B.  Gilbert  will  be  his  deputy. 

For  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
must  lucrative  appointment  under  the 
Governor,  there  are  a  host  of  aspirants. 
Among  those  most  prominently  named  are 
ihouias  Y.  Cooper,  Howard  Reeder,  Col 
James  H.  Lambert,  of  the  Philadelphia 
Press,  and  Senator  Plinii,  of  Pittsburg. 
The  name  of  the  next  Secretary  of  State 
does  not  appear  in  that  list.  It  i„  said  that 
David  Martin,  of  Philadelphia,  will  name 
the  Secretary  of  State  under  Hastings,  and 
it  I  were  asked  to  name  the  man,  I  would 
name  Richard  Quay,  of  Beaver. 

The  bitterest  Disappointment  will  be  that 
of  Map  Levi  D.  McCauiley,  of  West  Ches- 
ter,  who  for  four  years  has  been  dreaming 
of  rounding  out  his  life  in  politics  as  Adju- 
tant  General  of  Pennsylvania.  As  the 
whole  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of 
Pennsylvania,  ninety-nine  per  cent,  of  the 
political  leaders,  and  pretty  much  every¬ 
body  else  are  ior  “Tom”  Stewart  of  Norris¬ 
town,  book  makers  are  giving  odds  of  ten 
to  one  that  the  next  Adjutant  General  will 
be  tins  same  Thomas  J.  St»wart. 

There  will  be  a  good  deal  of  legislation 
next  winter  at  H  arrisburg  affecting  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  Philadelphia;  the  most  important 
measure  will  be  that  of  taking  our  public 
school  system  out  of  politics  by  making  it 
one  ot  the  departments  of  the  city  govern¬ 
ment.  Sauator  Porter,  who  will  be  the  re¬ 
cognized  leader  in  the  Senate  from  Phila¬ 
delphia,  will  probably  add  this  most  desir¬ 
able  result  tc  his  previous  achievements  as 
u  legislator. 

Next  in  importance  will  be  the  creation 
or  a  Board  lor  the  assessment  of  licenses, 
taking  it  outot  the  hands  of  our  Quarter 
Sessions  Judges.  The  third  measure  is 
likely  to  be  that  of  making  the  Board  of 
Revision  of  Taxes  also  a  department  of  the 
city  government,  the  head  of  which  shall 
be  elected  bv  the  people  instead  of  being 
appointed  by  our  Common  Pleas  Judges.

MEN  WHO  DECLINED  THE  PRESIDENCY. 
From  the  Chicago  Times-lterald. 

Every  now  and  then  somebody  rises  to  re¬ 
mark  oracularly  that  no  man  ever  declined 
the  Presidency  of  the  United  States.  This  is 
a  mistake.  It  is  well  known  that  two  Presi¬ 
dents,  Washington  and  Jefferson,  refused  to 
be  candidates  for  a  third  term,  hut  it  is  prob¬ 
ably  not  so  well  known  that  two  American 


statesmen  of  great  abifiTy  and.  famous  in 
their  day  actually  refused  the  Presidency 
itself.  And  this,  too,  when  it  was  within 
their  reach,  and  not,  as  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
Whitney  and  some  others  who  would  put 
away  the  crown,  a  mere  possibility. 

In  1844  Martin  Van  Buren  was  the  popular 
Democratic  candidate  for  the  nomination  of 
that  year.  He  was  not  altogether  acceptable 
to  the  South  because  of  his  known  opposition 
to  the  annexation  of  Texas,  but  when  the 
Democratic  Convention  assembled  at  Balti¬ 
more  in  May  it  was  found  that  Van  Buren 
had  a  clear  majority  ot  the  delegates  over 
all  other  candidates.  But  the  two-thirds  rule, 
which  even  then  had  become  a  Democratic 
tradition,  having  first  been  adopted  in  1832, 
doomed  him  to  defeat,  and  the  politicians 
'  cast  around  for  an  available  candidate  in  Van 
Buren’s  place. 

They  at  once  pitched  upon  Silas  Wright,  a 
Senator  from  New  York,  who  was  himself  an 
ardent  supporter  of  Van  Buren.  If  Senator 
Wright  had  said  the  word,  or  had  even  been 
silent,  he  could  have  had  the  nomination,  but 
he  utterly  and  absolutely  refused  to  permit 
his  name  to  go  before  the  Convention.  In 
writing  to  a  friend  who  was  a  member  of  the 
Convention  he  said:  “If  it  were  proper  I 
could  tell  you,  with  the  most  perfect  truth 
that  I  have  never  been  vaiu  enough  to  dream 
ot  the  office  of  President  in  connection  with 
my  own  name,  and  were  not  Mr.  Van  Buren 
the  candidate  ot  our  State  I  should  find  just 
as  little  difficulty  as  I  now  do  in  telling  you 
that  I  am  not,  and  cannot,  under  any  cir¬ 
cumstances,  be  a  candidate  before  your  Con¬ 
vention  for  that  office  .” 

This  letter,  read  to  the  Convention,  was 
final,  and  the  next  thing  done  was  to  nomi¬ 
nate  James  K.  Polk.  Then,  in  spite  oi  every 
protest,  Wright  was  nominated  for  the  Vice- 
Presidency.  This  honor  he  peremptorily 
declined,  and  the  National  Committee  placed 
George  M,  Dallas’  name  on  the  ticket  instead 
of  his.  History  records  that  Polk  and  Dallas 
were  elected,  as  Wright  would  undoubtedly 
have  been  had  be  suffered  his  name  to  have 
been  used  by  the  Convention.  In  fact,  Wright 
elected  the  ticket,  for  he  resigned  his  seat  in 
the  Senate  for  the  express  purpose  of  accept¬ 
ing  the  nomination  for  the  Governorship  of 
New  York,  canvassed  that  State  most 
thoroughly,  and  carried  it  for  himself  and 
the  national  ticket.  So  here  we  have  the 
example  of  a  man— and  he  was  a  very  great 
man — who  refused  both  the  Presidency  and 
the  Vice-Presidency. 

Almost  a  similar  state  of  affairs  occurred  in 
1852.  General  Cass,  it  will  be  remembered, 
had  been  defeated  by  General  Taylor  in  1848, 
and  he  was  the  most  prominent  candidate  for 
the  Democratic  nomination  in  1852.  In  the 
Convention,  however,  he  could  not  com¬ 
mands  the  two-thirds  vote,  and  the  managers 
commenced  to  cast  about  for  an  available 
substitute.  The  Virginians  set  their  eyes  on 
Daniel  8.  Dickinson,  of  New  York,  at  that 
time  a  Senator,  as  Wright  bad  been  before 
him.  On  the  thirty-fourth  ballot  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  delegation  cast  their  votes  for  Dickin¬ 
son,  and  he,  being  a  member  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  at  once  arose  and  in  a  strain  of 
eloquence  seldom  heard  on  such  an  occasion 
forbade  the  use  of  his  name.  He  had  come 
there,  he  said,  instructed  to  vote  for  General 
Cass  and  to  procure  his  nomination,  and  no 
temptation  could  induce  him  to  depart  from 
that  course. 

His  splendid  self-abnegation  did  not  secure 
the  nomination  of  General  Oass,  for  on  the 
next  ballot  the  Virginians  voted  for  Frank¬ 
lin  Pierce  and  he  was  nominated.  A  few 
months  later  he  was  elected  by  an  overwhelm¬ 
ing  vote,  carrying  all  the  States  but,  four. 
There  are  moral  lessons  for  statesmen  in  these 
historic  instances,  and  much  food  for  reflec¬ 
tion.  Curiously  enough,  both  these  self- 
denying  men  were  New  York  politicians.

At  Saturday’s  session  of  the  trial  of 
Dr.  S.  C.  Swallow  on  the  charge  of  libel¬ 
ling  the  soldiers’  orphan  school  com¬ 
mission,  there  were  disclosures  about 
purchases  by  the  commission  and  the 
statement  was  made  that  a  member  of 
the  commission  had  taken  money. 


The  session  of  the  morning  was  filled 
with  sensational  incidents  and  exciting 
episodes,  exchanges  of  bitter  wordfl.flft 
dignant  refutations  of  remai  lea  a 
countless  objections  by  attorneys.

Through  n  an  the  reverend  defendant 
.preserved  his  remarkable  calm  de-' 
jmeanor  and  if  he  felt  pleasure  or  pain  at 
the  progress  of  the  case  it  was  masked 
by  the  expression  of  determination  that 
has  marked  his  face  since  the  contro¬ 
versy  began.  His  behavior  on  the  stand, 
the  event  awaited  with  eagerness  by  a 
state  and  intense  interest  by  thousands 
since  the  startling  charges  of  the 
•"Methodist,”  was  cool,  collected;  his 
testimony,  while  devoid  of  strong  evi-  ’ 
dence  almost  to*  disappointment,  was 
clear  and  to  the  point  and  closed  with  a 
dramatic  incident  unparalleled  in  courts 
for  years  and  received  with  the  stilt 
more  remarkable  occurrence  of  hearty 
applause  from  the  scores  of  seats. 

The  prosecution  resumed  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  presenting  as  its  first  witness  Miss 
Martin,  an  inspector  of  the  schools,  who 
knew  of  no  irregularities.  Joseph  Pom¬ 
eroy,  chief  clerk,  followed,  testifying 
that  Dr.  Swallow  had  not  aken  the  care 
to  examine  commission  records  at  the  of¬ 
fice  before  writing  his  articles  in  the 
"Methodist,”  a  copy  of  which  of  date  of 
March  4  was  offered  in  evidence  by  Mr. 
Graham  to  show  malice  by  the  editor. 
John  W.  German,  secretary  of  the  board 
of  trade,  then  detailed  the  proceedings 
at  the  preliminary  hearing  and  the  com¬ 
monwealth  rested. 

Then  Dr.  Swallow  took  the  stand. 
The  audience  of  hundreds  was  silent  as 
he  arose  and  walked  to  the  witness  stand 
and  when  the  minister  stood  up  to  take 
the  oath  every  eye  in  the  room  was 
riveted  on  him.  As  the  words  of  the  fa¬ 
miliar  charge  ended,  the  defendant  bow¬ 
ed  his  head  in  reverent  assent  in  answer. 
His  first  testimony  was  as  to  his  age  and 
occupation,  the  character  of  the  "Metho¬ 
dist”  publication  and  his  connection  with 
it,  but  before  he  could  answer  to  the 
inquiry  of  his  motive  for  printing  the 
article  there  wras  a  stormy  interchange 
of  words  between  Messrs.  Graham  and 
Scalett  as  to  whether  it  was  relevant  to 
the  matter  immediately  on  trial. 

When  he  resumed  his  testimony  he 
said  he  had  no  knowledge  of  anything 
that  would  lead  him  to  charge  a  crime 
against  any  of  the  gentlemen  named  in 
the  indictment.  At  the  home  of  Rev.  B. 
F.  Stevens,  a  school  director  of  Harris¬ 
burg,  living  on  Thirteenth  street,  in  a 
conversation  regarding  the  school  sys¬ 
tem  he  spoke  of  the  erection  of  a  flag 
pole  at  the  Cameron  school  and  consid¬ 
ered  the  cost  was  great  until  he  learned 
what  a  pole  at  Scotland  had  cost.  He 
understood  the  expense  of  that  pole  and 
its  cost  was  $400.  "Then  I  said  it  cost 
eight  times  as  much  to  erect  a  flag  pole 
at  Scotland  as  in  Harrisburg.  Mr. 
Stevens  replied  to  me  it  was  probably  a 
better  pole  than  would  be  erected  in  this 
city.”  The  conversation  continued  with 
reference  to  the  extravagance  and 
wastefulness  of  public  officials.  He  had 
known  Dr.  Stevens  since  1862  as  a  gen¬ 
tleman  of  honor  and  whose  honor  could 
be  relied  upon.  Dr.  Stevens  had  told  him 
a  pole  in  Harrisburg  cost  $40.  Charles 
T.  Johnson,  of  North  Sixth  street,  city, 
had  told  him  he  had  bid  to  erect  the  flag 
pole  at  Scotland  for  $40.  Dr.  Swallow 
had  barely  finished  before  Mr.  Graham 
started  to  his  feet  and  asked  what  he 
was  looking  at.  “I’m  looking  at  you,’'  * 
was  the  reply,  met  by  another  inquiry 
as  to  what  was  in  the  doctor’s  hand.  He 
admitted  it  was  a  memorandum  hook 
made  Saturday  morning  and  Mr.  Gra¬ 
ham  objected,  the  court  sustaining  him 
by  saying  it  could  not  be  used  if  made 
since  the  trial  began.  The  next  state¬ 
ment  of  the  witness  was  that  he  was  told 
of  a  team  of  horses  having  been  pur¬ 
chased  for  the  Scotland  schoool  which 
cost  $300,  when  the  same  sort  of  horses 
were  selling  for  $50  to  $75  each.  The  in¬ 
formation  came  to  him  while  talking 
with  some  persons  on  the  street,  and 
there  is  an  item  in  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mission  of  $335  for  horses.  Dr.  Swallow 
said  he  heard  the  horses  were  bought 
here  and  thought  the  difference  in  price 
showed  an  extravagance.

Delicacies  he 
said,  were  also  kept  there  for  their  use, 
and  that  Dr.  Evans  had  complained  per- 
•  haps  to  the  governor  of  this  extrava¬ 
gance  and  abuse.

who  would  support  Mr.  Gilkeson  for  chair¬ 
man  of  the  State  committee. 

When  I  received  your  letter  many  years 
ago,  asking  my  co-operation  in  agitating 
the  name  of  General  Beaver,  my  colonel  in 
the  army,  as  a  candidate  for  the  nomination, 
for  Governor,  I  became  interested  in  your 
behalf,  on  account  of  the  part  you  took  in 
advancing  my  old  commander’s  political  in¬ 
terests;  so  that  I  was  a  Hastings  man  both 
times  you  were  a  candidate  for  nomination 
for  Governor.

INVADING  PORTER’S  CAMP. 


The  Quay  supporters  carried  the  fight 
into  the  very  camp  of  their  opponents 
last  night  by  holding  a  rousing  mass 
meeting  in  the  very  heart  of  Senator 
Charles  A.  Porter’s  political  territory. 
The  rafters  in  Beary’s  Hall,  Falls  of 
Schuylkill,  shook  as  they  had  never  shook 
before  when  at  this  mass  meeting  in  the 


interest  of  Senator  Quay,  Ex-Representa¬ 
tive  Richard  Patterson  said  during  an 
address,  “The  satellites  and  political  pig¬ 
mies  are  now  opposed  to  the  Beaver 
statesman  and  if  he  were  not  a  peerless 
leader  towering  head  and  shoulders  above 
them  they  would  not  combine  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  defeating  him.” 

Mr.  Patterson  was  given  a  royal  re¬ 
ception  when  he  followed  the  first 
speaker,  Colonel  James  M.  Scovel.  The 
number  of  people  present  and  the  enthu¬ 
siasm  which  prevailed  astonished  the  fol¬ 
lowers  of  the  Combine,  a  few  of  whom 
were  in  attendance,  and  agreeably  sur¬ 
prised  those  who  organized  the  move¬ 
ment  which  resulted  in  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Patterson  in  concluding  his  address  gave 
some  amusing  reminiscences  of  the  Com¬ 
bine,  and  said:

Sen¬ 
ator  Quay  comes  to  the  fore  in  this  con¬ 
test  with  massive  significance  and  his 
supporters  in  this  city  ought  to  be  encour¬ 
aged  by  the  fact  'he-  State  outside  of 
Philadelphia  will  be  for  him.” 

When  Colonel  Scovel  stopped  speaking 
he  was  cheered  loudly  by  the  audience, 
and  when  the  noise  subsided  three  cheers 
were  given  with  a  will  for  Quay. 

The  president  of  the  meeting,  John 
Sloan,  made  a  short  address,  stating  that 
the  Republicans  of  the  Falls  of  Schuyl¬ 
kill  always  stood  by  the  protection  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  party,  and  they  would  with¬ 
out  doubt  support  the  man  who  fonght 
for  them  on  the  floor  of  the  National  Leg¬ 
islature.

HASTINGS  AT  A  PICNIC 


The  Gu.cinor  Hears  Some  Pleasant  and  Some 
Disagreeable  News  About  the  Great  Battle.

Harrisburg,  Pa.,  July  18. 

Governor  Hastings  spent  to-day  at  Monta- 
bello  Park.  Perry  county,  at  a  picnic.  He 
was  in  a  friendly  atmosphere,  as  the  two 
delegates  from  the  county  are  almost  cer¬ 
tain  to  vote  for  him  and  colleagues.  On 
Saturday  the  Governor  and  his  staff  will 
leave  for  Sanatoga  to  attend  the  encamp¬ 
ment  of  the  First  Brigade  of  the  National 
Guard.  Ex-Governor  Beaver,  while  here  last 
night,  repudiated  a  recent  alleged  interview 
in  which  the  intimation  was  conveyed  that 
he  was  arrayed  against  the  State  adminis- 
tration  in  the  present  fight. 


Influential  friends  of  Senator  Quay  deny 
that  he  is  lending  a  hand  in  the  fight  being 
made  in  Centre  county  in  opposition  to  the 
Hastings  and  Gilkeson  delegates.  They  say 
there  is  strong  antagonism  to  Hastings  in 
the  county,  but  that  it  is  attributed  to  the 
fact  that  the  Governor  has  been  induced  to 
take  an  unseemly  part  in  State  politics,  and 
because  of  the  great  popularity  of  Quay  in 
Centre  county.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
repeated  adoption  by  Republican  conven¬ 
tions  in  the  county  of  resolutions  commend¬ 
ing  the  course  of  the  Senator.  Much  is 
made  of  a  resolution  passed  in  1S92,  a  con¬ 
vention  at  which  Governor  Hastings’  law 
partner,  Colonel  Reeder,  presided.  Senator 
Quay  was  thanked  in  a  resolution  adopted 
at  that  time  for  efforts  to  close  the  Colum¬ 
bian  Exposition  on  Sunday,  and  for  his 
valuable  services  in  support  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  protection  system.  The  Quay  people  see 
nothing  wrong  in  advertising  the  selection  of 
Lieutenant  Governor  Lyon  as  temporary' 
chairman  of  the  Republican  State  conven¬ 
tion  in  view  of  their  uniform  support  of 
Governor  Hastings  for  permanent  chairman*' 
of  it. 

The  State  administration  is  fearful  that 
it  will  lose  Adams  county.

Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  Mar¬ 
tin  >vas  one  ox  those  who  took  this  view 
of  the  situation.  Before  his  departure 
for  Harrisburg  yesterday  he  said:—

nominated,  and,  furthermore,  1  don't  be¬ 
lieve  Senator  Quay  has  enough  votes  to 
force  him  through.  As  to  the  contested 
seats  from  this  city,  we  will  make  every 
effort  to  have  our  people  recognized  by 
the  State  Committee,  and  if  that  body 
does  not  act  judiciously  we  will  appeal 
to  the  convention  itself.

come.  „ 

THE  OPPOSITION  TO  STONE. 

The  opposition  to  Colonel  Stone  relies 
upon  two  things; 

First,  A  combination  of  the  entire  field 
upon  one  of  the  other  candidates,  and 
Second,  A  continual  hammering  into  the 
heads  of  the  delegates  the  arguments  and 
threats  of  the  Blankenburg-Van  Valken- 
burg  so-called  Business  Men’s  League. 

A  constant  pressure  will  be  brought  to 
bear  until  the  hour  of  the  convention  on 
Thursday  by  the  Van  Valkenburg  inter¬ 
ests  but  the  answer  is  that  Colonel  Stone 
has  gone  before  the  people  and  has  receiv¬ 
ed  their  indorsement. 

The  principal  idea  of  this  sort  of  cam¬ 
paign  is  to  drive  Senator  Quay  into  a  de¬ 
claration  against  Colonel  Stone,  for  even 
the  Martin-Mag ee  Combiners  very  well 
understand  now  that  Stone  can  be  beaten 
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only  by  the  direct  interference  of  the  Sen- 
ator  against  him.  It  would  require  consid- 1 


erable  work  upon  the  part  of  Quay  to  do 
this,  but  it  is  conceded  that  he  could  do 
1  it.  Those  who  are  close  to  the  Senator 
:  do.  not  believe  for  a  moment  that  he  will 
exert  his  power  simply  to  please  Martin-; 
Magee,  and  the  VanValkenburg  Associa¬ 
tion. 

THE  FIELD. 

As  to  a  combination  of  the  field  against 
Colonel  Stone,  that  is  entirely  out  of  the 
question.  Congressman  Connell,  who  has 
the  nine  delegates  of  Lackawanna  county 
at  his  back,  would  not  go  into  a  Martin- 
Magee  combination.  It  is  very  well  under- 
stood  that  the  ten  votes  for  Leisenring,  in 
Luzerne  county,  are  favorable  to  Colonel 
Stone  for  second  choice.  Mr.  Leisenring 
cares  so  little  about  this  nomination  that 
he  has  permitted  business  to  interfere 
with  his  presence  here. 

Indeed,  it  need  not  surprise  no  one  if 
his  name  does  not  go  before  the  convention 
at  all.  So  here  is  a  big  slice  off  the 
strength  of  the  field  eliminated  at  once. 


JACKSON  AND  REEDER. 

Armstrong’s  three  delegates  would  like 
to  compliment  Jackson,  but  it  is  doubtful 
if  they  will.  Anyhow  the  votes  will  go  to 
Stone  after  the  compliment  is  paid.  Gen¬ 
eral  -  Reeder’s  five  delegates  will  go  into 
no  combination  that  Martin  and  Magee 
have  a  hand  in.  So  what  is  there  left  to 
combine  on?  Wanamaker  has  four  votes  in 
Lycoming,  and  one  vote  in  Clinton  given 
him  by  AttorneyGeneral  McCormick,  of 
the  Martin-Magee  combine;  five  in  Bucks, 
presented  by  Banking  Commissioner  Gil- 
keson,  of  the  same  combine;  two  from 
Centre,  for  which  Hastings  is  responsible; 
six  from  York,  set  up  by  Deputy  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  Cochran,  David 
Martin’s  assistant,  and  five  from  Blair, 
two  from  Huntingdon,  one  from  I  ranklin 
and  three  from  Somerset,  a  total  of  29. 
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Add  to  these  44  in  Philadelphia  and  25 
in  Pittsburg,  the  property  of  Martin  and

STONE,  OF  WARREN. 

The  only  other  candidate  is  Charles  W. 
Stone,  the  Waxren  Congressman,  who, 
like  William  A.  Stone,  has  been  making  a 
manly  canvass  and  who  has  won  in  his 
own  right  about  35  delegates.  Add  35  to 
98  and  the  total  of  133  gives  the  full 
strength  of  the  field.  This  calculation  does 
not  include  Lancaster’s  twelve  votes. 
Even  this  strength  is  to  some  extent  fic¬ 
titious,  for  among  Charles  W.  Stone’s 
i  delegates  are  many  who  are  not  at  all 
friendly  with  Martin,  Magee  and  the  Van- 
Valkenburgs. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  Charles  W  Stone 
will  not  combine  upon  any  field  candidate. 
He  is  willing,  very  naturally,  to  take  any¬ 
thing  the  field  will  give  him,  but  he  will 
not  throw  his  following  to  Wanamaker. 
He  will  go  into  the  convention  and  stick 
it  out  and  abide  by  the  result.  The  pros¬ 
pects  of  a  combination,  therefore,  axe  any¬ 
thing  but  brilliant. 

A  SOLDIER  TICKET. 

The  friends  of  Colonel  William  A.  Stone 
contend  that  a  soldier  at  the  head  of  the 
ticket  is  essential  this  year,  for  the  war 
Governor  must  be  a  man  of  experience. 
They  furthermore  declare  that  Colonel 


Stone  has  fairly  won  the  nomination,  and 
they  will  not  listen  to  any  suggestion  of 
taking  him  off  the  ticket.  All  that  they 
ask  of  Senator  Quay  is  to  say  to  them: 

Colonel  Stone  seems  to  have  won  the 
nomination;  a  majority  of  the  delegates 
apparently  desire  to  vote  for  him,  and  I 
will  not  interfere  with  their  choice.” 

Close  friends  of  Senator  Quay  were 
awaiting  his  arrival  at  midnight  to  tell  him 
this  and  to  show  to  him  the  figures  which 
give  Stone  the  majority. 

Colonel  Stone  is  entirely  confident  of 
his  nomination.  He  expects  to  win  with¬ 
out  counting  a  vote  from  Lackawanna,  Lu¬ 
zerne  and  Lancaster  counties,\  where  31 
delegates  are  at  stake  in  all,  but  he  nat¬ 
urally  desires  the  support  of  all  three  of 
these  counties,  and  he  is  likely  to  get  most 
of  it. 

ON  THE  FIRST  BALLOT. 

The  probability  is  that  when  the  roll  is 
called  several  of  the  complimentary  votes 
will  be  worked  off.  Martin  and  Magee 
are  expected  to  go  to  Wanamaker  and 
Charles  W.  Stone  will  poll  the  delegates 
elected  in  his  interests.  Before  the  result 
is  announced  the  changes  will  come,  Gen-  j 
eral  Reeder’s  five  delegates  leading  the 
way  to  William  A.  Stone.  Martin  and 
Magee  in  all  probability  will  attempt  to 
stem  the  tide  either  by  transferring  their 
personally-conducted  following  to  Charles 
W.  Stone  or  to  some  new  candidate,  pos¬ 
sibly  General  Gregg,  but  if  promises, 
pledges  and  figures  can  be  relied  upon

THE  SECOND  HONOR. 
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reported  to  him  for  corrections  in  the  roll 
of  the  convention  and  to  record  substi¬ 
tutions.  A  number  of  the  delegates  since 
their  election  find  it  impossible  to  be 
present.  Many  of  these  have  enlisted  in 
the  army  or  navy  and  have  given  substi 
tutions  to  neighbors.  As  the  managers  of 
all  the  booms  for  Governor  and  the  va¬ 
rious  other  offices  have  been  keeping  a 
close  watch  on  the  several-  delegations,  it 
it  not  likely  that  there  will  be  many  va¬ 
cant  seats  in  the  convention,  if  any,  among 
the  delegates. 

Jere  B.  Rex,  of  Huntingdon,  one  of  the 
secretaries  of  the  State  Committee,  is  giv¬ 
ing  Chairman  Elkin  valuable  assistance  in 
looking  after  the  convention  roll  and  an¬ 
swering  the  many  inquiries  from  the 
backwoods  delegates.  C.  Larry  Eyre,  of 
Chester,  who  was  detained  in  Philadel- 
phia,  looking  after  the  transportation  of 
the  delegates,  is  now  on  hand,  and  as  j 

Chairman  Elkin’s  chief  of  staff  keeps 
things  running  smoothly.  To  all  who  ask 
about  the  policy  to  be  pursued  by  the 
State  Chairman  regarding  the  several  con¬ 
tests,  the  reply  is  invariably  given  that 
Mr.  Elkin  proposes  to  treat  all  interests 
fairly  and  that  where  he  has  any  doubt  as 
to  which  faction  should  be  recognized  on 
the  temporary  roll  he  will  submit  the 
matter  to  the  meeting  of  the  State  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  will  be  held  here  to-mor¬ 
row  afternoon. 

IN  CENTRE  COUNTY. 

Interest  in  this  particular  issue  is  main¬ 
ly  directed  to  Governor  Hastings’  home 
county.  Centre,  where  the  element  of  the 
party  which  opposed  his  leadership  is 
making  a  determined  fight  to  prevent  the 
seating  of  the  two  Wanamaker  delegates 
returned  as  elected  by  the  State  Adminis¬ 
tration  Combine.  The  Hastings  men  claim 
the  election  of  Samtiel  H.  Bennison  by  70 
votes  and  John  G.  Platt  by  63  votes.  They 
concede  the  opposing  candidates  John  M. 
Dale,  60  and  George  E.  Chandler  53.  Col¬ 
onel  Dale,  who  is  a  law  partner  of  ex-Gov- 
ernor  Beaver,  has  filed  a  statement  with 
Chairman  Elkin,  accompanied  by  numer¬ 
ous  affidavits,  upon  which  the  contest  is 
based.  They  claim  the  election  of  both 
Dale  and  Chandler,  insisting  that  there 
were  but  114  legally-elected  delegates  in 
the  county  convention,  making  58  votes 
necessary  to  nominate,  and  that  of  these 
Dale  received  64  votes  and  Chandler  61. 
They  refer  to  many  irregularities  in  the 
convention  and  in  the  election  of  dele¬ 
gates.  They  charge  the  chairman  of  the 
convention,  a  Hastings  man,  with  refus¬ 
ing  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials 
or  on  Contests.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  call  of  the  county  chairman 
ordered  primaries  to  be  held  from  7  to 
»  1 .  M.,  in  West  Boggs  township,  they  al¬ 
lege,  a  Bellefonte  man  and  county  com¬ 
mitteeman,  finding  a  strong  anti- Wana¬ 
maker  sentiment,  opened  the  polls  at  5 
P.  M  and  closed  them  at  7  P.  M.,  under 
.which  arrangement  four  delegates  were 
elected  to  the  county  convention  who  vot¬ 
ed  for  the  Wanamaker  slate.  In  West 
Spring  precincts,  they  declare,  no  instruc¬ 
tions  for  any  candidate  for  Governor  were 
on  the  tickets  voted,  and  despite  this,  an 
election  clerk  wrote  instructions  for  Wan¬ 
amaker  on  the  certificates  after  the  pa¬ 
pers  were  signed  by  the  judge  of  the  elec- 
tion  and  the  other  clerk. 

A  MIX  UP. 
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The  delegates  in  the  county  convention, 
however  voted  for  Dale  and  Chandler, 
but  the  chairman  of  the  convention  order¬ 
ed  their  votes  recorded  for  the  Wana- 
maker  State  delegates  in  accordance  with 
the  bogus  instructions.  The  chairman 
took  a  directly  opposite  position,  in  the 
cases  of  the  four  delegates  from  East  Snow 
Shoe  who  were  instructed  for  Stone,  but 
voted  for  the  Wanamaker  and  the  two 
delegates  from  West  Snow  Shoe,  also, 
though  likewise  instructed  for  Stone,  vot¬ 
ed  for  the  Wanamaker  ticket.

The  Boomers  Arrive  at  Harrisburg. 

Veterans  for  Stone 

From  a  Staff  Correspondent. 

HARRISBURG,  May  31.— One  might 
suppose  there  was  a  Grand  Army  reunion 
here  to-day,  judging  from  the  number  of 
veterans  who  thronged  the  headquarters 
of  Colonel  "William  A.  Stone  and  the  other 
soldier  candidates  who  will  be  honored  by 
next  Thursday’s  convention.  Major  Levi 
G.  McCauley,  at  the  head  of  the  Chester 
county  delegation,  who  are,  to  a  man,  for 
Colonel  Stone  for  Governor,  arrived  this 
morning  and  at  once  got  to  work  in  behalf 
of  his  comrade. 

MAJOR  McCAULEY  SPEAKS. 

"Colonel  Stone,”  said  the  Major,  enthus¬ 
iastically,  “has  made  a  splendid  canvass 
and  he  will  certainly  secure  the  nomina¬ 
tion.  I  do  not  believe  in  the  methods  that1 
have  been  adopted  by  the  opposition  to 
defeat  his  candidacy.  I  believe  that  it  is 
the  privilege  of  every  American  citizen  to 
aspire  to  office.  I  think  what  the  Repub¬ 
lican  party  should  encourage  a  spirit  of 
rivalry  in  the  selection  of  candidates  for 
offices  of  public  trust.  There  are  several 
candidates  in  the  race  for  Governor  at  this 
time.  They  are  honorable  gentlemen,  and 
the  one  who  receives  the  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  delegates  in  the  State  con* 
vention  is  entitled  under  every  rule  of  par¬ 
ty  precedent  and  parliamentary  practice 
to  the  nomination.  Colonel  William  A. 
Stone,  in  my  judgment,  has  fairly  won  a 
majority  of  the  delegates  elected  by  the  j 
people,  and  it  would  be  unfair  to  turn  that 
majority  against  him.  I  am  for  the  old 
soldier,  and  want  to  make  the  fight  this 
year  under  the  folds  of  the  starry  flag.” 
TORRANCE  FOR  STONE. 

Francis  J.  Torrance,  of  Allegheny,  presi- 
j  dent  of  the  Standard  Manufacturing  Com¬ 
pany,  and  one  of  the  largest  manufactur¬ 
ers  and  best-known  bosses  in  Western  j 
Pennsylvania,  is  chairman  of  the  commit-  | 
tee  in  charge  of  Colonel  Stone’s  canvass.  I 
He  has  done  excellent  work  for  him  | 
throughout  the  campaign.  He  is  a  per- 1 
sonal  friend  of  the  Colonel’s,  and  is  untir-| 
ing  in  his  efforts  to  promote  his  candidacy.! 
In  1891 .  when  Colonel  Stone  was  nominat¬ 
ed  for  Congress  by  the  Bayne  convention, 
after  Colonel  Bayne  had  declined  the  re-  j 
nomination,  a  number  of  people  objected  I 
to  his  nomination  because  he  had  not  pre-  j 
viously  been  a  candidate.  Colonel  Stone 
immediately  wrote  a  letter  declining  the 
nomination  and  asking  the  County  Com¬ 
mittee  to  fix  a  date  for  new  primaries. 
This  was  done,  and  Stone  started  into  his 
campaign  before  the  people.  He  found  the 
same  hostility  from  Magee  and  his  lieu¬ 
tenants  as  he  encounters  now. 

It  was  then  that  Mr.  Torrance  first  en¬ 
tered  politics,  a  young,  active  business 
man,  with  no  knowledge  whatever  of  poli¬ 
tics,  he  became  an  ardent  supporter  and 
leader  in  Colonel  Stone’s  fight,  and  it  was 
largely  through  his  influence  and  efforts 
that  the  Colonel  was  nominated.

question  before  the  people  at  the  polls 
there  would  be  little  use  of  any  other  can¬ 
didates’  names  going  on  the  ticket.  In 
addition  to  this,  I  think  that  Allegheny 
county  is  most  certainly  entitled  to  name  a 
Governor,  which,  as  far  as  I  can  recollect, 
she  has  never  been  honored  with.  The 
claimed  local  opposition  to  Colonel  Stone 

is  what  I  would  call  petty  and  un warrant- 
ed.  It  is  not  the  sentiment  of  the  people 
at  all,  but  some  who  have  a  personal 
grudge  against  Colonel  Stone  for  his  most 
j  enviable  popularity.  This  is  Allegheny 
county’s  year;  we  feel  it  in  our  bones,  in 
my  opinion,  the  convention  is  simply  a 
pro-forma  matter.  We  are  simply  coming 
down  here  to  record  and  register  the  senti¬ 
ment  of  the  people.  They  have  alreadyre- 
corded  their  choice  for  Colonel  Stone.  One 
thing  that  pleased  me  on  my  arrival  here 
was  to  find  that  I  was  preceded  by  a  num¬ 
ber  of  veterans,  wearing  in  their  lapels 
that  emblem  of  all  emblems,  the  bronze 
button,  designating  their  connection  with 
the  saving  of  the  country.  One  after  an¬ 
other  of  these  old  hoys  would  insist  on 
shaking  hands  with  his  old  comrade  or  old 
captain,  as  the  case  might  be,  and  Colonel 
Stone,  although  very  much  engaged,  was 
never  too  busy  to  see  the  boys.

OLD  SOLDTERS  COMING. 

'The  big  delegations  of  old  soldiers  from 
Allegheny,  Indiana  and  neighboring  coun¬ 
ties,  in  favor  of  Colonel  Stone’s  nomina¬ 
tion,  will  not  arrive  until  to-morrow.  The 
local  veterans  are  arranging  for  a  big 
parade  to-morrow  night  in  which  the 
visitors  will  be  invited  to  partici¬ 
pate,  in  honor  of  Colonel  Stone.  They 
nave  engaged  all  the  local  bands,  with  the 
exception  of  those  previously  secured  by 
local  Republican  clubs,  who  will  turn  out 
to  boom  Senator  McCarrell,  of  Dauphin, 
for  Lieutenant-Governor. 

GEN.  REEDER  "IN  THE  SADDLE.” 

General  Frank  Reeder  was  among  the 
early  arrivals  this  morning.  He  came 
with  no  brass  band,  placards  or  badges 
directing  attention  to  his  boom  for  the 
Governorship,  which  received  such  a 
splendid  indorsement  from  his  fellow- 
Republicans  of  Northampton,  both  in  the 
popular  vote  at  the  primaries  and  in  the 
resolutions  of  the  county  convention. 

“My  lieadauarters  are  in  the  saddle, 
replied  the  General,  with  a  smile,  when 
asked  where  he  proposed  to  pitch  his 
campaign  canvas. 

“I  have  not  mv  boom  on  parade,  he 
added,  jokingly,  “though  I  have  half  a 
mind  to  go  over  to  my  friend  Charlie 
Stone  and  see  if  he  won’t  withdraw  in 
mv  favor.” 


"  The  General  was  m  excellent  spirits,  j 
with  no  idea  of  seriously  looking  for  the 
convention  lightning  striking  him,  and 
he  was  cordially  received  at  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  all  the  candidates  upon  whom 
he  called.  General  Reeder  did  not  leave 
his  card  at  the  Magee-Martin-MeCormick 
rooms  at  the  Commonwealth.  Accom¬ 
panying  the  Northampton  candidate  were 
County  Chairman  G.  F.  Coffin,  Senator 
Heller,  Representatives  Charles  F.  Chid- 
sey  and  Webster  C.  Weiss,  Dr.  S.  J.  Wea¬ 
ver,  Joseph  A.  Horner,  Dr.  D.  H.  Keller 
and  John  Quier.  There  was  not  a  man 
in  the  party  who,  with  General  Reeder 
out  of  the  race,  was  not  heartily  in  favor 
of  the  nomination  of  Colonel  W.  A. 
Stone. 

WANAMAKER  A  DELEGATE. 

The  friends  of  Mr.  Wanamaker  are  urg¬ 
ing  him  to  go  into  the  convention  as  a 
substitute  delegate.  It  is  doubtful  if  this 
could  be  done,  for  he  lost  the  Legislative 
district  in  Montgomery  county,  where  he 
has  his  summer  residence,  and  lost  the 
Legislative  district  in  Philadelphia.  It  is 
claimed  by  those  who  have  been  consult¬ 
ing  rules  and  precedents  that  a  substitute 
cannot  go  outside  his  own  district  for  cre¬ 
dentials,  and  if  this  is  so,  he  would  be 
barred  and  the  chairman  would  have  to  so 
rule. 

THE  CONTESTS. 

The  State  Committee  will  meet  to-morrow 
afternoon  and  make  up  the  list  of  dele¬ 
gates.  If  the  Philadelphia  contests  are 
pushed,  much  time  will  be  required  and 
the  threat  of  the  Martin  men  is  that  they 
will  make  a  fight  on  the  floor  of  the  con¬ 
vention.  There  will  be  a  contest  from 
Centre  county  and  to-night  notice  was 
given  by  the  Combiners  that  they  would 
contest  the  Stone  delegates  elected  in 
Lehigh  county. 

GEN.  GOBIN  IN  TOWN. 

General  J.  P.  S.  Gobin,  of  Lebanon, 
fresh  from  New  York,  where,  as  command¬ 
er-in-chief  of  the  Grand  Army,  he  went 


to  participate  in  the  Memorial  Day  cere¬ 
monies,  arrived  to-day,  and  was  cor¬ 
dially  received  on  evei-y  hand.  The  Gen¬ 
eral  is  not  here  as  a  candidate  for  any¬ 
thing.  He  has  no  headquarters.  He, 
however,  says  he  appreciates  the  compli¬ 
mentary  mention  of  h'is  name  for  the 
Lieutenant-Governorship,  but  it  is  mani¬ 
fest  that  his  heart  is  set  upon  the  briga¬ 
dier-generalship,  to  which  his  friends  ex¬ 
pect  President  McKinley  to  appoint  him 
any  moment.  The  General  would  much 
rather  be  in  the  field  with  the  army  than 
running  in  a  dozen  political  campaigns. 
The  slate  makers  all  concede  that  his  nom¬ 
ination  for  Lieutenant-Governor  would 
strengthen  any  ticket  that  may  be  named, 
but  if  he  can  secure  the  brigadier-gen¬ 
eralship  General  Gobin  mil  be  entirely 
satisfied  with  whatever  action  the  conven¬ 
tion  may  take  on  the  Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
norship. 

THE  GRADY  BOOM. 

The  John  C.  Grady  boom  for  Lieutenant- 
Governor  made  its  appearance  here  this 
afternoon  on  the  arrival  of  two  of  the  Sen¬ 
ator’s  constituents,  Theodore  B.  Stulb,  of 
the  Twelfth  ward,  and  Charles  Voorhees, 
of  the  Tenth  ward.

Colonel  Gilkeson  expressed  regrets  that 
Senator  Quay  looked  at  the  matter  in  that 
light,  and  took  his  leave. 

senator  Andrews  Absent. 

Senator  Quay  spent  a  busy  day  receiv¬ 
ing  visitors,  Senator  Penrose,  Lieutenant 
Governor  Lyon  and  Senator  Durham  were 
closeted  with  him  nearly  two  hours,  and 
afterwards  declared  that  there  was  no 
doubt  of  W.  A.  Stone’s  nomination.  Sena¬ 
tor  Quay  said  he  would  probably  leave  for 
Washington  to-morrow,  before  the  Con-1 
vention.  Senator  Andrews  is  conspicuous 
by  his  absence.  He  was  credited  by  the 
anti-Quayites  of  having  more  to  do  with 
forcing  W.  A.  Stone  on  the  party  than 
even  Senator  Quay.  His  failure  to  be 
here  is  exciting  comment.  He,  however, 
is  suffering  with  a  rheumatic  knee,  and  is 
confined  to  his  home  in  Allegheny  City. 
Caucus  of  the  Philadelphia  Delegation. 

The  Philadelphia  delegates  held  a  cau¬ 
cus  in  the  Opera  House  this  evening  to 
select  members  of  the  State  Committee, 
of  the  various  Convention  committees  and 
honorary  officers  of  the  Convention.  Da¬ 
vid  Martin  presided  and  'iheodore  B. 
Stulb  was  the  Secretary.  Chairman  Mar¬ 
tin  announced  the  object  of  the  meeting. 
Each  Senatorial  District  is  entitled  to 
two  members  of  the  State  Committee,  one 
member  on  the  Committtee  on  Permanent 
Organization,  one  on  the  Resolution  Com¬ 
mittee  and  one  Honorary  Vice  President 
and  one  Honorary  Secretary.  The  dele¬ 
gates  from  each  Senatorial  district  cau- 
cussed  and  agreed  upon  their  choice  for 
the  various  places,  except  those  from  the 
Fifth  District,  which  consists  of  the  Fif¬ 
teenth,  Twenty-eight,  Twenty-ninth, Thir¬ 
ty-second,  Thirty-seventh  and  Thirty- 
eighth  Wards. 

Kindred  Delegates  Join  Combiners. 
Sheriff  Crow  was  directing  the  Quay 
forces  in  this  district,  and  depended  upon 
the  support  of  the  four  delegates  from  the 
Twenty-ninth  Ward,  controlled  by  Charles 
F.  Kindred,  and  the  four  Quay  delegates 
from  the  Twenty-seventh  Legislative  Dis¬ 
trict,  which  includes  the  Twenty-eighth, 
Thirty-second,  Thirty-seventh  and  Thir¬ 
ty-eighth  Wards.  This  would  have  given 
him  twelve  delegates  to  six  for  the  other 
side.  But  the  four  Kindred  delegates  from 
the  Twenty-ninth  Ward,  for  some  reason 
not  made  clear  last  evening,  refused  to  go 
along  w-ith  Sheriff  Crow  and  his  friends, 
and  joined  forces  with  the  Combiners.  The 
Anti-Combiners,  however,  received  the 
temporary  support  of  Edward  W.  Saybold, 
which  made  a  tie  of  nine  delegates  on 
each  side.  The  only  fight  was  over  the 
two  State  Committeemen.  The  Crow 
delegates  favored  Charles  F.  Kindred  and 
Mercantile  — ppraiser  Green,  of  the  Fif¬ 
teenth  Ward,  and  the  other  side  supported 
Mr.  Kindred  and  Harry  Sommers,  of  the 
Thirty-second  Ward.  The  deadlock  was 
broken  after  the  caucus  adjourned  by 
Delegate  Saybold  withdrawing  from  the 
1  Crow  delegation  and  signing  the  papers  of 
the  Combine  delegates. 

While  Charles  F.  Kindred  was  not  pres¬ 
ent,  the  action  of  his  substitute,  George 
W.Weisharr,  is  regarded  as  being  prompt¬ 
ed  by  him.  Mr.  Kindred’s  dealing  with 
the  other  side  is  taken  by  some  of  Sena¬ 
tor  Quay's  friends  to  mean  that  they  can 
not  defend  upon  the  four  delegates  from 
the  Twenty-ninth  Ward  to  vote  for  W.  A. 
Stone,  and  they  say  it  would  not  surprise 
them  if  the  Kindred  delegates  supported 
Mr.  Wanamaker.

SMOOTH  SAILING  FOR  QUAY. 

Surface  Indications  Point  to  W.  A.  £tone’sjfl 
Nomination  with  Probably  Two-thirds  oKej 
the  Delegates  Supporting  Him. 

I  SPECIAL  TO  THE  PUBLIC  LEDGER.  !•  I 
Harrisburg,  June  1. — The  task  of  the  I 
Convention  correspondent  here  to-night  g 
is  neither  complicated  nor  onerous.  His  I 
real  duty  on  the  eve  of  an  Important  poli¬ 
tical  Convention  is  to  get  beiow  the  sur¬ 
face  in  the  elucidation  of  the  situation  and 
to  anticipate  as  accurately  as  possible 
just  what  the  Convention  itself  is  likely 
■I  to  do.  In  the  situation  that  presents  it¬ 
self  to-night,  however,  there  appears  to 
be  little  that  does  not  lie  directly  upon  the 
surface,  and  this  all  points  plainly  to  what 
mav  be  most  expressively  termed  a  Quay 
Convention  to-morrow,  with  a  smooth  exe- 
:  cution  of  the  familiar  Quay  programme, 
beginning  with  the  nomination  of  Colo¬ 
nel  W.  A.  Stone  and  continuing  to  the 
end. 

It  would  hardly  be  accurate  to  call  It  a 
Quay  Convention  in  the  sense  of  its  hav¬ 
ing  been  corralled  and  dragooned  into  its 
prospective  shape  by  Pennsylvania’s  se¬ 
nior  Senator.  While  it  is  nominally  a  vic¬ 
tory  for  the  “Old  Man,”  the  success  of  the 
W.  A.  Stone  ticket  is,  in  a  twofold  way, 
an  unsatisfactory  one  for  Quay.  His 
share  of  the  effort  to  keep  it  from  suffer¬ 
ing  a  defeat  next  November  promises  to 
tax  him  severely,  and  it  introduces  into 
the  campaign  the  additional  perplexity  of 
an  extraordinary  struggle  for  the  election

Variou*  Dooms  CoUnpin. 

There  was  nothing  »ubstantial  In  the 
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booms  of  the  three  or  four  other  candi¬ 
dates  named  for  first  place,  and  this  even- 
I  ing  they  appear  to  be  vanishing,  so  that 
the  vote  of  the  delegates  will  probably  be 
divided  to-morrow  between  W.  A.  Stone 
and  John  Wanamaker.  The  former  Is 
likely  to  gain 'more  than  the  latter  by  the 
collapse  of  the  Gubernatorial  boomlets. 
The  average  delegate,  except  when  he 
happens  to  be  a  product  of  such  revolts 
as  Mr.  Wanamaker  has  scattered  through 
several  counties.  Is  apt  to  manifest  a 
weakness,  when  put  to  the  test,  for  stick¬ 
ing  pretty  closely  to  the  machine,  whose 
methods  have  been  so  roundly  denounced 
by  Mr.  Wanamaker,  and,  as  the  disrup¬ 
tion  of  the  smaller  coteries  proceeds,  tlve 
delegates  largely  preponderate  to  what 
they  regard  as  the  “regular”  side. 

Colonel  Stone  Says  Ho  Will  Be  Elected. 

It  Is  evident  that  of  the  362  delegates 
who  will  compose  the  Convention  to-mor¬ 
row  Mr.  Wanamaker  will  not  have  more 
than  one-third,  and  among  these  will  be 
the  votes  of  several  Philadelphians,  who 
simply  yield  to  the  Importunities  of  the 
j  delegation  leaders,  who  are  anxious  to 
make  as  brave  a  showing  as  possible  for 
their  own  field. 

Colonel  W.  A.  Stone  was  quite  placid 
to-night  at  the  smooth  course  in  pros¬ 
pect  ahead  of  him.

QUAY  FIBU  FOR  W.  A.  STONE. 

AH  Arguments  of  His  Friends  Fail 
to  Move  Him. 

By  Telegraph  from  a  Staff  Correspoadent 
Harrisburg,  June  l.-AU  the  argu¬ 
ments  used  by  earnest  friends  to-day 
have  failed  to  move  Senator  Quay  from 
his  support  of  William  A.  Stone,  of  Al¬ 
legheny,  and  the  purpose  to  put  him 
through  the  convention  by  any  means 
that  may  be  necessary.  Every  phase  of 
the  situation  has  been  represented  to 
the  Senator  by  Republicans  from  all 
parts  of  the  State.  All  these  are  men 
who  are  themselves  anxious  to  serve 
Senator  Quay,  but  they  feel  that  it 
would  be  doing  him  a  pooi;  sendee  to 
aid  him  in  making  a  nomination  which 
is  certain  to  threaten  the  defeat  of  the 
party  at  the  coming  election. 

Many  of  these  have  been  delegates 
about  whose  fidelity  to  himself  the 
Senator  can  have  no  question.  For  the 
sake  of  their  standing  at  home  and  to 
better  assist  the  election  of  local  candi¬ 
dates  they  would  like  to  vote  for  some 
one  other  than  W.  A.  Stone,  but  they 
will  not  because  their  votes  are  wanted 
for  Stone.  In  the  issue  between  the  An¬ 
drews  combination  and  the  Republican 
party  interests  Senator  Quay  has  de¬ 
cided  against  the  party. 

There  are  those  who  frankly  say  that 
the  Senator  is  no  longer  able  to  control

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>  their  candidate,  though  it  cannot  he 
seen  where  they  can  get  them  if  all  the 
candidates  now  here  with  delegates  sub¬ 
mit  their  names  to  the  convention.  On 
the  inside  they  do  not  really  figure  a 
majority  without  counting  delegates  un¬ 
der  obligations  to  support  other  candi¬ 
dates.  Unless  some  of  these  candidates, 
such  as  General  Reeder,  ex-State  Treas¬ 
urer  Jackson  and  Congressman  Connell 
get  out  before  the  test  comes,  W.  A. 
Stone  will  be  short  a  majority  on  the 
j  first  ballot.  But  the  Allegheny  Congress¬ 
man’s  managers  do  not  hesitate  to  pro¬ 
nounce  the  candidacy  of  General  Reeder 
and  Colonel  Jackson  mere  pretense  to 
hold  delegates  for  W.  A.  Stone.  They 
also  claim  all  the  Lackawanna  dele¬ 
gates  that  are  for  Connell,  and  they  will 
likely  get  them,  for  it  is  apparent  that 
Connell  has  no  control  over  them.  It 
'  is  also  pretty  certain  that  six  of  the 
ten  delegates  elected  in  Luzerne  for 
Leisenring  will  be  for  W.  A.  Stone. 

It  is  a  fact  that  cannot  fail  to  be  im¬ 
pressed  upon  any  one  who  converses 
with  delegates  from  different  sections 
that  more  than  one-half  of  those  who 
will  be  forced  into  voting  for  W.  A. 
Stone  will  do  so  contrary  to  their  hon¬ 
est  judgment  and  believing  it  is  the 
worst  thing  they  can  do  for  the  party. 
They  know  very  well  that  such  a  nomi¬ 
nation  means  serious  party  loss,  but 
such  are  the  methods  of  the  machine 
that  they  are  not  permitted  to  act  for 
the  interests  of  the  party. 

Taking  it  all  around  the  situation  i* 
not  very  different  from  what  it  was  last 
night.  Twenty-four  hours  ago.  however, 
there  was  some  reason  to  hope  that  a 
union  of  the  opposition  to  W.  A.  Stone 
might  be.  brought  about.  That  now 
seems  out  of  the  question.  The  (inability 
to  turn  the  Connell  and  Leisenring  dele¬ 
gates  made  the  first  break  in  this  pro¬ 
position.  Very  generally  there  was  a  dis¬ 
position  to  get  together  on  Congress¬ 
man  Charles  W.  Stone,  of  Warren,  who 
is  rightly  regarded  as  a  representative 
Republican,  who,  as  the  party  nominee, 
could  have  undivided  support. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  Wanama- 
ker  delegates,  probably  all,  would  have 
willingly  taken  C.  W.  Stone,  and  Mr. 
Wanamaker  himself  was  prepared  to 
agree;  but  some  of  those  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  Mr.  Wanamaker’s  cause  have 
been  demanding  certain  declarations 
which  it  is  not  practicable  to  have  made, 
and  which,  if  made,  deprive  the  War¬ 
ren  Congressman  of  votes  that  could 
not  be  spared.  There  is  little  proba¬ 
bility  now  that  the  opposition  will  vote 
together  for  any  one  candidate.  It  may 
come  as  a  spontaneous  movement  after 
the  balloting  begins  in  the  convention 


to-morrow,  but  that  is  not  likely. 

Estimate  of  the  Vote. 

It  is  claimed  to-night  that  the  Wana¬ 
maker  vote  will  not  be  less  than  110. 
The  best  estimates  that  can  be  made 
for  the  first  ballot,  assuming  that  all 
the  candidates  will  be  presented  at  the 
start,  is; — 

W.  A.  Stone,  154;  Wanamaker,  106;  C. 
W.  Stone,  68;  Connell,  14;  Leisenring, 
16;  Reeder,  6. 

There  are  three  votes  in  Armstrong 
credited  in  this  estimate  to  W.  A.  Stone 
which  had  been  paraded  as  being  for  ex- 
State  Treasurer  Jackson,  but  Colonel 
Jackson’s  name  is  not  at  all  likely  to 
figure  in  the  balloting.  In  the  rounding 
up  W.  A.  Stone  expects  to  get  ten  of 
the  Connell  delegates,  six  of  those  cred-  j 
ited  to  Leisenring,  and  the  whole  of  the  1 
five  Reeder  votes.  These  added  would  I 
leave  him  seven  short  of  a  majority ! 
of  the  convention,  but  whatever  may  be 
required  are  expected  to  be  clubbed  in.

Philadelphia  Contests  Abandoned. 

The  Philadelphia  contests  have  been 
abandoned.  It  was  feared  by  some  of 
the  Philadelphia  delegates  who  have  not 
supported  the  regular  party  candidates 
in  that  city  for  two  years,  and  who  are 
extremely  sensitive  on  the  subject  of 
bolting,  that  to  throw  out  regularly- 
elected  delegates  might  furnish  an  ex¬ 
cuse  for  some  bolting  here.  At  the  same 
time  it  seems  to  be  the  purpose  to  throw 
out  the  regularly  elected  delegates  from 
Centre  County,  the  home  of  Governor 
Hastings,  merely  to  get  a  ran  at  the 
Governor.  This  is  something  he  can 
stand  a  great  deal  better  than  the  per¬ 
petrators  of  it. 

The  Lancaster  delegation  clinched  its 
purpose  this  afternoon  by  calling  in  a 
body  upon  C.  W.  Stone  and  pledging 
him  their  votes.

Harrisburg,  June  1.— The  political  sky 
l*  clearing  and  to-night  witnesses  some 


marked  changes  in  the  situation.  Wil¬ 
liam  Connell,  the  Lackawanna  candi¬ 
date  for  Governor,  has  withdrawn,  and 
the  name  of  Leisenring,  the  Luzerne 
candidate,  yill  not  likely  be  presented 
to  the  convention.  It  4s  unders^otA.that 
Congressman  Arnold  is  in  reublllon 
against  Senator  Quay.^who  has  ordered 
him  to  get  out  of  the  way  of  the  Grow- 
Davenport  slate  for  Congressman-at- 
large.  Every  influence  of  S^fljftor  Quay  I 
has  been  brought  to  he al^aud  under 
force  of  merciless  machine  pressure  the 
delegates  are  being  lined  up.  It  is  the 
Delamater  convention  over  again.  One 
can  almost  hear  the  pounding  of  the 
machine  as  it  strives  to  beat  down  op¬ 
position. 

No  such  night  on  the  eve  of  a  State 
convention  has  been  known  in  Harris¬ 
burg  for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  There 
is  no  life,  no  animation,  no  vociferation. 
The  crowds  on  the  street  and  in  the 
hotel  corridors-  are  meager,  a  mere 
shadow  of  the  throngs  that  have  at¬ 
tended  other  State  conventions.  But 
there  is  a  grim  determination  about 
every  man  that  one  meets,  a  determina¬ 
tion  that  amounts  to  sullenness  almost. 
Although  the  William  A.  Stone  delegates 
have  been  buoyed  up  with  the  certainty 
,  that  Senator  Quay  is  on  their  side,  there 
'  is  a  total  lack  of  hilarity  among  them. 
There  is  no  rejoicing  over  the  antici¬ 
pated  victory. 

The  Quay  following  received  several 
severe  body  blows  to-day.  Mr.  Quay  has 
been  desirous  of  nominating  a  soldier 
ticket.  There  was  until  to-day  no  very 
decisive  fight  on  any  candidate  but  Wil¬ 
liam  A.  Stone.  This  morning  opposition 
developed  to  General  James  W.  Latta, 
the  slated  candidate  for  Secretary  of 
Internal  Affairs.  Several  names  were 
mentioned,  and  to-night  an  active  can¬ 
vass  is  being  made  on  behalf  of  William 
I.  Schaffer,  of  Delaware  County.  Sena¬ 
tor  E.  B.  Hardenburg,  of  Wayne  Coun¬ 
ty,  was  also  discussed  for  the  place. 

The  argument  that  is  being  used 
in  favor  of  these  men  is  that 
they  are  younger  men  than  Gen¬ 
eral  Latta  and  that  they  repre¬ 
sent  a  vital  force  in  the  politics  of 
the  State.

Tame  Committee  Meeting. 

The  meeting  of  the  State  committee 
this  afternoon  was  an  exceedingly  tame 
affair.  After  the  routine  of  calling  the 
roll,  a  committee  was  appointed  on  con¬ 
tested  seats,  consisting  of  Hon.  S.  B. 
Cochran,  of  Armstrong,  chairman,  and 
Messrs.  Brewer,  of  Franklin;  Dodge,  of 
Bradford;  Penniman,  of  Lackawanna; 
Finney,  of  Schuylkill;  Steele,  of  West¬ 
moreland,  and  McCl'ure,  of  Delaware. 
It  was  announced  quite  early  in  the  day 
that  the  contests  in  the  Third,  Fourth  j 
and  Twenty-fourth  districts  of  Philadel¬ 
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phia  had  b.een  abandoned  by  the  Quay 
people. 

The  only  contests,  therefore,  before 
the  committee  were  those  of  the  two 
Quay  delegates  in  Centre  County  and 
the  five  anti-Quay  delegates  in  Lehigh 
County.  It  was  evident  from  the  first 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
Quay  managers  to  throw  out  one 
of  the  Centre  County  anti-Quay 
men.  Deputy  Attorney  General  Wil¬ 
bur  F.  Reeder  fought  the  contest¬ 
ants  in  the  Centre  County  case,  but 
his  eloquence  and  facts  could  not  pre¬ 
vail,  and  Mr.  Platt,  one  of  the  two  anti-

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PHILADELPHIA’S  DELEGATES. 


They  Are  Conspicuous  Figures  at 
the  Various  Headquarters. 

By  Telegraph  from  a  Staff  Correspondent. 
Harrisburg,  June  1.— The  majority  of 
the  Philadelphia  delegates  arrived  here 
to-day  and  joined  the  others  on  the 
ground.  A  majority  of  them  were  early 
visitors  to  ex-Postmaster  General  Wana- 
maker's  headquarters,  at  the  Common¬ 
wealth  Hotel,  where  they  were  accorded 
a  warm  reception.  Mr.  Wanamaker  was 
assisted  in  greeting  his  visitors  by  Sena¬ 
tor  Kauffman,  of  Lancaster,  and  the 
constant  coming  and  going  of  people 
kept  them  busy  the  entire  day.  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Business  Men’s  League,  in¬ 
cluding  Rudolph  Blankenburg,  W.  T. 
Tilden,  John  G.  Croxton  and  Howard 
B.  French,  were  also  of  the  receiving 
party.  Mr.  Wanamaker  was  as  tireless 
as  he  has  been  throughout  his  remark¬ 
able  campaign  in  the  work  of  the  day, 
and  when  he  retired  to-night  was  ap¬ 
parently  as  vigorous  as  when  he  started 
in  this  morning. 

The  Philadelphia  delegates  are  occupy¬ 
ing  prominent  positions  at  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  both  Mr.  Wanamaker  and 
William  A.  Stone,  while  not  a  few  of 
the  supporters  of  the  latter  have  drop¬ 
ped  in  to  assure  Charles  W.  Stone  that 
they  would  be  glad  to  give  him  their 
support  if  Senator  Quay  did  not  insist 
on  them  standing  by  the  Allegheny  Con¬ 
gressman. 

Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  Mar¬ 
tin  has  rooms  on  the  same  floor  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  those  occupied  by  Mr. 
Wanamaker.  He  has  been  kept  busy  all 
day  receiving  his  friends  of  the  Phila- 
|  delphia  delegation,  and  was  sought  by 
I  a  number  of  the  leaders  of  the  party 
'  throughout  the  State.  Register  of  Wills 
S  Hackett  and  ex-Sheriff  Clement  have 
|  been  with  him  all  day. 

Senator  Penrose  and  Senator  Durham 
are  the  chief  lieutenants  of  William  A. 
Stone  at  his  rooms  in  the  Lochiel  Hotel. 
The  former  seems  to  be  a  greater  draw¬ 
ing  card  than  the  Allegheny  Congress¬ 
man.  Senator  Durham  is  surrounded  by 
Common  Councilman  Seger,  Select  Coun¬ 
cilman  McCoach,  Magistrate  Harrison 
and  others  of  his  followers  among  the 
anti-Administration  element. 

General  Bingham  arrived  here  this  af¬ 
ternoon.  accompanied  by  Congressman 
i  James  R.  Young.  General  Bingham  is 
1  the  slated  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions,  and  it  is  expected  Con¬ 
gressman  Young  will  be  a  member  of 
the  body,  when  it  is  appointed.  Gen¬ 
eral  Bingham  was  engaged  to-night  with 
General  Reeder  and  ex-Collector  of  the 
Port,  Cooper  in  the  preparation  of  the 
platform  calculated  to  please  Senator 
Quay. 

The  supporters  of  William  A.  Stone 
among  the  Philadelphia  delegation  ad¬ 
mitted  for  the  first  time  to-day  that 
they  could  not  control  a  majority  of  the 
delegates.  They  now  give  Mr.  Wana¬ 
maker  forty-five  of  the  Philadelphia 
delegates  and  claim  the  other  forty-three 
for  the  Allegheny  Congressman.  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Commonwealth  Martin  says 
Mr.  Wanamaker  will  have  the  votes  of 
at  least  forty-six  Philadelphians,  and  he 
believes  that  five  or  six  of  the  other 
forty-two  will  vote  for  C.  W.  Stone.

Selections  for  Various  Offices.

Harrisburg,  June  l.-The  Philadelphia 
delegates  met  in  the  opera  house  to- 
nfght  to  select  members  of  the  new  State 
Committee  and  members  of  the  Comm. - 
♦  ee  on  Resolutions  and  Permanent  Or 
lanization.  Secretary  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  Martin  presided.  The  meeting 
3ns  harmonious  but  the  delegates  from 
the  Fifth  Senatorial  District  at  rs 
failed  to  agree  upon  their  candidates  for 
any  of  the  places. 

The  district  is  composed  of  the_fP_ 
teenth.  Eighteenth,  Twenty-ninth^  Thlr 
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ty-second,  Thirty-seventn  ana  Thirty- 1 

eighth  Wards.  The  followers  of  Sheriff 
Crow  had  confidently  counted  Upon  cap- j 
turipg  all  of  the  placep,  but  when  the 
delegates  met  they  discovered  that  the 
confidence  was  not  justified.  Sheriff  I 
Crow  was  backing  Joseph  Green  and 
Charles  F.  Kindred  for  membership  in 
the  ®tate  Committee,  and  the  opposition 
supported  Harry  Sommers  and  Charles 
F.‘ Kindred.  The  vote  on  this  contest 
was  a  tie,  each  candidate  receiving  nine 
votes!  The  delegates  of  Leader  Charles 
F.  Kindred,  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Ward, 
voted  with  the  opponents  of  Sheriff 
Crow.  Later,  E.  F.  Saybold,  one  of  the 
delegates  who  voted  with  Sheriff  Crow’s 
friends,  changed  his  position  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Citizens’  party  found 
himself  without  a  representative  in  the 
Republican  State  Committee. 

The  impression  prevails  here  to-night 
that  the  vote  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Ward 
delegates  on  this  question  means  that 
Leader  Kindred  has  decided  that  he  will 
no  longer  contribute  to  the  political  for¬ 
tunes  of  the  anti-Administrationists.

SLIGHT  UPON  HASTINGS. 

Quay  Men  Throw  Out  Centre  County 

Wanamaker  Delegate  to  Humil¬ 
iate  Him.

Harrisburg,  June  1.— The  Republican 
State  Committee  met  this  afternoon  for 
the  purpose  of  making  up  the  roll  of  the 
convention.  Chairman  Elkin  presided 
and  there  were  few  absentees  when  the 
roll  was  called. 

Mr.  Elkin  stated  the  object  of  the  com- 
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mittee  was  to  pass  upon  the  roll  of  the 
convention.  He  said  there  were  contests 
In  the  Third,  Fourth  and  Twenty-fourth 
Legislative  Districts  of  Philadelphia,  in 
Lehigh  and  Centre  Counties.  Immedi¬ 
ately  Mr.  Cochran,  of  Armstrong,  moved 
the  contests  be  referred  to  a  committee 
tot  seven.  This  motion  twas  unanimous¬ 
ly  agreed  to  and  the  committee  appoint- 
'  ed  was  as  follows:  Messrs.  Cochran,  of 
Armstrong;  Brewer,  of  Franklin;  Dodge, 
of  Bradford;  Penman,  of  Lackawanna; 
Finney,  of  Schuylkill,  and  Steele,  of 
Westmoreland. 

The  State  Committee  then  adjourned 
until  9  o’clock  this  evening,  when  it  re¬ 
convened  to  receive  the  report  of  the 
Contest  Committee.  The  report  favored 
the  seating  of  one  of  the  Quay  delegates 
from  Centre  County  and  one  of  the 
Wanamaker  delegates  and  the  recogni¬ 
tion  of  Quay  delegates  from  Lehigh 
County.  No  reference  was  made  to  the 
Philadelphia  contests,  they  having  been 
abandoned  by  the  Quayites  during  the 
afternoon. 

The  unseating  of  one  of  the  Wana¬ 
maker  delegates  from  Centre  County  is 
generally  admitted  to  have  been  done 
without  other  justification  than  a  desire 
upon  the  part  of  Senator  Quay  and  his 
friends  to  attempt  to  humiliate  Governor 
Hastings.

Quay’s  Familiar  Methods  Force  the 
Nomination  of  W.  A.  Stone. 

By  Telegraph  from  a  Staff  Correspondent. 
Harrisburg.  June  2.— The  Andrews- 
Quay  slate  was  put  through  the  conven¬ 
tion  to-day  by  those  methods  which  | 
have  become  so  strikingly  familiar  to  j 
the  party  in  this  State.  The  nomination  j 
of  William  A.  Stone  for  Governor  was  | 
made  on  a  margin  much  narrower  than 
had  been  boasted  by  his  supporters  for 
some  time.  Seventeen  votes  would  have 
put  the  majority  on  the  other  side.  The 
analysis  of  the  ballot  shows  that  it  was 
necessary  to  break  up  some  of  the  minor 
candidacies  like  those  of  Connell  and 
Leisenring  in  order  to  make  it  possible 
to  get  a  majority  for  the  slated  candi¬ 
dates  on  the  first  ballot.  With  all  the 
candidates  originally  in  the  field  voted 
for.  W.  A-  Stone’s  vote  would  have  been 
reduced  to  166,  _  which  figure  does  not 
materially  differ  from  the  impartial  es¬ 
timates  placed  upon  it. 

Senator  Quay  saw  immediately  upon 
his  arrival  here  that  if  his  candidate 
was  to  be  made  safe  these  lesser  candi¬ 
dates  must  be  got  out  of  the  way,  and 
he  began  with  Colonel  Jackson,  who 
had  the  support  of  the  three  Armstrong 
County  delegates.  All  the  methods 
known  to  experienced  machine  practice 
were  employed  to  work  on  the  Leisen¬ 
ring  outfit,  although  some  of  the  dele¬ 
gates  supposed  to  be  for  the  Luzerne 
candidate  were  only  too  anxious  to  be¬ 
tray  him,  and  they  made  a  very  com¬ 
plete  job  of  it.  Federal  offices— and  in 
particular  the  post  offices — were  barter¬ 
ed  away  as  if  they  were  a  personal  pos¬ 
session  already  in  hand  ready  for  de¬ 
livery. 

It  is  a  fact  demonstrated  by  the  figures 
that  twenty-three  votes  were  taken 
away  from  Charles  W.  Stone  and  turn¬ 
ed  over  to  W.  A.  Stone  between  11  o’oloek 
last  night  and  convention  time  this 
morning.  The  methods  by  which  this 
was  done  are  well  known  in  the  case  of 
some  of  the  changes,  and  are  likely  to 
return  to  plague  the  traders.  The  hand¬ 
iest  commodity,  however,  was  in  the 
shape  of  promises.  Anybody  could  have 
any  sort  of  promise  he  wanted,  and 
bags  full  have  been  taken  away  from 
Harrisburg  to-night. 

Transfer  of  Wanamaker’s  Vote. 

The  transfer  of  the  Wanamaker  votes 
to  C.  W.  Stone  was  as  neat  and  com¬ 
plete  a  piece  of  political  engineering  as 
was  ever  accomplished  in  a  convention. 
It  was  as  well  a  significant  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  party  patriotism  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Wanamaker  and  his  supporters.  It 
gave  complete  evidence  that  for  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  party  they  were  ready  to 
sink  themselves  and  aid  in  the  nomina¬ 
tion  of  a  candidate  in  the  highest  sense 
who  would  have  been  a  representative 
party  candidate,  not  a  mere  personal 
f  cnoice. 

Congressman  C.  W.  Stone  occupied  a 
middle  ground.  His  nomination  would 
have  left  nothing  for  any  Republican  to 
complain  of.  If  the  delegates  had  been 
left  to  their  own  free  choice  he  would 
have  been  the  nominee.  More  than  one- 
half  of  those  who  voted  for  the  nominee 
did  so  against  their  own  judgment,  with 
misgivings  as  to  the  outcome  of  the 
canvass  upon  which  the  party  is  enter¬ 
ing.  Delegates  in  number  are  not  want¬ 
ing  who  have  openly  declared  that  they 
could  not  agree  to  the  wisdom  of  this 
nomination,  and  have  then  shamelessly 
announced  their  intention  to  do  what 
Senator  Quay  ordered,  and  he  ordered 
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Andrews  Forced  Quay.

[  But  William  H.  Andrews  and  a  small 
!  coterie  associated  with  him  have  kept 
the  Senator  supplied  with  threats  of  the 
dreadful  things  they  would  do  to  him 
unless  he  helped  them  to  make  the 
nomination  that  has  been  made  to-day. 

He  has  applied  all  his  resources  to 
their  aid,  and  no  one  knows  better  than 
Senator  Quay  that  if  he  had  not  put  on 
the  screws  no  such  result  could  have 
been  attained.  As  a  result  of  the  day’s 
work  the  scepter  passes  from  Quay  to 
Andrews.  There  are  few  Republicans 
attending  here  who  now  believe  it  will 
be  possible  to  re-elect  Senator  Quay,  no 
matter  what  may  be  the  result  on  Gov¬ 
ernor. 

Meaning  of  Some  Votes. 

There  are  some  interesting  points 
about  the  votes  of  several  of  the  coun¬ 
ties.  The  four  votes  of  Clearfield,  which 
had  always  been  counted  for.  W.  A. 
Stone,  went  to  C.  W.  Stone,  because  Con¬ 
gressman  Arnold,  of  that  county,  could 
not  get  any  support  from  the  machine 
forces.  The  candidate  nominated  was 
opposed  by  two-thirds  of  his  own  county. 
A.  M.  High  expects  to  be  rewarded  with  I 
the  Reading  postmastership  in  return  for 
giving  the  Berks  delegation  to  W.  A.  | 
Stone,  and  he  may  be  disappointed.  The 
vote  of  George  Davies,  of  Carbon 
County  for  W.  A.  Stone  was  a  surprise, 
but  there  are  understood  to  be  reasons 
for  it. 

The  Lawrence  delegates  turned  in  sol¬ 
idly  for  W.  A.  Stone,  affording  another 
Illustration  of  machine  power.  The  con¬ 
vention  at  which  those  delegates  were 
chosen  declared  in  favor  of  a  man  like 
C.  W.  Stone,  and  the  man  they  voted 
for  is  not  at  all  like  him.  Several  coun¬ 
ties  had  two  delegates  divided,  it  be¬ 
ing  explained  that  this  was  intended  to 
allay  the  dissatisfaction  in  these  coun¬ 
ties  over  the  nomination  of  W.  A.  Stone. 
All  those  delegates  from  Philadelphia 
who  for  two  y°ars  have  refused  to  sup¬ 
port  the  regular  Republican  candidates 
in  that  city  voted  for  W.  A.  Stone. 

Senator  McCarrell,  of  Harrisburg,  who 
was  very  earnest  in  nis  desire  to  be 
nominated  for  Lieutenant  Governor,  and 
who  has  earned  machine  consideration 
by  faithful  machine  sendee,  did  not 
have  the  support  from  his  own  county 
delegation  that  would  have  aided  him. 
The  Dauphin  delegation  was  large 
enough  to  dictate  McCarrell’s  nomina¬ 
tion  had  it  taken  such  a  position.  But 
it  belonged  to  Quay  first  and  deserted 
its  own  candidate  to  serve  Quay. 

The  Platform. 

The  platform  speaks  for  itself  in  all 
that  it  says,  but  it  cannot  fail  to  at¬ 
tract  the  attention  of  all  that  it  misses 
the  issues  upon  which  the  party  will  be 
forced  to  make  its  fight  this  year.  There 
is  no  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
parties  about  the  war,  and  the  support 
of  the  Administration  in  the  conduct  of 
it.  The  division  in  Pennsylvania  will  be 
on  other  matters  entirely,  and  most  un¬ 
fortunately  the  fact  cannot  be  disguised 
that  the  action  of  to-day’s  convention 
puts  the  party  on  the  defensive  in  these 
matters. 

This  has  been  felt  by  the  most  ear¬ 
nest  members  of  the  party  who  have 
done  their  utmost  to  prevent  it  by  seek¬ 
ing  the  nomination  of  another  candidate, 
and  it  is  acknowledged  by  many  who 
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j,,,,,,  aiQed  in  the  nomination  that  has  | 
been  made  because  they  did  not  own 
themselves  and  could  not  act  on  their 
owT  judgment.  Many  Republicans  have 
gone  home  to-night  foreseeing  a  hope-  ( 
fess  local  campaign.

The  speech  of  Thomas  M.  Marshall,  Jr., 
in  nominating  William  A.  Stone  was  an 
unpleasant  surprise.  Mr.  Marshall  has 
been  misnamed  “glorious.”  It  was  his  ^ 
father  who  earned  that  title  through  ■ 
the  excited  exclamation  of  a  Pittsburg 
city. editor  eighteen  years  ago,  when  he 
heard  that  Marshall,  Sr.,  had  declared 
himself  an  independent  in  the  memorial 
Campaign  of  1880.  Mr.  Marshall,  Jr.,  the 
speaker  of  to-day,  did  not  add  laurels 
to  his  fame  as  an  orator.  Indeed,  his 
closing  sentence,  in  which  he  referred 
to  Tioga  County,  the  birthplace  of  Wil-  ; 
liam  A.  Stone,  where  Senator  Quay  was 
defeated  for  United  States  Senator  two  \ 
weeks  ago  by  a  thousand  votes  by  Par-  ■ 
mer  Tubbs,  as  “Dear  Old  Tioga,”  and 
prophesied  that  “The  bells  of  the  cattle  , 
on  the  hills  of  Tioga  will  ring  in  his  , 
glory,”  may  yet  entitle  Mr.  Marshall  to 
be  known  as  the  “cow  bell”  orator  of  < 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Nominating  Speeches. 

The  speech  of  General  B.  F.  Fisher,  of 
Chester,  in  seconding  the  nomination 
was  forceful  and  earnest, .  and  should 
have  hpen  the  nominating  speech.  C.  F. 
Chidsey.  of  Northampton,  who  nominat¬ 
ed  General  Frank  Reeder  as  a  “bonafide 
candidate”  tqr  Governor,  delivered  at 
once  a  eulogy  and  a  defense.  It  was 
well  delivered,  but  even  that  did  not 
justify  State  Chairman  Elkin  in  rising 
in  the  body  of  the  convention  hall  and 
attempting  to  enthuse  the  delegates  to 
the  point  of  rising  to  their  feet  with 
cheers.  The  Chidsey  speech  contained 
a  far-fetched  and  vulgar  fling  at  Mr. 
Wanamaker.  which  provoked  only  de¬ 
risive  laughter.  This  outburst  of  deri¬ 
sion  was  only  heard  twice,  the  other  time 
being  when  Mr.  Chidsey  spoke  of  Senator 
Quay  as  a  brilliant  Presidential  possi¬ 
bility.  Then  it  ended  in  a  broad  guffaw. 

The  speech  of  the  day,  however,  both 
in  force,  finish  and  oratorical  strength, 

‘  was  that  of  Joseph  M.  Houston,  of 
Philadelphia,  who  named  John  Wana¬ 
maker.  The  rear  of  the  stage  was 
crowded  largely  with  Philadelphia 
rounders,  admitted  by  grace  of  tickets 
furnished  them  by  the  State  organiza¬ 
tion.  Their  principal  occupation  was  to 
annoy  the  newspaper  correspondents  in 
their  vicinity,  and  groan  every  time  an 
anti-Quay  name  was  uttered.  They 
vainly  endeavored  to  howl  down  Mr. 
Wanamaker’s  name,  but  it  was  a  dismal 
farce,  for  the  cheers  of  the  gallery  and 
those  of  anti-Quay  delegates  which 
lasted  fully  a  minute,  silenced  the  hoot- 
lngs  of  the  hoi  polloi. 

Enthusiasm  Was  Forced. 

In  conventions  climacteric  effects  are 
usually  received  with  violent  outbursts 
of  approval.  As  York  County  closed  the 
voting  for  Governor  and  it  was  known 
that  William  A.  Stone  had  received  a 
majority,  a  large  portrait  of  the  nomi¬ 
nee  was  dropped  from  the  flies  of  the 
stage.  But  there  was  no  tumultuous 
cheering,  no  raising  of  delegates  to  their 
feet  with  tossing  hats  and  waving 
handkerchiefs,  as  would  have  been  the 
result  at  almost  any  other  convention. 
Instead  there  was  an  instant  of  me¬ 
chanical  applause  that  rapidly  died 
away,  and  the  episode  was  forgotten. 
When  the  announcement  of  the  vote 
was  made,  and  William  A.  Stone  was 
declared  the  choice  of  the  convention, 
there  was  some  cheering,  but  it  was  per¬ 
functory  and  lacking  in  the  spontaneous 
enthusiasm  that  should  have  marked 
the  chairman’s  declarations. 

The  movement  to  make  the  nomination 
unanimous  was  inaugurated  by  Mr. 
Chidsey,  of  Northampton,  who  withdrew 
the  name  of  General  Reeder  and  cast 
five  votes  for  William  A.  Stone.  Then 
a  motion  was  made  by  Lucius  Rodgers, 
of  Kane,  to  make  the  nomination 
unanimous.  In  voting  on  the  question 
the  majority  of  the  anti-Quay  delegates 
remained  silent,  while  a  number  of  them 
i  uttered  a  vigorous  “No”  to  the  propo¬ 
sition. 

All  Interest  Subsides. 

All  interest  in  the  convention  subsided 
after  the  vote  on  Gubernatorial  candi¬ 
dates.  The  rest  of  the  slate  was  put 
through  without  a  break,  Congressman 
Arnold  receiving  almost  the  full 
strength  of  the  anti-Quay  delegates  for 
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Congressman-at-Large.  The  boom  of 
Senator  Grady,  as  predicted,  showed  up 
strong,  the  anti-Quay  delegates  from 
Philadelphia  and  Pittsburg  largely  giv¬ 
ing  him  their  support. 

Nothing  better  illustrated  the  lack  of 
interest  in  the  machine-made  results 
than  the  failure  to  call  on  the  candidate 
to  appear  and  make  the  usual  speech 
before  the  convention.  It  had  put 
through  the  work  it  started  out  to  per- 
i  form,  and  there  its  interest  ended.  Mr 
Stone  had  his  speech  of  acceptance 
prepared,  and  it  was  handed  out  to  the 
Associated  Press  at  8  o’clock  last  night 
But  the  speech  was  never  delivered  The 
convention  got  through  the  job  '  and 
wanted  to  hear  no  more  oratory.  De¬ 
spite  the  brass  band  parade  and  the  1 
shouting  of  the  victorious  delegates,  lit¬ 
tle  enthusiasm  marked  the  reception  of 
the  news  on  the  streets.  The  western 
delegates,  with  few  expections,  hurried 
away  to  catch  afternoon  trains.  Many  1 
of  the  Philadelphians  got  away  on  the!

by  Senator  C.  C.  Kauffman,  of  Lancas¬ 
ter;  Thomas  Wanamaker  and  some 
friends  from  Philadelphia,  left  on  the 
afternoon  train  for  home.  Colonel  W. 

A.  Stone  and  Hon.  C.  W.  Stone  remain¬ 
ed  in  the  city  to-night.  The  bulk  of 
the  visitors,  however,  delegates  and 
their  friends  got  away  from  Harrisburg 
before  9  o’clock  to-night. 

C.  W.  Stone  Thanks  Wanamaker. 

Mr.  Wanamaker  remained  at  the  hotel 
during  the  session  of  the  convention.  He 
was  in  excellent  spirits  when  he  left  for 
the  train.  Hon.  C.  W.  Stone  called  on 
Mr.  Wanamaker  in  person  to  thank  him 
for  his  hearty  and  unanimous  support, 
not  one  of  the  Wanamaker  delegates  de¬ 
serting  the  Warren  man.  All  Mr.  Stone  s 
losses  came  from  delegates  pledged  to 
him.  The  two  candidates  -walked  down 
Market  Street  together  on  the  way  to 
I  the  train.  _  ,  ,  , 

j  Congressman  C.  W.  Stone  held  a  levee 
■  in  his  rooms  after  the  convention.  He 
!  spoke  freely  on  the  situation,  and  in 
•  answer  to  questions  as  to  his  attitude  In 
i  the  future  stated  that  he  was  a  Republi- 
I  can  and  that  answered  all  questions  as 
I  to  his  position. 

Charles  W.  Stoned-Talks. 

In  speaking  of  the  result,  Charles  W. 
Stone  said:  “Up  to  6  o’clock  last  night 
we  had  our  fight  won,  and  won  honora¬ 
bly.  There  were  199  delegates  ready  to 
cast  their  votes  for  me.  but  Senator 
Quay  came  down  here  and  put  on  all 
the  force  and  pressure  that  he  could  ex¬ 
ert,  with  the  result  that  before  morn¬ 
ing  he  succeeded  in  drawing  away 
twenty-three  delegates  who  wera  fav- 
orable  to  our  cause.  My  statement  that 
was  given  out  for  publication  last  night, 
predicting  my  success,  was  fully  justi¬ 
fied  by  the  number  of  delegates  who  had 
promised  to  give  me  their  support,  and 
if  Senator  Quay’s  influence  had  not  been 
i  exerted  as  it  was,  I  would  have  been 
the  nominee.  Not  only  did  we  have  the 
personal  influence  and  presence  of  Sena¬ 
tor  Quav  against  us,  but  the  entire  force 
of  the  party  organization  as  represent¬ 
ed  in  the  State  Committee,  was  also  op¬ 
posed  to  us.  . 

“I  want  to  express  my  heartiest  thanks  I 
to  the  Wanamaker  delegation  for  their 
support.  Their  attitude  showed  that  Mr. 
Wanamaker  sincerely  tried  to  nominate 
the  man  In  whom  he  believed  the  people 
had  confidence.  Indeed  my  thanks  are 
due  to  all  the  men  who,  without  regard 
to  partisan  feeling,  gave  me  their  sup¬ 
port.  The  attitude  of  the  Lancaster 
delegation  merits  my  warmest  thanks, 
while  the  support  of  ihe  two  delegations 
from  Senator  Quay’s  own  county  of 
Beaver  was  particularly  gratifying. 

“The  success  of  Senator  Quay  in  alien¬ 
ating  delegates  pledged  to  me  was 
shown  in  the  loss  of  the  Lawrence  Coun¬ 
ty  delegation,  a  delegate  from  Butler, 
one  from  Washington,  two  from  Fayette 
and  others  that  it  is  not  necessary  to 
mention  here.  I  made  my  fight  single- 
handed.  I  had  no  machine  at  my  back. 
Indeed,  Mr.  M.  A.  Myers,  the  county 
chairman  of  Warren  County,  conducted 
my  campaign  practically  alone,  but  for 
the  assistance  of  the  people,  as  _  my 
duties  compelled  me  to  remain  in  Wash¬ 
ington.  My  campaign  was  conducted 
fairly,  openly  and  honorably  before  the 
people.  I  am  a  Republican.” 

Van.  Valkenburg  on  the  Result. 
Edward  A.  Van  Valkenburg,  the  man¬ 
ager  of  Mr.  Wanamaker’s  campaign,  in 
an  interview  to-night  said;  The  ma¬ 
chine  has  purchased  a  heap  of  trouble 
and  paid  a  big  price.  Two  years  of  un¬ 
ceasing  work,  with  arbitrarily  controlled 
nominating  conventions,  with  the  use  of 
v|  the  Republican  State  and  national  pat¬ 
ronage,  with  the  free  use  of  millions  of 
f/  the  people’s  money,  with  the  aid  of  cor¬ 


porations  and  the  active  support  of 
Pennsylvania’s  two  United  States  Sena¬ 
tors.  gave  the  machine-slated  candidates 
only  sixteen  more  than  enough  to  nom¬ 
inate,  out  of  a  total  of  383  delegates. 

“The  163  delegates  comprising  the  op¬ 
position  is  by  far  the  largest  number  of  i 
delegates  that  ever  dared  to  disobey  the  : 
orders  and  defy  the  imperial  will  of  Sen¬ 
ator  Quay  in  a  Pennsylvania  Republican 
State  Convention.  And  this  notwith¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  one-third  of  all 
the  delegates  were  elected  before 
Charles  W.  Stone  had  an  instructed  dele¬ 
gate  or  Wanamaker  had  consented  to 
become  a  candidate. 

Quay  Strongholds  Weakened. 

“The  Cuban  war  at  first  detracted 
from  the  interest  in  the  campaign  and 
the  machine  easily  elected  delegates,  but 
the  rapidly  rising  tide  of  disgust  has 
practically  swept  all  the  delegates  nom¬ 
inated  during  the  closing  weeks  of  the 
campaign  into  the  anti-Quay  column, 
and  ended  by  redeeming  the  rock-ribbed 
Quay  strongholds  of  Somerset  and  Hunt¬ 
ingdon  and  for  the  first  time  in  her 
history  sending  two-thirds  of  the  dele¬ 
gates  from  Senator  Quay’s  own  county  of 
Beaver  to  a  Republican  convention  to  op¬ 
pose  and  vote  against  every  candidate 
that  Senator  Quay,  who  had  deserted  his 
post  at  Washington  and  came  to  Harris¬ 
burg,  attempted  to  force  through.  A 
most  important  result  of  the  contest 
was  to  again  unmask  the  methods  of 
Senator  Quay  and  force  him  to  come 
from  his  cover  and  strike  openly  a  man 
whose  friends  he  has  tried  to  deceive  for 
months  into  believing  he  was  not  op¬ 
posing.” 

Senator  C.  L.  Magee,  of  Pittsburg,  in 
an  interview,  stated  that  the  nomina¬ 
tion  was  a  weak  one,  but  that  he  would 
go  along  with  his  party,  as  it  is  the 
duty  of  Republicans  in  the  present  state 
of  affairs  to  stand  by  the  party. 

The  Anti-Quay  Plans. 

All  sorts  of  rumors  are  afloat  as  to  the 
future  policy  of  the  anti-Quay  people. 
Nobody,  however,  will  speak  with  defi¬ 
nite  knowledge  of  the  future.  The  dis 
position  appears  to  be  to  await  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  Democratic  Convention  at  Al¬ 
toona  on  the  29th  of  this  month,  and 
after  that  plans  for  the  Legislative  cam¬ 
paign  of  next  Fall  will  probably  be  made. 
It  can  be  said,  almost  vdth  positiveness, 
that  a  county  to  county  fight  will  be 
made  by  the  opponents  of  the  machine 
for  the  control  of  the  next  Legislature, 
as  that  will  carry  with  it  the  choice  of 
United  States  Senator  to  succeed  Senator 
Quay. 

The  withdrawal  of  Mr.  Wanamaker’s 
name  In  the  convention  was  the  result 
of  a  meeting  held  early  this  morning  at 
the  Commonwealth  Hotel.  Fifty  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  460  who  composed  the 
Bourse  meeting  met  and  passed  the  reso¬ 
lution  embodied  in  Mr.  Wanamaker’s  let¬ 
ter  of  declination.  The  Bourse  conven¬ 
tion  had  called  upon  him  to  be  a  can¬ 
didate,  and  nothing  but  its  mandate 
could  take  him  out  of  the  field.  A  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  at  this  meeting, 
consisting  of  Senator  C.  C.  Kauffman, 
Colonel  E.  A.  Irvin,  Thomag  Hoopes,  Ma¬ 
jor  E.  A.  Hancock  and  Hon.  John  F. 
Keator. 

This  committee  immediately  waited  on 
Mr.  Wanamaker  and  informed  him  that 
it  was  the  wish  of  the  meeting  of  Bourse 
representatives  that  he  withdraw  his 
name  from  before  the  convention.  As 
this  was  the  power  that  had  called  him 
into  action  he  at  once  announced  his  in¬ 
tention  to  respect  its  wishes  and  the  let¬ 
ter  to  Mr.  A.  S.  L.  Shields  was  then  has¬ 
tily  penned,  and  his  name  was  with¬ 
drawn,  as  described  elsewhere. 


CONVENTION  IN  DETAIL. 


It  Proceeded  with  Its  Work  Without 
Any  Delay. 

By  Telegraph  from  a  Staff  Correspondent. 

Harrisburg,  June  2. — There  was  nothing 
of  a  hesitating  character  about  the  con¬ 
vention.  It  began  promptly  at  half-past 
10  o’clock  this  morning  when  State 
Chairman  Elkin  arrived  and  commanded 
attention.  His  desk  was  occupied  by  a 
massive  bouquet  of  roses,  but  he  found 
room  on  one  corner  to  use  his  gavel.  As 
he  pounded  for  order  a  bird  flew  in  at 
the  window  and  fluttered  about  his  head. 
“That  means  bad  luck,”  remarked  a  half 
hundred  superstitious  people,  and  a  half 
hundred  others,  who  ordinarily  might 
agree  with  the  view  expressed.,  said  they 
never  saw  a  stone  too  small  to  kill  the 
smallest  bird  of  ill-omen,  and  they  felt 
sure  the  Allegheny  Stone  was  quite  big 
enough  to  perform  the  service. 

Chairman  Elkin  found  most  of  the  ' 
delegates  present  when  he  arrived,  and 


a  roll  call  disclosed  few  absentees. 

Elkin  consumed  little  time  m  t  p 
llminaries  He  stopped  long  enough, 
however  to  make  a  happy  reference  to 
the  presence  in  the  gallery  of  a  number 
of  handsome  women.  Th.s  provoked  the 
first  general  applause  of  the  day. 

There  was  no  friction  in  completing 
the  temporary  organization.  Senator 
Penrose  had  no  opponent  for  temporary 
chairman.  He  was  nominated  by 
General  B.  F.  Fisher,  of  Chester,  and 
was  escorted  to  the  stage  by  Robert 
McAfee,  of  Lackawanna,  and  David  H. 
Lane,  of  Philadelphia. 

Senator  Penrose  at  once  entered  upon 
the  convention’s  opening  speech.  He 
was  not  in  good  voice,  however,  but  was 
attentively  listened  to .  and  frequently 
applauded.  As  he  concluded  his  address 
the  bird  that  came  into  the  room  at 
the  onening  of  the  convention  reappear- 
ed  and  circled  over  the  head  of  Senator 
Penrose  as  it  had  over  the  head  of  Chair¬ 
man  Elkin.  The  superstitious  people  re¬ 
newed  their  early  remarks,  but  the  Stone 
enthusiasts  were  not  disturbed.  Senator 
Penrose  spoke  as  follows.

The  great  work 
taken  up  and  promoted  by  Thaddeus 
Stevens  and  Burrowes  has  developed  into 
the  splendid  system  which  prevails  in 
our  State  to-day.  The  first  appropria¬ 
tion  for  common  schools  was  made  in 
1835.  and  at  that  time  the  annual  appro-  U 
priation  was  $75,000.  The  total  amount  of 
appropriations  to  the  present  time  is 
$64,286,986.  But  it  is  a  remarkable  fact 
that  In  the  eight  years  since  1890,  more 
money  has  been  appropriated  by  Re¬ 
publican  Legislatures  in  this  State  for 
the  support  of  the  common  schools  than 
all  the  years  from  1835  to  1879. 

The  Cause  of  Labor.

Upon  the  conclusion  of  Senator  Pen 


rose  the  usual  motions  were  made  and 
carried  regarding  the  appointment  of 
committees  and  the  rules  governing  the 
convention.  Colonel  W.  J.  McClure,  of, 
Delaware,  was  responsible  for  the  reso¬ 
lution  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  on  permanent  organization,  j 
and  was  made  chairman  of  that  body.

Wheaton,  of  Luzerne/  was  named  fori 
permanent  chairman,  and  escorted  to 
the  chair  by  Select  Councilman  Nobre,  of 
Philadelphia,  and  C.  F.  Chidsey,  of 
Northampton. 

Before  t£ls  had  been  done  Major  Mc¬ 
Cauley,  of  Chester,  had  been  appointed 
chairman  of  a  Committee  on  Contested 
Seats,  which  has  up  to  this  time  failed  to 
report.  F.  W.  Fleitz  was  made  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Senator  Magee,  of  Pittsburg,  inaugu¬

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every  one  knew  had  been  decided  upon. 
He  suggested,  while  Senator  Penrose  was 
yet  in  the  chair,  that  nominating  speech¬ 
es  be  started  at  once  and  kept  up  until 
the  several  committees  were  ready  to 
report.  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
Martin  suggested  that  It  would  be  well 
to  complete  the  permanent  organization 
first,  and  his  suggestion  was  accepted 
by  Senator  Magee. 

Permanent  Chairman  Wheaton  was  es¬ 
corted  to  the  stage  a  few  minutes  later. 
He  wasted  no  time.  Although  apparent¬ 
ly  well  able  to  make  as  good  a  speech 
as  any  of  those  present,  he  contented 
himself  with  expressing  the  appreciation 
he  felt  at  the  honor  conferred.  Jere  B. 
Rex,  of  Huntingdon,  and  W.  R.  Andrews, 
of  Crawford,  were  elected  secretaries  and 
the  gentlemen  filling  the  minor  offices  of 
the  convention  were  permanently  in¬ 
stalled. 

Thomas  Marshall,  of  Allegheny,  made 
the  first  nominating  speech.  He 


placed  the  name  of  W.  A.  Stone  before 
the  convention.  Mr.  Marshall  was  a  dis¬ 
appointment.  The  impression  had  gone 
abroad  thai  it  was  "Glorious”  Tom  Mar¬ 
shall  who  was  to  fill  this  position.The  man 
who  did  speak  is  a  son  of  the  celebrated 
Pittsburg  orator.  He  possesses  none  ot 
the  powers  of  an  orator  so  conspicuous  in 
his  father's  make-up.  Those  in  sym¬ 
pathy  with  his  effort  helped  him  along 
with  a  few  outbursts  of  applause  at  in¬ 
tervals.  but  when  In  closing  he  predicted 
that  “The  bells  on  Tioga  County  cows 
would  have  a  responsive  ring  for  W.  A. 
Stone,”  friend  and  opponent  burst  out 
In  a  roar  that  swept  the  orator  off  his 
feet. 

Mr.  Marshall  apostrophized  the  Repub¬ 
lican  party  and  then  sketched  Mr.  Stone  s 
career  from  the  toil  of  the  plough  to 


the  Congressional  halls,  and  likened  the 
candidate  to  Abraham  Lincoln.  He 
claimed  that  the  farmers  to  a  man  are 
for  Colonel,  Stone,  as  he  began  as  one  ot 
them.  The  first  direct  reference  to  the 
candidate  by  the  speaker  was  when  he 
referred  to  Colonel  Stone’s  military  ca¬ 
reer.  When  Stone’s  name  was  mention¬ 
ed  his  partisans  cheered,  but  the  en-, 
thusiasm  was  not  especially  great.  Mr. 
Marshall  detailed  Colonel  Stone  s  ca- 
reer,  and  said  that  on  election  day  there 
would  be  trouble  at  the  polls,  for  on 
that  day  the  old  soldiers  would  fight  to 
cast  the  first  vote  for  him.

In  conclusion  the  orator 
held  Colonel  Stone  had  made  his  own 
canvass  and  he  offered  him  as  a  rock 
upon  which  to  build  the  party  s  platform, 
and  the  people  would  say  the  work  of 
the  party  was  well  done.

It  was  not  gen¬ 
erally  believed  that  General  Reeder 
would  be  named,  but  he  was  subs^. 
quently  withdrawn  to  allow  the  five 
Northampton  delegates  to  vote  for  Col- 
on  el  Stone.

To  suffer  political  machines,  to  sell 
for  cash  the  Commonwealths  justice 
or  retain  squatter  sovereignty  in  the 
State  or  national  offices,  Is  only  to  kill 
the  political  party  thus  indulged 
A  mighty  revolution  has  set  in  within 
this  State.  Pennsylvania  is  no  longer 
docile  or  unresisting  to  Republican  boss- 
ism  Unconditional  hostility  to  all  ma¬ 
chine  methods  is  the  loudest  war  cry 
within  Republican  ranks  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  since  the  days  of  the 
Civil  War.

The  purity  of  his 
patriotism  and  the  wisdom  of  his  states¬ 
manship  arc  such  that  in  the  conduct  of 
the  present  war  sectionalism  has  dis¬ 
appeared  and  he  receives  the  earnest 
support  of  the  American  people. 

We  commend  the  wise,  careful  and  ef¬ 
ficient  administration  of  the  State  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  its  various  departments,  and 
heartily  approve  of  the  fidelity  with 
which  our  State  officials  have  discharg¬ 
ed  their  duties. 

The  Republican  party  of  Pennsylvania 
Is  in  favor  of  "good  roads”  throughout 
the  Commonwealth,  and  recognizing  that 
the  State  should  aid  in  their  construction 
we  recommend  such  legislation  and  ap¬ 
propriation  of  public  moneys  as  may  be 
necessary  for  that  purpose.

While  on  his 
1  way  South  he  became  sick  and  was 
1  taken  to  the  Carver  Hospital,  in  Wasn- 
ington. 

His  Servioe  in  the  Army. 

In  response  to  the  call  for  volunteers 
to  man  the  defenses  of  Washington 
against  the  expected  attack  of  Breckin¬ 
ridge  and  Early,  he  quit  the  hospital 
and  then  saw  his  first  real  service.  He 
was  In  the  engagement  at  Yellow  House, 
on  Six  Mile  Run,  August  18;  the  siege 
of  Petersburg,  from  August  19  to  Sep¬ 
tember  22;  later  in  the  Fall  of  that  year 
going  with  his  command  to  do  duty  at 
Camp  Oadwalader,  Philadelphia.  He 
was  promoted  through  the  grades  ot 
petty  officers  up  to  that  of  second  hen- 
tenant,  which  lie  received  on  March  10, 
1865.  He  was  mustered  out  of  service 
with  his  company  on  August  3,  1865.  A t- 
ter  the  war  was  over  Governor  Hart- 
ranft  commissioned  him  assistant  ad¬ 
jutant  general  of  the  Thirteenth  Divis¬ 
ion,  National  Guards,  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  colonel. 

Before  entering  the  army,  like  the  sons 
of  most  poor  farmers,  he  had  attended 
school,  but  irregularly.  After  he  was 
mustered  out  he  went  back  to  the  farm 
and  continued  to  help  his  father,  attend¬ 
ing  the  Wetlsboro  Academy  during  the 
Fall  term  of  1868,  and  teaching  at  a  dis¬ 
trict  school  in  Winter.  In  1366,  he  went 
to  the  Mansfield  State  Normal  School, 
graduating  from  that  institution  in  186a. 

On  obtaining  his  diploma,  he  secured 
a  position  as  teacher  in  the  Wellsboro 
Academy,  and  began  the  study  of  law  In. 
the  office  of  Stephen  G.  Wilson  and  J. 
B.  Niles,  of  that  town.  Two  years  later 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  at  once 
opened  an  office  in  Wellsboro,  which 
then  had  about  1200  inhabitants. 

Becomes  United  States  Attorney. 

In  1874,  he  was  elected  District  At¬ 
torney  of  Tioga  County,  but  resigned 
before  the  expiration  of  his  term,  ana 
moved  to  Pittsburg  in  1877.  In  1880,  he 
was  appointed  United  States  District 
Attorney  for  the  Western  District  of 
Pennsylvania,  by  President  Hayes.  He 
was  reappointed  to  that  position  by 
President  Arthur  and  was  removed  from 
office  by  President  Cleveland  on  the 
charge  of  offensive  partisanship. 

In  June,  1890,  he  was  nominated  for 
Congress  in  place  of  the  late  Thomas 
M.  Bayne,  who  declined  after  receiving 
the  nomination  from  the  convention. 
'  The  action  of  the  convention  in  selecting 
Colonel  Stone  instead  of  George  Shiras, 
third,  who  had  been  Colonel  Bayne  s  op¬ 
ponent  for  the  Republican  nomination, 
was  severely  criticised,  and  considerable 
feeling  was  stirred  up.  As  a  result,  Col¬ 
onel  Stone  wrote  a  letter  to  the  chairman 
of  the  County  Committee,  declining  the 
nomination  given  him  by  the  convention 
and  asking  for  primaries  to  get  at  tne 
desires  of  the  Republican  voters  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  Congressional  nomination. 
These  primaries  resulted  in  a  victory  tc  : 
Colonel  Stone  after  a  hard  fight^of^  three 


uoionei  otorie  auei  <x  uoiu 

months.

When  the  Hon.  Bourke  Cockran  walked  down 
to  the  front  of  the  speakers’  stand  at  the  mass 
meeting  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Honest 
Money  Democratic  League  in  Madison  Square 
Garden  last  evening,  prepared  to  deliver  an  ad¬ 
dress  in  answer  to  William  J.  Bryan’s  essay  of 
the  week  before,  he  beheld  the  most  remarkable 
political  demonstration  ever  known  in  tins 
country. 

For  an  audience  that  filled  the  whole  Garden 

from  the  foot  of  the  speakers’  stand  up  to  the 

upper  galleries,  an  audience  that  numbered  no 

fewer  than  15,000  souls  rose  as  one  man.  all 
holding  American  flags,  which  they  waved 
above  their  heads  as  they  shouted  their  greet- 

ing. 

For  minutes  the  cheering  lasted  unbroken 
and  then  the  hand  began  to  play,  and  from 
cheering  that  mighty  throng  turned  to 
singing  “The  Star-spangled  Banner.”  the 
vaulted  ceiling,  the  arches,  the  columns- 
every  available  space  had  been  decorated  with 
the  national  colors,  but  nothing  that  was  ever 
done  to  arouse  a  patriotic  fe  eling  in  a  public 
gathering  could  create  a  deeper  or  more  lasting 
impression  than  that  shimmering  rainbow 
spray  of  flags  above  the  faces  of  that  vast 

throng. 

gathered  in  the  sign  ok  a  just  cause. 
Nor  did  ever  a  private  American  citizen-a 
man  who  was  not  a  candidate  for  a  great  office- 
draw  so  many  people  to  hear  him  speak  as  gath¬ 
ered  to  listen  to  Bourke  Cockran’s  arraignment 
of  the  policy  of  repudiation  as  presented  by  Mr. 
Bryan.  Compared  with  the  audience  that  heard 
the  orator  of  Populism  the  throng  last  night 
was  significant.

The  Garden  was  packed  full,  and  instead  of 
hastening  away  while  the  speaker  was  but  be¬ 
ginning  his  speech,  they  steadily  increased  in 
numbers  for  at  least  a  half  hour  after  Mr.  Cock- 
ran  uttered  his  first  words.  Moreover,  the 
closest  attention  was  paid  to  everything  the 
speaker  said  from  beginning  to  end. 

a  multitude  of  thinkers. 

It  was  not  in  numbers  only  that  the  audience 
was  notable.  It  was  the  kind  of  a  crowd  that 
might  be  expected  to  gather  in  the  metropolis 
of  the  nation  when  a  great  peril  was  threaten- 
ing  the  nation’s  life.  It  was  a  gathering  that 
had  come  from  tenements  and  fiats  and  small 
houses  and  palaces. 

Above  all  it  was  a  gathering  of  clear-eyed 
thinkers.  One  had  but  to  look  at  the  faces  of 
the  people  to  Bee  this,  but  if  that  were  not  con¬ 
vincing  enough  the  further  proof  required  was 
found  in  the  ready  and  enthusiastic  applause 
which  greeted  the  speaker  when  he  made  what 
would  ordinarily  he  called  the  dry  mathemati-  I 
cal  points  of  a  financial  discussion.  v 

To  the  minds  of  honest-money  Democrats. 
Uowever.  there  was  one  feature  of  the  meeting 
that  was  more  significant  than  either  the  unique 
character  of  the  demonstrations  or  the  elo- 
1  queues  of  the  orator,  and  that  was  the  fact 
that  it  was  a  Democratic  audience  come 
I  out  to  protest  against  dragging  the  good  flag  of 
•  Democracy  in  the  mire  of  Populism.  How  this 
was  demonstrated  beyond  peradventure  will 
appear  further  on;  there  were  a  hundred  to  one 
more  Democrats  than  Republicans  present, 
j  15,000  HEARTS  UNRESPONSIVE  TO  POPULISTS. 

If  any  reader  of  The  Sun  has  had  fears  about 
t  the  inroads  of  Bryan’s  Populism  among  the 
I  people  of  the  metropolis,  or  has  supposed  that 
any  material  pari  of  the  population  would 
be  unable  to  comprehend  the  serious  Im¬ 
port  of  the  Populistic  programme,  or  un¬ 
derstanding,  fall  to  disapprove,  let  him 
rest  in  peace.  When  that  mighty  audience 
rose  and  literally  filled  the  air  with  the  old  flag 
while  the  roof  rang  with  their  applause  for  the 
defender  of  honest  money,  the  question  was 
settled. 

Although  the  doors  on  all  sides  of  the  Garden 
were  to  be  opened  at  6  o'clock  and  the  taking  of 
a  seat  at  that  hour  involved  a  wait  of  no  less 
than  two  hours  and  a  half  before  the  speaker 
would  begin  his  address,  the  people  who  had 
gathered  at  the  Twenty-seventh  street  entrance 
were  formed  in  line  before  0.  Their  number,  as 
counted  by  a  Sun  reporter,  was  210.  There 
were  gatherings  of  smaller  numbers  at  each  of 
the  other  entrances,  except  that  of  the  Brook¬ 
lyn  contingent,  who  were  to  come  in  a  body 
later. 

Even  at  that  early  hour  the  speculators,  who 
had  reserved  seats  for  sale  at  the  Madison  ave¬ 
nue  front,  were  beginning  to  do  business.  Al¬ 
though  the  people  in  line  were  mostly  men,  wo¬ 
men  were  by  no  means  wanting.  The  throngs, 
as  a  whole,  were  noticeably  good  natured  and 
even  cheerful  as  they  awaited  the  hour  of  ad¬ 
mittance. 

As  the  doors  swung  outward  and  the  first  in 
line  entered  they  saw  the  vast  floor  of  the  Gar¬ 
den  covered  with  chairs  as  thickly  as  the  law 
would  allow,  with  a  narrow  wooden  rail  running 
around  the  reserved  space  at  the  centre  of  the 
up-town  side.  Beyond  this  and  perhaps  ten 
feet  above  the  floor  rose  the  wide  speaker’s 
stand,  festooned  and  draped  around  with  the 
national  colors,  and  supplied  with  300  chairs  j 
for  the  Vice-Presidents.  ▲  broad  sounding  j 


board  had  been  erected  some  distance  behind 
the  rostrum,  which  looked  like  a  plain  oak  box 
rising  just  above  the  rail. 

NO  POPOCRATIC  BOYCOTT  OF  THE  FLAG  HERE. 

The  boxes,  stalls,  and  galleries  were  draped 
handsomely  with  the  American  colors,  as  was 
also  the  speaker’s  stand,  while  from  each  end 
of  the  skylight  long  streamers,  such  as  old 
Yankee  sailors  call  whips  and  hoist  to  the  truck 
in  token  of  victory,  radiated  in  all  directions  to 
the  end  walls.  Other  whips  of  the  same  kind 
were  laced  across  the  centre  of  the  ceiling 
above  the  heavily  draped  chandeliers.  The  con¬ 
trast  with  the  Bryan  meeting  drapery  was  no¬ 
ticeable. 

But  attractive  as  all  this  was  to  the  eye,  the 
one  feature  of  the  decoration  that  pleased  the 
gathering  throngs  most  was  the  distribution  at 
all  seats  of  American  flags  on  tiny  staffs,  just 
right  in  size  to  hold  in  the  hand  conveniently 
an  appeal  at  once  to  the  love  of  the  beautiful 
and  to  the  patriotic  love  of  the  nation’s  honor 
of  every  one  who  came.  Not  a  man  nor  a 
woman  but  picked  up  the  flag  and  made  it  con¬ 
spicuous.  and  within  half  an  hour  there  was  a 
fluttering  sheen  of  red.  white,  and  blue  over 
every  space  occupied. 

HOW  THE  MULTITUDE  GREW. 

The  way  the  occupied  spaces  grew  and  spread 
over  the  floor  was  a  matter  of  interest,  even  to 
the  old-time  attendants  on  such  gatherings. 
Beginning  with  the  seats  directly  opposite  the 
speaker  and  beyond  those  reserved  the  incom¬ 
ing  procession  filled  the  chairs  with  a  rapidity 
that  was  astonishing.  A  tnousand  chairs,  by  a 
most  conservative  estimate,  were  taken  within 
fifteen  minutes,  and  by  6:45  there  were  more 
than  a  hundred  persons  standing  in  the  un- 
reserved  space  for  want  of  chairs  there,  and 
in  the  hope  of  getting  a  chance  at  some  of 
the  reserved  seats  later.  It  was  at  about  this 
time  the  band  in  the  easterly  end  of  the  Garden 
began  to  play  a  novel  medley  with  “  1  ankee 
Doodle  ”  for  ft  foundation,  and  the  “  Star 
Spangled  Banner  ”  for  a  superstructure.  The 
audience  listened  with  pleasure  and  applauded 
heartily  at  the  end. 

Long  as  the  wait  before  them  was  no  audi¬ 
ence  could  have  found  more  comfortable  con¬ 
ditions  around  them  or  have  found  the  time 
less  tedious,  for  the  shower  that  had  passed  over 
the  city  just  before  5  o’clock  had  cleared  and 
cooled  the  air  to  a  delightful  degree.  Indeed. 
If  there  were  any  complaint  at  all  it  was  that 
the  breeze  that  drifted  in  through  the  open 
doors  was  a  trifle  too  cool  for  ligUt  summer 

|.  ^  THEY  COME  BY  THOUSANDS. 

Moreover,  the  early  arrivals  found  plenty  of 
interest  in  watching  the  endless  processions 
pouring  down  the  aisles,  and  in  cheering  as 
men  of  more  or  less  note  appeared  in  different 
parts  of  the  Garden.  At  one  time  a  Hundred 
or  more  men  marched  in  at  one  of  the  easterly 
entrances,  and  that  roused  the  curiosity  of  the 
audience  so  that  some  thousands  got  up  to^rfike 
a  look.  The  fluttering  of  the  tiny  hand  flags 
was  at  this  time  especially  noticeable. 

DIFFERENT  FROM  THE  POPOCRATIC  CROWD. 
As  the  crowd  came  in  comparisons  between  it 
and  the  audience  that  came  to  hear  Bryan  were 
inevitable.  The  experienced  reporters  noticed, 
first  of  all,  that  a  remarkable  number  of  clergy¬ 
men.  both  Protestant  and  Catholic,  were  recog¬ 
nized.  There  were  more  women  in  the 

boxes  and  on  the  floor.  The  stalls  up 
to  7:20  were  not  so  well  filled  as  at  the 
Brvan  meeting  at  the  same  hour.  u 

the  boxes  contained  many  morp  occupants 
while  the  galleries  were  filled  and  the  floor  wai 
more  densely  packed  by  at  least  50  per  cent,  bi 
those  who  wished  to  hear  Cockran.  On  th 
whole,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Hon.  Bourk 
Cockran  was  a  citizen  of  the  town  and  so  wel 
known  that  not  a  soul  would  be  led  by  carlosit 
to  go  out  to  see  him,  there  were  at  least  -5  pe 
cent,  more  persons  present  at  7:30  than  wer 
present  at  any  hour  at  the  Bryan  meeting. 

ALL  HAIL  STRONG! 

The  first  man  to  attract  general  attentlo 
from  the  audience  was  Mayor  Strong.  Heai 


rived  at  7:45  and  took  a  seat  in  abox  not  far 
to  the  west  of  the  speakers’  stand.  He  was  rec¬ 
ognized  instantly  as  he  came  down  the  aisle, 
and  a  shoot  from  a  hundred  throats,  with  cries 
of  "‘Strong!  Strong!”  turned  all  eyes  in  his 
direction.  Then  a  prolonged  cheer  greeted  him, 
and  his  Honor  acknowledged  it  with  a  bow  and 
a  wave  of  the  hand.  A  voice  shortly  after  cried 
cried  out: 

"What’s  the  matter  with  Mayor  Strong?” 
and  to  that  thousands  of  voices  replied  in 
hearty  fashion: 

“  He’s  all  right.” 

A  voice  just  after  this  greeting  had  died  out 
asked : 

*'  What  is  the  matter  with  Bryan  V” 

Before  the  hisses  in  answer  had  fairly  begun 
to  rise  on  the  air  the  band  drowned  out  the 
sounds  and  the  memory  of  the  incident  by  play¬ 
ing  the  "Red,  White  and  Blue.” 

THE  LARGEST  CROWD  EVER  GATHERED  IN  THE 
GARDEN. 

By  8  o’clock  the  Garden  showed  the  largest 
throng  that  had  ever  gathered  within  its  walls. 
Even  the  boxes  at  the  ends,  where  less  can  be 
heard  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  auditorium, 
and  where  there  was  vacant  space  on  the  night 
of  the  Bryan  meeting,  were  well  filled,  while 
the  stalls  that  a  short  time  before  had  seemed 
rather  scantily  filled  were  so  nearly  packed  that 
not  a  half  dozen  empty  seats  could  be  seen  in 
any  one  of  them.  Yet  there  was  no  end  to  the 
long  processions  of  people  who  poured  in  through 
every  entrance. 

The  good  humor  of  the  crowd,  in  spite  of  the 
prolonged  wait  that  many  bad  endured,  was 
everywhere  manifest.  There  was  a  continuous 
roar,  arising  first  in  one  corner  and  then  in  an¬ 
other,  where  the  people  were  cheering  favorite 
sons  of  the  city.  They  cheered  and  applauded, 
too,  the  patriotic  airs  that  were  played  by 
the  band;  but  of  all  the  noise  that  rose  and 
fell,  the  one  thing  that  was  significant  was 
the  hearty  applause  that  greeted  "Dixie.” 

It  was  manifest  that  a  very  great  number 
of  men  from  the  South,  where  theFopocrats  are 
supposed  to  be  strongest,  had  come  out  to  pro¬ 
test  against  the  policy  of  repudiation. 

COCKRAN  RECEIVED  IN  GRAND  STYLE. 
Finally,  at  8:23  o’clock,  the  speaker  of  the 
evening  came  in  through  the  north  entrance, 
and,  although  surrounded  by  his  associates,  he 
was  greeted  by  some  thousands  who  were  with¬ 
in  view  of  him.  The  cheeringlasted  three  and 
a  half  minutes.  Mr.  Cockran  took  a  seat 
out  of  sight  of  the  audience  at  the  back  of  the 
speager’s  stand.  A  minute  later  Major  John 
Byrne,  President  of  the  Honest  Money  Demo¬ 
cratic  League  of  America,  came  down  to  the 
front  of  the  stand  and  held  up  his  hand  for  or¬ 
der.  and  silence  fell  upon  the  vast  throng. 

The  Major  briefly  told  that  he,  as  the  head  of 
the  league,  was  there  to  call  the  meeting  to 
order,  and  explained  in  a  speech  that  appears 
elsewhere  in  The  Sun  the  character  of  the 
league  and  what  it  intended  to  do.  In  so  doing 
he  made  a  number  of  expressions  such  as 
“We  have  lost  the  ship  but  we  have  saved  the 
colors."’  "  The  downfall  of  repudiation,  anarchy, 
and  socialism,”  &c..  all  of  which  were  heartily 
cheered.  Then  came  the  Hon.  Perry  Belmont, 
who  was  introduced  by  Major  Byrue  as  the  pre¬ 
siding  officer  of  the  meeting.  His  speech  was 
brief,  as  it  appears  elsewhere,  but  there  was  one 
feature  of  it  that  must  have  struck  every  atten¬ 
tive  person  there  as  of  the  greatest  significance. 

A  DEMOCRATIC  CROWD. 

He  had  little  more  than  begun  his  speech  and 
had  been  received  with  the  greatest  cordiality 
when  he  asserted  in  a  voice  that  was  distinctly 
heard  throughout  the  Garden  that  “  Populism 
is  an  exaggerated  form  of  spurious  Republican¬ 
ism  or  Greenback-Federalism  gone  mad.”  A 
laugh  at  first  greeted  this  remark,  and  then  a 
mixture  of  cheers  with  hisses  arose.  The 
cheers  for  a  brief  instant  fell,  and  the  hisses 
rose.  It  was  as  if  the  cheerers  had  had  their  ! 
breath  taken  away  by  the  hisses.  Then,  with  *  j

The  applause  was  all  liberal  and  hearty,  nor 
was  there  any  impatience  shown,  although  the 
People  had  come  to  hear  Cockran.

.  e,t,°  lntroduce  to  you  the  speaker  of  the  even¬ 
ing.  and  so  on,  the  people  began  to  get  up  from

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SHALL  SENATOR  QUAY  OWN 
NEXT  GOVERNOR? 

The  desire  of  Matthew  Stanley  Quay 
to  own  a  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  has 
not  diminished  a  jot;  indeed,  it  was  na¬ 
turally  increased  by  his  success  In  ef¬ 
fecting  the  election  last  fall  of  his  per¬ 
sonal  candidate  for  State  Treasurer, 
who  is  now  intrenched  in  that  office.

Bidding  his  Cabinet  officers  good  evening, 
donning  his  overcoat,  and  taking  leave  foi 
the  day  of  his  secretary,  he  led  the  way 
down  the  marble  stairway  to  a  waiting  ba¬ 
rouche.  and  gave  the  coachman  the  order:

Tts  picturesque  and  beautiful 
scenery  has  been  described  so  often  that  it. 
would  be  trite  to  more  than  refer  to  it  here. 

It  happens  to  fail  in  pleasant  view  as  part  of 
a  “day  with  the  Governor."  The  Governor 
enjoyed  the  drive,  and  if  it  had  been  wantln 
before,  the  promised  appetite  was  too  ap¬ 
parent  to  be  mistaken  when  the  driving  home 
time  arrived.  The  Governor  frequently  finds 
a  number  of  telegrams  awaiting  him  when 
he  arrives  at  the  Executive  Mansion  for  din¬ 
ner,  but  upon  this  occasion  lie  did  not,  and  lie 
had  ample  leisure  to  enjoy  bis  cigars  and  to 
carefully  go  over  thh  evening  papers  in  his 
I  library  after  dinner.  A  handy  telephom 
keeps  him  apprised  of  all  the  events  of  the 
!  night  which  he'  needs  to  know  after  the 
|  evening  papers  go  to  press.  It  often  hap- 
i  pens,  indeed,  that  this  telephone  is  all  too 
j  handy  to  some  of  the  Governor's  friends  to 
1  make  it  comfortable  for  him.  ft  is  quite 
likely  just  now  that  the  Governor  is  anxious 
to  keep  posted  from  Washington.  When 
Pennsylvania  shall  be  called  upon  in  a  war 
emergency,  which  is  to  he  anticipated,  but, 
ftot  courted,  her  Executive  will  be  reay  to 
respond.  There  are  many  periods  when  the 
Governor's  nights,  spent  in  this  library,  are 
busier  than  his  days.  When  state  affairs  are 
not  so  humdrum,  when  the  tocsin  of  war 
between  the  .Executive  and  a  recalcitrant 
Legislature  has  been  sounded,  or  when  the 
pot  of  State  politics  gets  to  its  boiling  point, 
at  such  times  the  ease  of  home  is  rudely 
disturbed,  and  how  many  long,  anxious  and 
fateful  vigils  are  kept  here,  none  but  those 
who  have  witnessed  them  can  appreciate/ 
The  Governor  has  finished  with  his  news¬ 
papers.  Ho  has  lighted  a  fresh  cigar  and  Is 
meditating,  somewhat  dreamily  watching 
the  smoke  as  it  coils  to  the  lofty  ceiling. 
Perhaps  he  is  turning  over  iu  his  mind  the 
subject  matter  of  his  afternoon  conference; 
perhaps  visions  of  conflicts  past  and  others 
before  him  float  through  the  vapor  into 
which  he  gazes  so  intensely.  Who  knows? 
There  is  a  rustle  in  the  hallway  and  a 
.  light  tap  at  the  door.  “Entrez!”  exclaims 
j  the  Governor,  and  the  door  is  thrown  wide 
open.  There  is  a  swift  patter  of  small 
feet,  the  rush  of  a  little  vision  iu  white 
to  the  Governor’s  knees,  and  a  silver  voice 
exclaiming:  “Good-night,  papa."  This  is 
little  8a rah.  the  pet  of  the  household,  the 
’tnistress  of’;  the  Governor’s  heart,  “the 
babv.”  Thu  Governor  fondly  lifts  the  small 
form  in  his  great  arms  aud  pressing  it  to 
his  heart,  kisses  again  and  again  the  little 
lips  before  he  lets  the  child  down  and  says

Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Saturday. 
OLITICIANS  ask  “How 
will  the  campaign  affect 
the  fortunes  of  Senator 
Quay?  Was  It  wise  in 
him  to  precipitate  an  an¬ 
gry  State  strife  at  a  time 
when  his  own  ambition 
should  have  subordinated 
everything  to  the  Sena¬ 
torial  fight?"  Deep  think- 
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ers  believe  that  in  the  whole  business  Quay 
was  overruled;  that  instead  of  leading  an 
army  he  was  carried  off  his  feet  by  a  mob, 
and  that  while  he  bears  the  nominal  palm 
of  leadership,  his  baton  has  been  transferred 
to  Senator  Penrose. 

In  spite  of  the  glamour  and  Interest  felt  in 
the  war  with  Spain,  the  people  are  deeply  in¬ 
terested  in  the  consequences  of  the  extraord¬ 
inary  Republican  Convention  whidh  ad¬ 
journed  the  other  day.  What  were  the  Is¬ 
sues?  Who  are  the  real  leaders?  How  far 
will  bad  feeling  extend?  Will  Pennsylvania 
defeat  Stone,  as  Delamater  and  Beaver  were 
defeated,  or  will  the  war  sentiment  sweep 
the  State  with  the  usual  republican  major¬ 
ity? 

Those  who  argue  that  in  politics  war  means 
everything  recall  the  fact  that  both  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  New  York  were  carried  by  the 
democrats  against  Mr.  Lincoln  in  the  very 
crisis  of  the  war,  and,  moreover,  there  will 
be  no  such  intense  feeling  awakened  by  con¬ 
test  with  Spain  as  was  developed  by  the  fra¬ 
ternal  strife  of  the  Rebellion. 

Q,uny  No  Longer  Rules. 

The  theory  that  Pennsylvania  is  governed 
by  Mr.  Quay,  and  that  he  still  retains  the 
power  for  which  he  is  constantly  attacked  in 
the  anti-Quay  parts  of  Pennsylvania,  is  not 
sustained  by  a  careful  study  of  the  situation. 
Among  the  consequences  of  the  mutations  of 
Pennsylvania  politics  there  came  to  the  front 
a  young  man  of  strong,  courageous  charac¬ 
ter,  with  high  opinions,  singular  courage,  a 
believer  in  the  old  political  Cameron  regime. 

He  inherited  his  belief  in  the  Cameron  dy¬ 
nasty  through  his  ancestors,  who  had  been 
the  warmest  supporters  of  Cameron — hand¬ 
some,  a  bachelor,  in  the  current  of  public 
affairs,  connected  by  family  ties  with  some  of 
the  richest  families  in  the  union. 

Boies  Penrose,  the  new  leader  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  politics,  is  a  type  of  a  class  of  politician 
very  rare  in  these  later  days.  Raised  in  the 
Cameron  traditions,  he  differs  from  Simon 
'B.  -a. 


Cameron  in  the  fact  that  he  was  born  to  the 
purple,  a  Harvard  graduate,  a  good  speaker, 
an  aristocrat  in  his  manner  and  bearing,  with 
absolute  courage,  cynical,  reckless  of  conse¬ 
quences  and  so  young  that  he  knows  he  can 
make  half  a  dozen  mistakes  and  retrieve  them 
before  he  enters  upon  the  true  controlling 
purpose  of  political  life. 

Penrose  is  not  forty,  and  when  defeated  for 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia  it  was  looked  upon 
as  one  of  the  accidents  that  might  attend  any 
public  career,  and  that  he  had  but  to  wait  to 
come  into  his  own.  Instead  of  waiting,  how¬ 
ever,  taking  advantage  of  the  sympathy  of 
the  public,  that  believed  he  had  been  hardly 
used — had  been,  as  it  were,  cheated  and  de¬ 
frauded  of  his  nomination — he  so  developed 
his  campaign  that  he  became  Senator. 

How  Penrose  Came  In. 

It  is  understood  in  the  State  that  the  se¬ 
lection  of  Senator  Penrose  came  partly  from 
his  being  a  legatee  of  Cameron,  partly  from 
sympathy  for  his  misfortune  as  to  thf 
Mayoralty,  but  largely  to  the  affection  en¬ 
tertained  for  him  by  Senator  Quay.  Some 
call  it  affection;  others  are  now  beginning  to 
speak  of  it  as  a  kind  of  hypnotism;  but  it  is 
clearly  apparent  in  the  fate  of  the  reform  I 
bills  at  Harrisburg,  in  the  tenor  of  patronage  ! 
under  the  McKinley  administration  and  in 
the  action  of  the  late  convention  at  Harris¬ 
burg,  that  Senator  Penrose  has  been  the 
dominating  influence. 

There  might  have  been  such  a  distribution 
of  patronage,  for  instance,  in  the  State  as 
would  have  satisfied  factions  of  the  republi¬ 
can  party,  and  this  would  have  been  to  Mc¬ 
Kinley’s  interest  and  his  pleasure.  But  Mr. 
Penrose  stood  by  his  rights  as  a  Senator,  and 
allowed  no  one  to  be  named  by  the  President 
who  did  not  receive  his  imprimatur.  It  was 
avowed  that  he  would  consent  to  the  eleva¬ 
tion  of  Governor  Hastings  to  the  Cabinet, 
and  this  was  taken  for  granted  when  the 
Governor  appointed  his  young  college  mate 
and  friend,  Judge  Audenreld,  to  the  bench 
over  the  heads  of  a  large,  powerful  and  intel¬ 
lectual  bar. 

But  no  one  ever  believed  that  Penrose 
wished  so  young  a  man  as  Hastings  to  be  ad¬ 
vanced  to  Washington  authority. 

The  Cabinet  matter  fell  through,  and  out 
of  this  arose  a  bitter,  implacable  feud,  cul¬ 
minating  in  the  selection  of  Mr.  Martin  as 
Secretary  of  State,  and  the  campaign  of  Mr. 
Wanamalter.  All  the  appointments  of  the 
President  in  Pennsylvania  were  in  the  nomi¬ 
nal  Quay,  but  the  real  Penrose  interest.  Mr. 
Tower,  Minister  to  Austria,  was  a  friend  of 
Penrose.  Mr.  Harrison  held  the  same  rela¬ 
tion.  Mr.  Thomas,  Collector  of  the  Port,  the 
head  of  the  mint,  all  the  federal  officers  in 
Philadelphia  and  the  State,  were  the  friends 
of  Penrose,  and,  constructively,  the  friends  of 
Quay.  It  is  well  known  that  a  nod  of  Pen¬ 
rose  will  be  more  potent  than  the  prayer  of 
Quay,  even  on  his  bended  kneees. 

quay,  and  His  Methods. 

The  great  Issue,  for  instance,  in  recent 
Pennsylvania  politics,  turns  upon  the  re-elec¬ 
tion  of  Senator  Quay.  Considering  his  power, 
his  services,  his  character,  and  his  methods 
of  political  advancement,  his  willingness  to 
compromise,  and  especially  his  magnanimity 
in  dealing  with  opponents,  there  could  not 
have  been  an  easier  campaign  than  his  re- 
election.  But  It  is  not  in  the  Penrose  char¬ 
acter  to  make  concessions,  or  to  do  anything 
with  enemies  but  shoot  them. 

The  political  methods  of  Penrose  seem  to 
have  been  based  upon  a  careful  study  of 
Spanish  adminstration  in  Cuba.  In  the  pa¬ 
tronage  of  the  State,  his  friends  were  ad¬ 
vanced.  Those  who  were  not  his  friends  were 
remorselessly  shot  down.  Twenty  men  were 
named  for  Governor,  with  the  assurance  of 
carrying  the  State  without  a  contest.  Nine¬ 
teen  of  them  could  have  been  nominated. 
Any  one  of  these  nineteen  would  have  been 
satisfactory  to  Mr.  Quay.  The  twentieth  was 
the  choice  of  Penrose,  and  the  twentieth  re¬ 
ceived  this  nomination.  As  to  the  effect  of 
this  nomination  upon  the  campaign  of  Mr. 
Quay,  no  one  knows,  but  every  one  sees  that 
it  puts  in  peril  the  assured  victory  for  the 
Senatorship,  to  gratify  the  imperious  tem¬ 
perament  of  a  young  leader  who  typifies  a 
new  force  in  Pennsylvania  politics. 

The  young  republican  party,  led  by  Pen¬ 
rose,  comprising  such  men  as  General  Reed¬ 
er,  of  Easton;  General  Bingham  and  James 
Rankin  Young;  Davenport,  Congressman,  and 
Stone,  the  candidate  for  Governor,  are  essen¬ 
tially  fighting  men,  types  of  the  new  power 
which  is  now  struggling  for  mastery  in  the 
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State.  Desperate  courage,  according  to  their 


rule,  makes  a  majority.  Nothing  is  successful 
but  success,  and  If  victory  can  come  by  no 
other  process  than  walking  a  plank,  then  the 
plank  must  be  walked. 

McKinley  Awake. 

It  is  believed  that  the  President  awakened 
to  a  sense  of  this  when ’he  nominated  to  a 
place  in  his  Cabinet  Charles  Emory  Smith. 
This  is  the  only  nomination  to  an  important 
office  in  Pennsylvania  that  did  not  receive 
Senator  Penrcse’s  direct  approval,  and  did 
not  serve  his  ambition  or  his  purpose.  It  is 
well  known  that  the  President  had  long  had 
in  mind  the  advancement  of  Mr.  Smith. 
They  had  been  personal  friends.  Mr.  Smith 
was  better  known  in  New  York  than  in 
Pennsylvania,  as  a  graceful,  well  read,  ac¬ 
complished  and  reasonable  leader  of  public 
opinion,  whose  advice  in  the  Cabinet  would 
be  loyal  to  his  chief  and  of  great  value  to 
McKinley. 

There  could  have  been  no  nomination  more 
distasteful  to  Senator  Quay  and  Mr.  Pen¬ 
rose  than  that  of  Mr.  Smith.  People  have 
wondered  that  they  permitted  his  confirma¬ 
tion  without  a  protest.  Above  all  things,  as 
people  tell  mein  Pennsylvania,  Charles  Emory 
Smith  is  a  responsible  man.  He  recognizes 
facts,  and  there  is  perhaps  no  antl-Quay 
leader  in  Pennsylvania  politics  who  would  go 
so  far  to  conciliate  his  opponents  as  Mr. 
Smith. 

The  danger  is  that  he  leans  so  far  in  that 
way,  that,  in  a  sense  of  justice  and  harmony, 
he  flight  be  leaning  backward.  As  it  is,  In 
spite  of  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Smith  to  the 
Cabinet,  and  the  assurance  felt  by  all  polit¬ 
ical  leaders  In  Pennsylvania  that  his  pres¬ 
ence  would  be  a  governing  fact  in  the  Con¬ 
vention,  Senator  Penrose  carried  the  day 
and  nominated  Mr.  Stone. 

Stone  the  New  Candidate. 

The  new  candidate  for  Governor,  “Colonel” 
Stone,  as  they  call  him,  though  I  have  not 
had  time  to  study  out  his  military  titles  or 
services,  is  a  tall,  cogent,  hearty,  typical 
specimen  of  an  exuberant,  well-meaning,  Im¬ 
petuous  politician.  He  belongs  to  the  western 
part  of  the  State,  and  has  been  known  as  a 
rival  of  another  mysterious  entity  In  Penn¬ 
sylvania  politics  named  Chris  Magee. 

Mr.  Magee,  as  well  as  I  can  make  him  out, 
is  a  natural  politician,  owns  a  newspaper  or 
tvyo  for  political  effect,  has  made  a  great 
deal  of  money  in  franchises,  bolted  the  re¬ 
publican  ticket,  and  helped  to  defeat  Dela- 
rneter,  was  a  leader  of  the  Grant  movement 
in  the  third  term  convention,  and  an  affec¬ 
tionate  follower  of  the  old  commander’s  in- 
terests. 

Mr.  Magee  is  the  strongest  figure  in  West¬ 
ern  Pennsylvania,  and  nothing  could  have 
been  more  humiliating  to  him  than  the  nom¬ 
ination  of  William  A.  Stone.  Quay,  with 
his  magnanimity  and  common  sense,  could 
have  turned  aside,  but  this  was  not  the  Pen¬ 
rose  method.  He  was  the  enemy  of  Magee. 
He  knew  what  would  be  most  disagreeable  to 
his  enemy,  and  this  he  did. 

The  question  now  Is,  Will  the  opposition  to 
Mr.  Stone  continue  its  organization  and  de¬ 
feat  him  for  election?  The  cry  is  raised  now 
that  a  vote  against  Stone  Is  a  vote  in  favor 
of  Spain  and  against  McKinley.  The  answer 
is  made  that  when  the  McKinley  policy  was 
at  issue  in  the  House  Mr.  Stone  was  one  of 
the  few  republicans  ready  to  break  away 
from  the  administration.  Still,  if  the  cam¬ 
paign  can  be  made  that  a  vote  against  Stone 
is  a  vote  for  Spain— that  a  vote  for  the  de¬ 
mocracy  will  be  a  vote  in  favor  of  Spanish 
atrocities,  that  Stone  is  a  lover  of  liberty, 
while  his  opposers  are  champions  of  outrage 
and  rapine— it  will  be  an  easy  and  triumphant 
campaign. 

Spain  Not  In  It. 

It  is  not  believed,  hqwever,  that  the  atroci¬ 
ties  of  the  Spanish  character  will  be  at  issue 
in  this  contest.  The  question  now  is,  Who 
will  be  the  leader  of  the  opponents  of  Stone? 
Thus  far  the  campaign  has  taken  two  forms. 
The  leader  of  one  is  a  clergyman  of  Harris¬ 
burg,  the  editor  of  a  reform  newspaper,  who 
attained  sudden  celebrity  not  long  since  by 
expressing  the  opinion  that  the  Harrisburg 
Capitol  had  been  burned  down  by  thieves  to 
conceal  the  evidences  of  their  thievery. 

Dr.  Swallow  has,  I  am  told,  undergone  dis¬ 
cipline  for  his  expressions,  but,  all  the  same, 
he  ran  for  a  State  office  and  received  the 
startling  number  of  120,000  votes.  He  was,  I 
believe,  a  prohibition  candidate,  and  the  sur¬ 
prising  fact  of  his  canvass  was  the  solemn  an. 
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a  right  to  the  franchise,  seem  actually  to  be¬ 
lieve  the  charges  of  incendiarism  and  rob¬ 
bery.  Swallow  is  now  again  in  the  canvass  (1 
for  Governor.  His  platform  is  the  single 
commandment,  “Thou  shalt  not  steal.”  He 
is  represented  to  me  as  an  earnest,  persuasive 
man,  something  of  the  type  of  the  old  Garri¬ 
sonian  abolitionists,  apt  in  talk,  a  prohibi¬ 
tionist,  with  great  powers  as  a  winner  of 
votes,  and  the  problem  is,  How  far  will  his 
strong  influence  permeate  the  campaign? 

I  fancy  there  would  not  have  been  much  of 
the  Swallow  movement,  or  that,  with  this 
war  in  the  atmosphere.  Swallow  would  have 
been  a  factor,  had  it  not  been  for  the  courage 
and  industry  of  another  factor  in  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  politics,  Mr.  Wanamaker. 

Where  Wanninaker  Comes  In. 

Mr.  Wanamaker  •  is,  I  presume,  better 
known  to  you  through  the  advertising  col¬ 
umns  of  the  papers  as  a  successful  merchant 
than  in  any  other  way.  He  has  created  the 
largest  business  of  its  kind  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  is  in  the  way  of  repeating  the  experiment 
in  New  York.  Although  with  a  gentle  inter¬ 
est  in  politics,  always  spoken  of  as  a  candi¬ 
date  for  this  and  that— Mayor,  Congressman, 
Senator,  whatever  is  available  in  the  form  of 
public  usefulness— his  only  public  office  thus 
far  has  been  in  the  Harrison  Cabinet,  and 
this  was  given  to  him  because  of  his  enor¬ 
mous  energy  in  the  Harrison  campaign,  ten 
years  ago,  and  because  of  his  success  as  a 
collector  of  money. 

In  that  campaign,  as  is  well  remembered, 

Mr.  Wanamaker  found  the  money,  while  Mr. 
Quay,  as  chairman  of  the  National  Commit¬ 
tee.  paid  it  out.  To  the  business  intelligence 
of  Wanamaker  and  the  political  sagacity  of 
Quay  Harrison  owed  his  election.  The  com¬ 
pensation  was  the  giving  to  Mr.  Wanamaker 
nf  the  office  of  Postmaster  General.  t 

II  presume  that  Quay  and  Wanamaker  i 
would  have  got  on  very  well,  and  might  be  , 
friends  now,  but  for  the  influence  of  Pen¬ 
rose.  Wanamaker  was  in  the  way  of  Pen¬ 
rose,  and,  being  an  enemy,  the  only  thing  left 
was  to  destroy  him.  But  Wanamaker  is  not 
the  kind  of  a  man  you  can  take  out  to  a  cross 
road  and  put  to  death  with  a  dozen  bullets 
without  some  resistance,  so  he  began  the 
most  extraordinary  campaign,  continuing  for 
months,  ever  known  in  Pennsylvania  politics. 

In  the  first  place,  it  took  the  form  of  a  can¬ 
vass  for  the  Senatorship.  During  the  McKin¬ 
ley  campaign  no  one  spoke  with  more  energy 
and  more  frequently  than  Mr.  Wanamaker. 
He  paced  the  State,  talked  at  corner  gro¬ 
ceries,  churches,  town  meetings,  and  was  an 
effective  agent  in  the  McKinley  campaign. 
Of  course  it  was  well  known  that  his  sup¬ 
port  of  McKinley  was  really  making  his  own 
way  to  the  Senate,  and  when  the  defeat  came, 
with  the  election  of  Penrose  as  a  consequence, 
it  was  believed  that  Wanamaker  was  de¬ 
stroyed  as  a  political  factor  in  the  State. 
Figlit  for  the  Governorship. 

■With  unsurpassed  energy,  however,  the  de¬ 
feated  merchant  came  at  once  to  the  front 
in  this  campaign  for  the  Governorship.  He 
had  many  things  in  his  favor.  First,  he  was 
very  angry.  Second,  he  had  been  treated  in 
a  scornful,  cavalier  manner  by  men  whom  he 
believed  to  have  been  his  allies  in  the  Har¬ 
rison  campaign.  Then,  as  a  speaker  at 
Bethany  Church,  in  Philadelphia,  he  had  ac¬ 
quired  singular  skill.  He  had  with  him  a 
strong  religious  following.  Every  Sunday 
morning  he  taught  Sabbath  school  Bible 
classes  and  made  speeches.  He  built  up  a 
large  mission  institution  known  as  the  Beth¬ 
any  Church.  People  talked  of  his  going 
around  in  the  morning  with  flower  pots  filled 
with  flowers  for  his  parishioners. 

He  was  the  largest  customer  of  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  newspapers,  spending  more  money  in 
advertising  his  business  than  all  the  others 
combined.  Therefore,  although  the  journals 
might  not  have  cared  much  for  his  political 
assertions,  yet  when  he  made  a  speech  they 
were  sure  to  publish  it  in  full. 

From  day  to  day,  going  from  town  to  town, 
sometimes  speaking  at  five  meetings  daily, 
Mr.  Wanamaker  poured  forth  for  weeks  his 
bitter  attacks  upon  Quay,  Penrose  and  their 
following.  If  these  orations  had  taken  the 
ordinary  fate  of  political  speeches  they 
would  have,  made  no  impression,  but  every 
morning  the  Philadelphia  papers  teemed 
with  reports,  running  from  three  columns  to 
a  page,  of  the  Wanamaker  indictment.  There 
could  be  no  response,  because  the  antagonist 
who  made  the  answer  would  not  have  had 
his  speeches  printed.  Editors  do  not  waste 
space  upon  statements  in  any  case,  but  Mr. 
Wanamaker  had  too  much  influence  over 
the  advertising  space  of  journalism  in  Phil-  ' 
hla  not  to  have  his  opinions  published. 
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1  The  fact  that  these  continued  speeches, 
written  with  great  ability,  based  upon  minute 
information  of  all  the  misdoings  and  mis¬ 
takes  of  the  Quay  regime,  had  a  powerful 
effect  upon  the  city  and  throughout  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  which  should  be  the  surest  State 
in  the  Union  as  a  republican  commonwealth, 
is  uncertain.  I  spoke  to  one  of  the  most  ac¬ 
complished  politicians  in  the  republican  or¬ 
ganization  last  evening,  a  man  who,  though 
not  especially  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Quay,  is 
yet  bound  by  party  loyalty,  and  he  did  not 
believe  that  Colonel  Stone  would  be  elected. 

This  fear  is  shown,  I  think,  by  the  apolo¬ 
getic,  deprecating  tone  of  the  Stone  newspa¬ 
pers.  They  do  not  speak  with  the  feeling  of 
assurance  which  should  attach  to  an  open¬ 
ing  campaign.  Nor  is  it  believed  that  Charles 
Emory  Smith,  as  Postmaster  General,  will 
erect  a  guillotine  for  the  decapitation  of  such 
republican  dependents  as  may  be  disposed  to 
withhold  their  votes  from  Stone.  The  fear  is 
also  seen  in  the  eagerness  with  which  the 
friends  of  Stone  call  upon  the  republicans  of 
Pennsylvania  to  rally  around  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  express  their  opinion  upon  the  out¬ 
rages  of  the  Spanish  war  in  Cuba. 

I  cannot  think  that  any  serious  voter  in 
Pennsylvania  will  be  influenced  by  the  ap¬ 
prehension  of  his  vote  affecting  the  country 
in  its  contest  with  Spain,  or  being  governed 
by  the  fear  that  a  vote  for  Swallow  or  Wan¬ 
amaker  would  be  a  vote  for  General  Weyler 
and  Madrid.  The  tendency  of  the  friends  of 
Stone  to  rest  their  campaign  upon  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  rebuking  at  the  polls  the  atrocities  of 
Weyler  will  be.  beaten. 

The  campaign  will  turn  upon  other  mat¬ 
ters.  How  far  the  republican  party  will  be 
governed  by  the  authority  of  Penrose,  who 
will  fight  to  the  end,  or  the  wisdom  of  Quay 
who  sees  that  his  own  seat  in  the  Senate  is 
at  stake,  and  who  would  in  his  usual  mag¬ 
nanimous  way  make  terms  with  his  rivals 
is  a  question.  ’ 

1  ^le  Anti-Quay  Sentiment. 

Plainly  it  is  clear  that  the  anti-Quay  ele¬ 
ment  in  this  campaign  will  not  surrender 
U!?>0in,.any  threat  of  military  execution.  There 
will  be  no  Weylerism  in  politics.  The  Pen- 
rose  policy  is  on  trial.  It  is  the  first  time 
that  leaders  of  a  great  party  have  been  told 
to  obey  or  kneel  down,  be  blindfolded  and 
shot  It  is  the  first  time  that  one  element 
of  the  republican  party  has  been  recognized 
-  h,aV-S  n^ht®  whjch  no  other  element 
is  bound  to  respect.  There  must  be  a  compro- 
nrnse.  There  must  be  recognition  of  the  fact  * 
that  while  Pennsylvania  is  large  enough  for 
one  republican  party  it  is  not  large  enough 
for  two  and  that  consideration  at  least  for 
the  self-respect  of  the  opponents  of  Mr. 
Quay  shall  be  shown.

Why  Quay  Was  Strong. 

Quay  has  the  advantage  of  being~one  of  the 
most  abused  men  in  public  life,  with  strong 
friends  and  strong  enemies.  He  was  born 
somewhere  about  sixty-five  years  ago  and  is 
about  the  age  of  Don  Cameron,  the  General’s 
son;  studious,  writes  with  clearness  did  some 
fighting  during  the  war,  received  a  medal  for 
bravery  and  has  since  then  been  in  the  an 
rivity  of  political  affairs.  The  qualities  of 
Quay,  as  his  friends  point  them  out  are  ouiet 
i intelligence  and  audacity.  As  one  of  his  sud 
porters  said  to  me  the  other  day  he  would 
give  his  fortune  to  carry  a  primary  election 
taking  his  chance  of  making  a  new  fortune 
within  ten  days.  He  is  a  man  of  his  word 
never  enters  into  a  foolish  contest,  nor  gives 
reasons;  has  a  possion  for  power  and  in  polit 
ical  affairs  is  absolute  master.’  The  finest 
point  about  Qauy  is  his  magnanimity  and  I 
have  heard  many  stories  about  people  who 
have  assailed  him  and  endeavored  to  break 
him  down,  and  yet  who  were  afterward  fnr 
given  and  uplifted. 

One  can  only  understand  the  true  meanine- 
of  Pennsylvania  politics  when  one  remembers 
that  here,  more  than  in  any  other  State  it  is 
a  matter  of  business.  For  more  than  half  a 
century  to  be  in  politics  has  been  to  be  in 
successful  business.  The  number  of  fortunes 
to-day  in  Pennsylvania  representing  the 
movements  of  political  activity  would  be 
— — — 
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alarming  if  known.  I  think  it  can  be  well 
said  that  there  is  no  man  in  politics  in  Pen 
sylvania  who  can  be  called  a  P00r 
whether  he  began  as  a  democrat  or  a  repub.

It  is  believed  that  the  issue  between  polnlcs 
as  a  source  of  revenue  and  politics  as  an 
operation  of  patriotism  and  good  govern¬ 
ment  is  coming  to  a  head.  One  cannot  tell 
whether  it  will  reach  its  climax  now  or  be  a 
postponed  fight.  Charles  W.  Stone  and  Mr. 
Wanamaker  could  determine  that,  and  there 
would  be  no  doubt  of  the  result,  ware  it  not 
for  the  war  with  Spain.

dnay  Weary  of  Fighting. 

Quav  has  grown  weary  of  fighting.  Al¬ 
though  not  a  rich  man  he  was  believed  to 
be  above  the  need  of  earning  his  living.  He 
has  houses  in  Beaver,  in  Washington  and  in 
Florida,  which  meant  a  steady,  good  income. 
In  going  through  severe  battles  he  was  be-, 
lieved  to  have  given  way  to  the  temptation! 
of  politics,  rather  because  it  could  not  be 
helped  than  from  any  disposition  in  that  di¬ 
rection,  and  during  the  Cleveland  administra- 
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Hon  the"  air  begaiTto  "be" filled' with  rumors 
of  his  having  assumed  the  sublime  resolution 
to  place  himself  at  the  head  of  a  reform 
movement. 

There  was  an  uneasy  feeling  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  over  the  extreme  method  taken  byj 
Pennsylvania  politicians— a  movement  of  the 
waters,  as  it  were— immense  defeats  in  city 
and  State  elections;  Philadelphia,  with  her. 
forty  thousand  majority  republicans,  carried! 
by  democrats;  Pennsylvania,  overwhelmingly 
republican,  electing  a  democratic  Governor 
twice,  and  a  steady,  concentrated  movement 
toward  the  overthrow  of  what  was  called; 
money  in  politics. 

This  movement  was  directed  against  the 
house  of  Cameron,  and  the  legatee,  Senator1, 
Quay.  He  was  believed  to  be  the  embodiment  i 
of  all  that  money  in  politics  involved.  Sub¬ 
sequently  Mr.  Quay  came  to  the  front  as  a| 
leader  of  the  reform  movement,  and  to  thd  i 
expressed  surprise  of  those  who  questioned  j 
the  sincerity  of  such  a  new  departure.  th8 
answer  was  made  that  he  wished  to  Identify 
himself  at  the  close  of  his  political  career  . 
with  some  large  movement  of  national  re- 
form. 

He  was  powerful.  He  dominated  tho  | 
State.  The  organization  was  In  the  hollow  of 
his  hand.  He  had  but  to  command  to  be 
obeyed.  The  reform  movement  was  organ¬ 
ized.  Committees  were  appointed— one  com¬ 
mittee  especially  composed  of  gentlemen  who 
had  taken  active  part  in  the  reform  move¬ 
ment — such  men  as  Silas  W.  Pettit,  at  the 
■time  president  of  the  Union  League  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  and  distinguished  members  of  the 
bar  In  various  parts  of  the  State.  These 
gentlemen,  after  deliberation,  compiled  a 
body  of  laws,  embraced  In  five  special  acts, 
which  directed  the  most  radical  system  of 
civil  service  reform  ever  extended  to  a  Com¬ 
monwealth.  Money  in  politics  was  destroyed. 

Money  In  Politics. 

The  raising  of  money  for  political  affairs 
was  made  a  felony.  Office  was  given  for 
merit  and  kept  through  good  behavior.  Cities 
were  to  be  governed  on  business  princi¬ 
ples.  All  the  machinery  of  the  law  was  to 
be  directed  toward  the  purity  of  the  ballot 
and  the  enfranchisement  of  the  State.  These 
bills  were  presented  to  the  republican  Con¬ 
vention  and  were  passed  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  The  platform,  which  was  the  strongest 
recommendation  that  could  be  written  in 
favor  of  civil  service  reform,  came  from  the 
pen  of  John  Russell  Young.  Upon  that  Issue 
the  campaign  was  made.  It  was  the  McKin¬ 
ley  year,  and  the  Legislature  chosen  was  the 
strongest  republican  body,  in  numbers  and 
spirit,  that  has  been  known  in  the  history  of 
Pennsylvania  politics. 

When  the  reform  measures  were  brought 
before  the  tribunals  for  legislative  enactment 
they  were  first  amended,  crumbled,  taken  to 
pieces  and  thrown  down.  There  was  no  more 
idea  of  the  Legislature  carrying  out  the  com¬ 
mands  of  Mr.  Quay,  as  expressed  through 
his  reform  committee,  than  of  a  jury  of  Sing 
Sing  convicts  enacting  the  Ten  Command¬ 
ments.  I  am  not  familiar  enough  with  the 
details  of  that  legislation  to  distribute  praise 
or  blame.  The  friends  of  Mr.  Quay  say  that 
!  he  could  not  control  his  followers— that  the 
majority  was  too  large— that  the  instinct  of 
blood  was  in  their  veins,  and  they  did  not  in¬ 
tend  to  give  up  a  single  morsel  of  patron- 
j  age. 

My  own  impression  is  that  Mr.  Quay  was 
i  candid  in  his  proposal  to  pass  reform  meas- 
ures_that  he  went  as  far  as  he  could  in  his 
effort  to  make  them  possible,  and  that  he 
was  beaten,  partly  by  the  instinct  of  patron¬ 
age  and  spoils  which  is  a  part  of  the  politi¬ 
cal  character,  and  partly  by  the  rise  of  a  new 
power  in  Senator  Penrose  and  the  radical 
men  who  follow  him,  and  mean  business  all 
the  time: 

Summing  up  the  situation,  it  may  be  in¬ 
teresting,  as  an  explanation  of  the  recent 
campaign  in  Pennsylvania,  to  note  that  Mr. 
Quay  is  the  philosopher,  counsellor  and  friend 
of  the  republican  party  in  Pennsylvania,  but 
no  longer  its  leader— that  republicanism  must 
recognize  a  new  master,  and  new  issues.  It 
is  therefore,  well,  in  noting  the  result  of  the 
campaign  with  Mr.  Peniuse,  to  study  care¬ 
fully  his  character.  Whether  his  uncom¬ 
promising  and  ruthless  qualities  of  leader¬ 
ship  and  his  single,  resolute  methods  will  be 
acepted  easily  by  a  great  party,  is  a  problem 
and  upon  that  probably  will  depend  the  per 
manency  of  republican  power  in  Pennsyl 
vanla.

Leader  Guffey  did  his  best  to-day  to  treat  ! 
the  people  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  spec-  * 
taole  of  an  apparently  unbossed  convention, 
md  it  must  be  said,  to  his  credit,  that  he 
succeeded.  The  convention  nominated  a 
rtiffey  ticket;  that  is  a  ticket  composed 
)f  candidates  entirely  satisfactory  to  him; 
nd  adopted  the  kind  of  a  platform  Guffey 
anted,  rejecting  a  distinct  Indorsement  of 
he  Chicago  platform  and  William  J.  Bryan 
[to  do  it,  but  the  proceedings  from  first  to  I 
last  were  disorderly  and  tedious  and  long-  :

Chairman  McQuiston’s  reference  to  Will¬ 
iam  J.  Bryan  was  greeted  with  tremcm.ous 
applause  and  his  denunciation  of  Senator 
Quay  and  the  Republican  machine  met  with  ( 
enthusiastic  approval.  When  he  had  finished 
there  was  another  hitch.  The  committee  on  | 
resolutions  was  still  absent  and  their  re-  j 
port  was  not  ready. 

Joseph  Howley,  of  Allegheny,  moved  to  I 
proceed  to  the  presentation  of  the  names 
of  the  candidates.  After  some  debate,  the 
oGrdonltes  taking  the  opposing  side,  the 
chair  stated  that  as  Ex-Judge  Krebs,  of 
Clearfield,  who  had  been  selected  to  present 
the  name  of  Judge  Gordon,  was  serving  on 
the  resolutions  committee,  it  would  be  un¬ 
fair  to  proceed  without  him.  This  knocked 
out  the  pending  motion. 

Word  was  brought  from  the  platform  com¬ 
mittee  that  it  would  not  be  ready  until  7 
o'clock,  which  caused  the  offering  of  a  mo¬ 
tion  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  try 
to  stir  up  the  tardy  platform  builders.  This 
was  carried,  and  the  hurry-up  committee 
went  on  Its  mission  while  the  convention 
was  entertained  with  another  course  of  mu¬ 
sical  selections.  The  Gordon  people  have 
from  the  beginning  of  the  convention  played 
for  delay,  while  the  Guffey-Jenks  outfit  was 
complacently  willing  to  be  forebearing  to¬ 
ward  their  beaten  rivals. 

Pat  Foley,  of  Pittsburg,  chairman  of  the 
committee  that  waited  on  the  resolutions 
committee,  reported  that  It  would  be  any¬ 
where  between  7  and  9  o'clock  before  the 
platform  makers  would  be  ready  to  present 
the  result  of  its  labors.

The  delegates  not  caring  to  delay  business 
so  long  .agreed  to  this,  and  Chairman  Mc- 
Qulstou  called  for  the  oratory  to  be  turned 
on.  Ex-Judge  Krebs  was  still  absent,  and 
as  he  was  scheduled  to  lead  off,  Peter  J. 
Hughes  moved  to  proceed  with  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Governor  nominations,  and  was 
laughed  down. 

Finally  J.  J-  Miller,  of  Allegheny,  took 
the  stage  to  place  the  name  of  George  A. 
Jenks  before  his  fellow-delegatee.  Ho  be-  ! 
gan  by  stating  that  it  has  been  his  lnten- 
tion,  and  that  of  the  county  he  represented, 
to  name  James  Guffey  for  Governor.  Mr. 
Guffey  had  declined  for  good  reasons,  hut 
would  he  found  in  the  vanguard  In  support 
of  the  ticket  to  be  named  by  the  convention. 

Getting  down  to  his  candidate,  he  eulogized 
Mr.  Jenks  and  compared  him  favorably  with 
Samuel  J.  Randall  and  other  Democratic 
leaders;  cited  his  brilliant  work  in  present¬ 
ing  the  case  of  Samuel  J.  Tilden  before  the 
Electoral  Commission,  and  declared  tljat  his 
fidelity  to  his  principles  was  such  that  no 
suspicion  could  be  attached  to  his  party 
loyalty.

His  voice  , 
was  low  and  husky  and  did  not  carry  his  , 
words  to  everybody  in  the  hall. 

There  were  lots  of  Gordon  shouters  on 
baud  and  they  made  a  great  noise  when  Mr.  J 
Krebs  had  taken  his  seat.  They  made  a 
strong  effort  to  stampede  the  convention,  I 
and  Michael  J.  Ryan,  of  Philadelphia,  fanned 
the  enthusiasm  into  a  brisk  and  lively  flame 
with  his  fervid  oratory  in  seconding  Judge  j 
Gordon’s  nomination.  He  said  that  the : 
judge  was  no  stalking  horse  candidate  and 
that  his  nomination  meant  simply  victory.  | 
Mr.  Ryan  was  given  round  after  round  of  1 
applause. 

Silver  Platform  Rejected. 

The  nominations  for  Governor  were  closed 
and  the  committee  on  resolutions  presented 
its  report  through  its  chairman,  Ex-Con- 
gresssman  W.  H.  Sowden,  of  Lehigh,  who 
read  the  platform  as  agreed  upon  by  the 
majority  of  the  committee.  He  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  report  and  demanded  the 
previous  question.  W.  J.  Breen,  of  Venan¬ 
go  read  the  minority  report  of  the  plat¬ 
form  committee.  It  differed  from  the  other 
in  the  first  plank,  and  in  that  unqualifiedly 
Indorsed  the  Chicago  platform  and  William 
Jennings  Bryan.  It  was  signed  by  twenty- 
one  members  of  the  committee  on  resolu¬ 
tions.  The  minority  report  was  voted  on 
first  and  rejected.  Then  the  majority  re¬ 
port  was  declared  adopted  by  a  viva  voce 
vote  and  a  tumult  broke  out. 

Ex-Congressman  James  Kerr,  of  Clear-, 
field  the  leader  of  the  Gordon  forces,  led  the 
ficht  for  Bryan  and  free  silver  to  be  placed  j 
In  the  platform,  while  the  Jenks  people 
wanted  it  to  be  devoted  to  State  Issues,  with  | 
onlv  incidental  reference  to  national  af¬ 
fairs.  Several  excited  delegates  jumped 
upon  the  stage  and  crowded  around  the  chair¬ 
man,  while  on  the  floor  the  men  who  were 
favorable  to  the  Bryan  Idea  were  ye  ling  like 
Indians  and  demanding  a  roll  call  on  the 
proposition  to  adopt  the  minority  report 
After  starting  the  band  to  drown  the  clamor 
Chairman  McQulston  consented  to  have  the 
ballot  taken  to  mollify  the  silver  shouters. 
It  resulted:  Ayes,  288;  nays,  184. 

The  majority  report  on  the  platform  was 
then  adopted  without  a  division.

Interesting  CaTeeT^e  Democratic  j 
Nominee  for  Governor. 

George  A.  Jenks,  who  was  nominated  by 

thc  Pen,  11 

Kg  beejuborn  lp  Punxsutav^ 

ney,-  Jefferson  county,  March  23,  1836.  At 
the  age  of  14  years,  upon  the  death  of 
his  father,  ne  was  compelled  to  earn  ills  J 
own  living.  He  secured  a  position  in  a 
retail  store  as  a  clerk,  and  In  his  leisure 
hours  prepared  himself,  without  an  inslrue- 
7  tor,  for  a  collegiate  course.  Fourteen  months 
later  he  obtained  a  position  as  a  common  [ 

■  sehool  teacher  and  pursued  Ills  studies  at  I 
the  ending  of  his  term.  He  attended  a 
Brookville  academy  and  later  apprenticed 
himself  for  two  years  at  the  carpenter  and 
joiner  trade.  After  serving  his  time,  he 
read  law  with  his  brother,  William  1’.  Jenks, 

,  and  again  resumed  teaching.  In  1855  he  went 
to  Kansas  and  assisted  as  a  surveyor  in 
laying  out  the  city  of  Omaha.  Returning 
f  to  Pennsylvania,  he  entered  Jefferson  Col¬ 
lege  and  was  graduated  in  1859.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  iu  1859  and  has  since 
f  become  widely  known  in  Western  I  enn- 
t  sylvania  as  a  lawyer. 

Until  1874  he  held  no  public  office;  he  was 
then  nominated  for  Congress  by  the  Demo¬ 
cracy  of  theTweuty-fifth  district— Armstrong, 
it  Clarion.  Forest,  Indiana  and  Jefferson — and  t 
'was  elected  over  General  Harry  White  by  518 
majority.  He  supported  Mr.  Randall  for 
Speaker  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress  and 
In  the  organization  of  the  committees  was 
appointed  chairman  of  invalided  pensions. 

In  1876  lie  was  defeated  for  re-election 
■fcv  General  Harry  White,  the  ‘vote  standing 
15  13(1  for  White  to  13.397  for  Jenks,  a 

■  majority  of  1,739  for  White.  Mr.  Jenks  then 
resumed  his  law  practice.  In  18i8  Mi. 

1  Jenks  entered  the  field  as  a  candidate  for 

■  the  Democratic  nomination  for  Governor,  but 
received  onlv  fourteen  votes  in  the  con¬ 
vention.  which  finally  nominated  Ex-State 
Senator  Andrew  II.  Dill  on  (he  third  bal¬ 
lot.  In  1.880  he  was  placed  on  the  State 
ticket  for  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  by 
a  vote  of  nearly  two  to  one,  but  was  de¬ 
feated  at  the  election  by  Henry  Green,  the

In  June,  1885,  Mr.  Jenks  was  appointed 
;  ffbv  President  Cleveland  an  Assistant  Secre- 
ffitarv  of  the  Interior,  and  held  that  position 
V  until  May,  1886,  when  ho  resigned  to  be- 
Reome  the  confidential  adviser  and  counsel 
■  of  John  E.  Dubois,  the  young  millionaire 
lumberman  who  had  just  succeeded  to  his 
uncle’s  immense  estate  and  business  inter-  j 

eS\fr.  Jenks,  however,  was  not  permitted 
by  President  Cleveland  to  remain  long  in 
retirement,  for  on  July  29  of  the  same  year 
lie  was  appointed  Solicitor  General,  and  dis¬ 
charged  thc  duties  of  that  important  legal 
position  until  the  close  of  the  first  Cleve¬ 
land  administration.  He  was  peculiarly 
qualified  for  the  position  by  his  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  Pacific  Railroad  and 
Bell  Telenbone  questions,  upon  both  of 
which  he  was  soon  called  upon  to  act  on 
behalf  of  the  government.  He  was  also 
frequently  called  upon  to  act  as  Attorney 
General  in  thc  absence  of  Mr.  Garland, 
whose  superior  he  unquestionably  was  as  a 
lawyer.  On  the  accession  of  the  Harrison 
administration  to  office,  Mr.  Miller,  the  new 
Attorney  General,  requested  Mr.  Jenks  to 
remain  in  his  position  as  Solicitor  General 
until  the  end  of  tic  neiuling  term  of.  the 
Supreme  Court,  in  order  that  he  might  con¬ 
duct  the  telephone  eases  bofo,  that  tribunal.

It  denounced 
I  boss  rule  and  yet  all  afternoon  when¬ 
ever  any  crucial  test  in  vote  or  voice 
was  at  hand  State  Chairman  John  M. 
Garman  hurried  hithpr  and  thither  on 
the  convention  floor,  giving  orders  and 
otherwise  wielding  a  dominant  and  of¬ 
fensive  personal  power  that  was  never 
exceeded  by  any  similar  display,  even 
on  the  part  of  William  H.  Andrews. 
It  hurled  anathemas  at  corporate  con-  [ 
trol,  and  yet  was  compelled  to  listen 
to  a  sweeping  denunciation  of  the  man¬ 
ner  the  Standard  Oil  Company  was  using 
its  power  to  control  the  convention  and 
distate  the  choice  of  its  candidate. 

The  events  of  the  early  day  indicated 
that  there  was  little  hope  of  the  nom¬ 
ination  of  Judge  Gordon,  though  his 
faithful  and  untiring  friends  never  fal¬ 
tered  and  went  down  with  colors  flying, 
while  cheers  for  Jenks  rent  the  air  as 
the  final  vote  was  announced.  Of  the 
auxiliary  booms  started  last  night,  those 
for  Senator  J.  Henry  Cochran,  of  Ly¬ 
coming;  ex-Governor  Robert  E.  Patti- 
son,  and  Hon.  Joseph  C.  Sibley  met  an 
untimely  fate  before  daylight  with  the 
exception  of  that  for  Pattison.  The 
latter  received  five  votes  on  the  floor  of 
the  convention  hall.  The  instant  that 
John  M.  Garman  learned  last  night  that 
Cochran’s  friends  had  opened  headquar¬ 
ters  for  him,  he  sent  for  Hon.  Walter  E. 
Ritter  and  told  him  that  the  movement 
must  not  be.  permitted  to  grow.  He  told 
Ritter  that  Senator  Cochran  was  al¬ 
ready  out  of  the  field. 

A  telegram  was  sent  to  Senator  Coch¬ 
ran  at  the  Continental  Hotel,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  asking  if  he  was  still  a  candidate. 
In  ignorance  of  the  situation  here  Sena¬ 
tor  Cochran  replied  that  he  was  out  of 
the  race,  and  on  this  information  Rit¬ 
ter  abandoned  the  contest,  though  Sulli¬ 
van  County  stuck  to  Cochran  to  the  end 
and  gave  him  two  votes  on  the  first 
and  only  ballot.  The  Sibley  boom  began 
and  ended  with  the  Schuylkill  delegation. 
The  Pattison  strength  which  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  dormant  in  the  Berks  dele¬ 
gation  mysteriously  disappeared  this 
morning.  The  nineteen  votes  from  this 
county  were  cast  for  Jenks,  but  Patti¬ 
son  got  five  votes  in  Chester  County. 


Garman’s  Wretched  Management. 

It  was  the  outcropping  of  these  in¬ 
cidents  that  early  in  the  morning  fore¬ 
shadowed  trouble  to  Judge  Gordon’s  can¬ 
didacy  later  in  the  day.  As  for  the 
convention  itself,  no  such  wretched  and 
inexcusable  mismanagement  in  the  ad¬ 
mittance  and  seating  of  the  delegates 
as  marked  Mr.  Garman’s  control  of  af¬ 
fairs  has  been  seen  at  any  State  con¬ 
vention  in  recent  years.  The  conven¬ 
tion  hour  was  12  o’clock,  and  half  an 
[  hour  after  that  time  delegates  in  rows 
twelve  deep  were  packed  in  front  of 
the  main  entrance,  unable  to  obtain 
admittance.  Some  newspaper  corre¬ 
spondents  and  editors  were  wholly  un¬ 
able  to  get  into  the  hall  at  the  morn¬ 
ing  session,  the  doorkeepers  insolently 
asserting  that  there  were  “enough  of 
them  in  there  now,’’  even  when  proper 
tickets  were  presented.  Most  of  the  dele¬ 
gates  and  correspondents  were  literally 
dragged  into  the  building  after  they  had 
been  identified,  so  great  was  the  un¬ 
necessary  crush.  Once  in  the  building 
the  delegates  who  occupied  the  orchestra 
circles  seated  themselves  without  regard 
to  delegations.  Chairman  Garman,  in¬ 
tent  on  his  master’s  work,  finally  dis¬ 
covered  the  inextricable  mix-up,  made 
a  half-public  apology  and  told  the  dele¬ 
gates  to  sit  anywhere  during  the  first 
session.

The  nearest  approach  to  a  riot  was

read  the  report.  It  indorsed  and  yet  did 
not  indorse  the  Chicago  platform.  It 
was  a  surprise  to  hundreds  when  W.  J. 
Breen,  a  vociferous  and  assertive  dele¬ 
gate  from  the  standard  county  of  Venan¬ 
go,  offered  the  minority  report.  It  con¬ 
sisted  of  only  One  plank,  the  first,  in 
which  the  fi  ee  Silver,  the  Chicago  plat¬ 
form  and  William  J.  Bryan  were  effusive¬ 
ly  indorsed.  There  w'as  an  immediate 
and  vigorous  effort  to  knock  the  minor¬ 
ity  report  in  the  head.  Chairman  Mc- 
Quiston  hurriedly  put  the  question  on  its 
adoption  and  decided  against  it.  In  an 
instant  there  was  a  wild  yell  of  Di¬ 
vision, “  “Qall  the  roll.”  “Appeal  from 
your  decision,”  etc.  With  a  carpenter  s 
mallet  in  his  hand  McQuiston  pounded 
in  vain  for  order.  Delegates  by  the  dozen 
were  clamoring  for  recognition  and 
climbing  over  seats  and  crowding  down 
the  aistes,  shaking  their  fists  at  the 
chairmian.  It  was  the  opportunity  of  the 
convention  for  the  free  silverites  and 
rampant  Bryan  men.  Quick  as  a  flash 
the  Gordon  leaders  saw  their  opportun¬ 
ity  The  Standard  people  had  enlisted 
the  free  silverites  in  their  effort  to  make 
tb©  platform  as  obnoxious  as  possible, 
and  thus  insure  the  success  of  Mr 
Quay’s  plan  to  drive  the  independent  Re¬ 
publicans  away  from  Jenks.

CONVENTION  IN  DETAIL. 


Delegates  Were  Slow  in  Getting 
Down  to  Work. 

By  Telegraph  from  a  Staff  Correspondent. 
Altoona,  Pa.,  June  29.-The  convention 
was  as  slow  in  beginning  its  work  as 
it  was  in  accepting  the  advice  of  the 
conservative  leaders  in  favor  of  a  nom¬ 
ination  for  Governor  that  might  at¬ 
tract  the  independent  vote.  Twelve 
o’clock  was  the  time  fixed  for  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  delegates’  labors,  and 
it  was  an  hour  after  noon  before  Chair¬ 
man  Garman  called  the  convention  to 
order.  The  political  acrobat  delegated  by 
Mr.  Guffey  to  boss  the  proceedings  shone 
resplendent  in  a  white  crash  suit  and 
a  shirt  front  of  white  and  blue  bars 
an  inch  wide.  Mr.  Garman  evidently 
felt  the  necessity  of  an  opening  apology, 
and  he  began  by  blaming  the  inferior 
I  character  of  the  accommodations  for 
delegates  and  newspaper  men  by  blam¬ 
ing  all  that  was  lacking  on  the  local 
Committee  of  Arrangements. 

Having  concluded  his  apology,  Mr.  Gar¬ 
man  informed  the  convention  that  P. 
A.  O’Boyle  had  been  selected  as  its 
temporary  chairman,  and  that  young 
man  arrived  with  his  speech  reduced  to 
paper  by  a  typewriter  and  hashed  upon 


the  assembled  Democrats.  Mr.  O’Boyle 
made  a  good  speech  viewed  from  the 
point  of  a  professor  of  elocution,  who 
believes  in  the  use  by  his  pupils  of 
chunks  of  quotations  from  as  many 
mossbacks  as  can  posibly  be  gathered 
together,  but  as  it  was  the  first  speech 
of  the  convention  it  was  permitted  with¬ 
out  many  evidences  of  disapproval. 

It  was  apparent  that  many  of  those 
present  did  not  have  any  particular  in¬ 
terest  in  most  of  what  Mr.  O’Boyle 
said,  but  when  he  shouted:  “If  we  must 
go  down,  let  it  be  with  flying  colors,” 
Chairman  Garman  jumped  to  his  feet 
and  led  the  first  genuine  outburst  of 
applause. 

A  little  later  when  Mr.  O’ Boyle  said: 
“Let  us  protest  against  the  rule  of  the 
State  by  one  man,”  a  meek  little  man 
near  the  stage  remarked :  “If  we  would 
only  first  protest  against  the  rule  of 
both  parties  by  one  man,  we  might  make 
belter  headway.” 

A  little  later  Mr.  O’Boyle  referred  to 
the  “matchless  leadership  of  William  J. 
Bryan,”  and  the  convention  went  wild. 
The  cheering  continued  for  fully  a  min¬ 
ute,  and  when  it  had  almost  subsided 
Thomas  J.  Ryan  and  Magistrate  Don¬ 
nelly,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Chairman 
Garman  led  in  a  new  outburst  that  was 
kept  up  until  the  lung  power  of  the 
free  silverltfcs  gave  out.  Mr.  O’Boyle 
was  satisfie/I  to  drop  his  oration  at  this 
point,  and  the  first  session  of  the  con¬ 
vention  was  ended  a  few  minutes  later 
with  the  appointment  of  the  usual  com¬ 
mittees  on  credentials,  permanent  or¬ 
ganization  and  resolutions. 

Late  in  Reconvening. 

When  the  convention  adjourned,  short¬ 
ly  after  2  o’clock,  It  was  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  it  would  meet  again  at  3 
o’clock.  The  hour  of  3  o’clock  came, 
h/jwever,  without  any  indication  that 
«uiy  of  the  committees  were  ready  to 
report,  and  it  was  after  4  o’clock  before 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  was  ready 
with  its  finding.  William  J.  Brennan,  of 
Pittsburg,  who  was  chairman  of  this 
committee,  reported  that  there  were  four 
contests;  the  one  in  Luzerne,  he  said, 
had  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  dele¬ 
gate  whose  name  appeared  on  the  roll. 
The  other  three  contests  were  from 
Philadelphia.  The  first  was  in  the  First 
Senatorial  District,  and  was  also  decided 
in  favor  of  the  gentlemen  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  roll.  The  other  two 
Philadelphia  contests  were  in  the  Eighth 
and  Twenty-fifth  Districts.  In  the 
Eighth  District.  Dallas  Sanders  being 
given  his  seat,  while  in  the  Twenty-fifth 


given  ms  seat,  wmie  in  uie  inemy-uun 
District,  Messrs.  Maher,  Cranston  and 


Murphy  were  seated.  The  report  of  the 
committee  was  agreed  to  unanimously. 

Senator  Laubaugh,  who  was  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Organization,  next 
presented  the  report,  which  was  in  favor 
of  the  retention  of  all  the  temporary 
officers,  except  the  chairman.  He  said 
that  the  committee  had  been  unable  to 
agree  upon  a  chairman,  Joseph  Howley 
and  L.  W.  -«IcQulston  havin  geach  re¬ 
ceived  eighteen  votes  for  that  honor. 


McQ.uiston  Permanent  Chairman 

At  this  point  Michael  J.  Ryan,  of 
Philadelphia,  withdrew  the  name  of  Mr. 
Howlev.  in  the  interest  of  harmony  and 
nominated  Mr.  McQuiston,  who  was 
unanimously  elected.  Mr.  McQuiston 
made  a  half  hour’s  speech,  in  which  he 
referred,  in  a  general  way,  to  the  abuses 
of  the  last  Legislature,  and  concluded 
by  eulogizing  William  J.  Bryan.  The 
mention  of  the  name  of  Mr.  Bryan  was 
the  signal  of  another  outburst  of  en¬ 
thusiasm,  on  the  part  of  the  free  silver¬ 
ites,  and  this  was  continued  for  several 
minutes.  When  the  applause  had  con¬ 
cluded  it  was  found  that  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions  was  not  yet  'ready  to 
report. 

The  convention  waited  for  half  an 
hour,  but  the  committee  did  not  put  in 
an  appearance.  An  effort  was  then  made 
to  have  the  delegates  agree  that  nomina¬ 
tion  speeches  should  be  made  pending 
the  adoption  of  the  resolutions.  This 
was  vigorously  opposed  by  the  friends 
of  Judge  Gordon,  headed  by  Michael  J. 
Ryan,  and  Peter  J.  Hughes,  who  stated 
that  Judge  Krebs  expected  to  place 
Judge  Gordon's  name  before  the  a

Magistrate  Hughes  in  vain  tried 
to  have  the  nomination  of  Governor 
passed,  and  proceed  to  the  nomination 
of  candidates  for  Lieutenant  Governor. 
Several  motions  to  adjourn  were  voted 
down  and  J.  J.  Miller,  of  Pittsburg,  se¬ 
cured  the  stage  and  placed  George  A. 
Jenks  in  nomination.

When  Mr.  Ryan  had  concluded,  ex- 
Congressman  Sowden,  of  Lehigh,  who 
was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reso¬ 
lutions,  appealed  and  read  the  majority 
report  of  that  body.  When  he  had  con¬ 
cluded  he  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
resolutions,  but  before  the  motion  could 
be  put,  William  J.  Breen,  of  Oil  City, 
jumped  upon  the  stage,  and  with  blood 
in  his  eye,  demanded  that  the  free  sil¬ 
ver  Democrats  should  have  some  show. 
He  said  he  was  the  bearer  of  a  minority 
report  from  the  Committee  on  Resolu¬ 
tions  and  demanded  that  he  bo  heard. 
This  privilege  was  accorded  him,  and  he 
read  a  plank  reaffirming  the  Chicago 
platform  and  extolling  the  virtues  ot 
William  J.  Bryan.  This  he  moved  be 
substituted  for  the  first  plan'!-,  in  the 
platform  presented  by  the  majority.  The 
chairman  put  the  motion,  which,  when 
the  vote  had  been  taken,  he  declared 
lost.  The  silver  element  in  the  conven¬ 
tion  refused  to  submit  to  this  ruling,  but 
the  chairman,  with  Mr.  Garman  at  his 
back  urging  him  on,  insisted  that  he 
would  not  listen  to  their  appeals  for  roll 
call. 

Shouts  of  “gag  rule,”  “robber,”  “thief,” 
“treachery,”  and  the  like  filled  the  air 
for  five  or  ten  minutes.  The  indignant 
howls  of  the  silverites  mingled  with  the 
jeers  of  those  who  were  in  favor  of  the 
platform  as  presented  by  ex-Congress- 
man  Sowden  made  it  impossible  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business.  Mr.  Breen 
held  his  position  on  the  stage  during  all 
of  this  time,  shouting  until  he  was  red 
in  the  face,  and  he  was  reinforced  by  J. 
O.  Ulrich,  of  Schuylkill  County,  a  gen¬ 
tleman  who  looks  very  much  like  Wil¬ 
liam  J.  Bryan.  Half  of  the  delegates  in 
the  convention  were  on  their  feet,  and 
many  of  them  made  a  rush  to  the  stage. 
The  police  were  finally  called  in.  and 
managed  by  much  exertion  to  prevent 
the  howling  silverites  from  dragging  the 
chairman  from  his  position  on  the  stage. 
Order  was  only  restored  when  the  chair¬ 
man  agreed  to  submit  the  question  of 
the  adoption  of  the  minority  report  to 
an  aye  and  nay  vote. 

The  roll-call  had  hardly  been  started, 
however,  before  the  convention  again 
became  a  howling  mob.  When  Berks 
County  was  reached  the  chairman  of  tihe 
delegation  announced  that  the  nineteen 
delegates  voted  no.  Peter  J.  Hughes,  from 
Philadelphia,  jumped  to  his  feet  at  this 
announcement  and  made  an  angry  dash 
for  the  stage,  demanding  that  the  names 
of  all  of  the  Berks  County  delegates 
be  called.  Two  policemen,  by  direction 
of  the  chairman,  pushed  Mr.  Hughes 
hack  into  his  seat.  The  vote  was  then 
proceeded  with.  While  it  was  under  way 
Chairman  Garman  was  actively  engaged 
in  lobbying  against  the  resolution  to  in¬ 
dorse  free  silver  and  commend  Bryan. 
The  vote  on  the  minority  resolution

was  238  “nays”  to  134  “ayes,"  and  was 
therefore  declared  defeated.  The  vote 
on  the  silver  resolution  was  quite  in¬ 
teresting  and  was  watched  closely  by 
every  one  in  the  convention.  D.  A.  Orr, 
the  leader  of  the  Gordbn  forces,  voted 
in  favor  of  the  silver  resolutions.

“aye,”  the  Philadelphia  delegation,  wit 
seven  exceptions,  voted  “aye.”  The  ex¬ 
ceptions  were  Patrick  Donohue,  of  the 
Second  District;  J.  J.  McCarthy,  of  the 
Nineteenth;  W.  B.  Nichols,  of  the  Twen-  i 
tieth :  E.  Bennis  and  Isaac  Russell,  of  j 
the  Twenty-fifth,  and  John  P.  Sullivan,  | 
ot  the  Twenty-second,  and  B.  Crans-  [ 
ton. 

Upon  the  announcement  of  the  vote  j 
Michael  J.  Ryan  significantly  remarked: 
“Judge  Gordon’s  home  gives  sixty  votes 
in  favor  of  the  Chicago  platform.” 
There  was  a  repetition  of  the  noisy 
scenes  when  the  vote  was  announced, 
and  it  was  several  minutes  before  order 
could  be  restored.  When  this  had  been 
accomplished  a  motion  was  adopted  to 
proceed  with  the  vote  on  Governor.  P. 
J.  Hughes  protested  that  no  tellers  had 
been  appointed,  whereupon  the  Chair  ap¬ 
pointed  Mr.  Hughes,  William  J.  Bren¬ 
nan  and  John  D.  Keenan  to  act  in  that 
capacity. 

Vote  on  Governor. 

The  vote  on  Governor  was  305  for 
Jenks,  116  for  Gordon,  5  for  ex-Governor 
Pattison;  2  for  Senator  Cochran,  of 
Williamsprt;  2  for  ex-Senator  Crawforth 
and  2  for  Patrick  Mulholland,  of  Schuyl¬ 
kill.  The  roll  was  not  called  upon  the 
Philadelphia  delegates.  The  announce¬ 
ment  of  their  vote  was  made  by  Michael 
J.  Ryan.  He  said  that  forty-five  of  the 
Philadelphia  delegates  voted  for  Judge 
Gordon,  and  nineteen  for  Jenks.  Before 
the  vote  was  announced  a  number  of 
the  delegates  changed  from  Gordon  to 
Jenks,  and,  upon  motion  of  Michael  J. 
Ryan,  of  Philadelphia,  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Jenks  was  mp.de  unanimous.  The 
convention  adjourned,  the  hour  then 
being  7.30  o’clock,  until  9  o’clock. 
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Night  Session  Opens. 

The  night  session  of  the  convention 
was  also  behind  time,  and  it  was  after 
half-past  9  o’clock  when  enough  dele¬ 
gates  reached  the  Opera  House  to  trans¬ 
act  business.  Many  of  the  counties  were 
not  represented,  their  delegates  having 
taken  the  first  trains  for  home  after 
supper.  Little  time  was  wasted  once  a 
start  was  made.  The  nomination  of  a 
candidate  for  Lieutenant  Governor  was 
the  first  business  taken  up.  But  two 
candidates  were  placed  before  the  con¬ 
vention. 

They  were  ex-Congressman  Sowden,  of 
Lehigh,  and  George  W.  Bacon,  of  York. 


M.  L.  C.  Kline,  of  Lehigh,  nominated 
Mr.  Sowden.  and  George  C.  Brown,  of 
Y'ork.  performed  the  same  service  for 
Mr.  Bacon. 

Before  the  ballot  was  taken  George 
A.  Jenks,  the  nominee  for  Governor, 
arrived  at  the  Opera  House,  and  William 
J.  Brennen,  of  Pittsburg,  and  Dallas 
Sanders,  of  Philadelphia,  were  dele¬ 
gated  to  escort  him  to  the  stage.  As 
Mr.  Jenks  passed  up  the  aisle  to  the 
stage  he  was  accorded  an  ovation,  and 
when  he  reached  the  platform  he  was 


required  to  stand  bowing  his  acknowl¬ 
edgments  to  the  cheers  of  his  admirers 
for  several  minutes. 

Mr.  Jenks  was  then  escorted  to  a  seat 
on  the  stage  and  listened  to  the  calling 
of  the  roll  on  the  vote  for  Lieutenant 
Governor.  The1  result  of  the  ballot  was 
the  nomination  of  Mr.  Sowden,  he  hav¬ 
ing  received  226  votes  to  193  cast  for  Mr. 
Bacon.  The  nomination  was  made  unan¬ 
imous. 
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Candidate  Jenks  Speaks. 

Gubernatorial  Candidate  George  A. 
Jenks  was  then  introduced  to  the  con¬ 
vention  and  in  a  feeble  voice  that  could 
he  heard  only  twenty  feet  away  briefly 
expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  honor 
conferred  upon  him. 

“I  will  not  attempt  at  this  time,” 
he  said,  “to  do  more  than  thank  you 
for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon 
me  to-day.  There  is  ample  time  between 
now  and  November,  and  there  vail  be 
much  work  to  he  done.  I  hope  you  will 
unite  and  aid  in  that  work  and  win  a 
great  victory  for  the  Democratic  party.

Altoona,  Pa_,  June  29.— The  triumphant 
Guffey  managers  sent  word  to-night  to 
ex-Judge  Henry  J.  McCarthy,  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  that  they  would  be  glad  to  place 
his  name  on  the  ticket  for  Superior  Court 
Judge.  Judge  McCarthy  gave  an  em¬ 
phatic  “No”  to  the  suggestion.  When 
the  offer  was  presented  to  Judge  Gordon 
he  said:  “No  friend  of  mine  wants  any¬ 
thing  from  Mr.  Guffey  or  desires  to  have 
any  communiea.tion  from  or  relationship 
with  him.”

“True  to  the  Declarations  of  the 
Party  on  National  Questions 


Supports  the  Government  in 
the  War  with  Spain. 

The  platform  adopted  is  as  follows:— 

The  Democracy  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
State  convention  assembled,  renewing 
their  former  pledges  of  fidelity  and  de¬ 
votion  to  the  sacred  rights  of  the  people 
and  State,  and  true  to  the  convictions 
and  declarations  of  the  party  upon  na¬ 
tional  questions,  realize  that  the  issues 
in  the  coming  State  campaign  relate 
peculiarly  and  transcendently  to  the 
redemption  of  the  State*  from  Republi¬ 
can  misrule  and  corruption,  and,  ap¬ 
pealing  to  the  honest  and  patriotic  citi¬ 
zens  to  unite  in  vindicating  the  honor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  redeeming 
all  its  departments  from  official  abuses 
and  corrupt  practices,  does  declare  that 
the  paramount  issues  in  the  campaign 
on  which  we  have  entered  are  honest 
government,  home  rule  and  clean  poli¬ 
tics,  and  hereby  pledges  itself  to  w-age 
unceasing  warfare  against  the  vicious 
system  of  political  profligacy  and  cor¬ 
ruption  that  pervades  our  entire  system 
of  State  and  municipal  affairs.

Appropriations  for  junket¬ 
ing  excursions  by  members  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  shall,  if  passed  by  the  Senate  and 
House,  be  promptly  vetoed. 

The  ballot  law  shall  be  simplified,  pre¬ 
serving  the  secrecy  intended,  to  be  given 
thereby  and  protecting  the  voter  from 
coercion  and  the  electors  from  corrup¬ 
tion,  to  the  end  that  our  elections  may 
be  honorably  conducted  and  the  will  of 
the  people  honestly  recorded. 

Statutes  shall  be  passed  prohibiting 
within  the  State  trusts  and  combinations 
formed  to  prevent  the  free  competition 
of  trade  and  to  destroy  individual  enter¬ 
prise. 

We  pledge  o>ur  hearty  support  to  the 
Government  in  an  active  and  aggressive 
conduct  of  the  war  with  Spain. 


DROPPED  FREE  SILVER. 
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After  Lively  Fight  Resolutions  Com¬ 
mittee  Votes  It  Down. 

By  Telegraph  from  a  Staff  Correspondent. 
Altoona,  Pa.,  June  29. — A  fight  was 
early  foreshadowed  in  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions.  W.  H.  Sowden,  of  Le¬ 
high,  who  came  to  Altoona  with  a 
made-to-order  platform,  was  chosen 
chairman  of  the  committee.  He  wanted 
to  indorse  the  Chicago  platform  by 
sliding  over  it  in  a  greased  plank  sort 
of  way.  But  the  Schuylkill  free  silver- 
ites  were  in  waiting.  So  was  the  Stand¬ 
ard  Oil  Company.  The  State  Committee 
was  in  favor  of  a  mild  indorsement  of 
free  silver,  and  sent  Mr.  VanDyke,  of 
Dauphin,  to  the  committee  as  repre¬ 
senting  it  with  this  sort  of  a  resolu¬ 
tion. 

But  the  Standard,. which  had  its  rep¬ 
resentative,  Superintendent  Keegan,  on 
the  field,  determined  not  only  to  get 
Jenks  on  the  ticket  but  plant  him  on 
a  platform  that  would  preclude  the  possi- 
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votes.  It  had  an 
silver  Bryan  plank  ready,  and  after  ex¬ 
cluding  everybody  frofn  the  room  the 
i  committee  proceeded  to  fight  over  this 
question  for  two  hours.  The  vote  on 
a  motion  to  insert  the  Standard  Oil  Com¬ 
pany’s  plank  for’  Bryan  showed  twenty- 
one  votes  for  it  and  twenty-five  against 
it.  The  Standard’s  plank  was  then  made 
a  minority  report,  and  was  presented 
to  the  convention  by  W.  J.  Breen,  of 
'  Venango  County. 

j  In  an  adjoining  room,  during  the  re- 
;  cess,  the  Committee  on  Contested  Seats 
was  in  session,  with  William  J.  Brepnan, 
of  Pittsburg,  as  chairman,  and  Magis¬ 
trate  Charles  J.  Donnelly,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  as  secretary.  There  was  a  long 
wrangle  over  the  Philadelphia  and 
Luzerne  contests,  but  in  the  end  the 
seated  delegates  were  permitted  to  re¬ 
tain  their  seats.  The  Lycoming  County 
delegation,  which  had  eight  delegates 
present,  was  notified  that  it  was  only 
entitled  to  seven  delegates,  and  that  it 
must  reduce  its  representation  to  that 
number. 

The  absence  of  two  Philadelphians  cut 
the  Gordon  leaders  out  of  the  permanent 
chairmanship  of  the  convention.  As 
stated  in  these  despatches  last  night. 
Joseph  Howley,  chairman  of  the  Alle¬ 
gheny  delegation,  was  selected  as  the 
Gordon  candidate  for  permanent  chair¬ 
man.  Levi  McQuiston,  of  Butler,  was 
the  Guffey-Garman  choice.  It  was  a  bit 
of  smooth  work  on  the  part  of  M.  J. 
Ryan  that  nearly  gained  the  day  for  the 
Gordon  people.  The  Committee  on  Per¬ 
manent  Organization  met  In  the  Opera 
House  after  adjournment.  With  an  air 
of  impatience  Mr.  Ryan  asked  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  rush  its  work,  and  in  an  off¬ 
hand  way  Mr.  Howley  was  named  for 
permanent  chairman.  The  vote  was 
taken  viva  voce,  and  Howley  got  the 
votes. 

Suddenly  Magistrate  “Boley”  Mullin, 
of  Pittsburg,  awakened  to  the  situation 
and  demanded  that  the  committee  recon¬ 
sider  its  action.  This  was  agreed  to,  a 
yea  and  nay  call  was  demanded  and  it 
was  a  tie  between  Howley  and  McQuis¬ 
ton.  Had  the  two  Philadelphians  been 
present,  Howley  would  have  been  elected 
and  the  situation  would,  perhaps,  have 
been  materially  changed.  Unable  to 
agree,  the  matter  of  permanent  chair¬ 
man  was  referred  to  the  convention. 
It  was  considered  wise  by  the  Gordonites 
to  withdraw  Howley,  and  so,  when  the 
convention  reconvened.  Michael  J.  Ryan 
moved  that  Mr.  McQuiston,  of  Butler, 
be  elected  unanimously.  The  temporary 
officers  of  the  convention  were  made  the 
permanent  officers.

He  then  resumed  his  trade  in  Iowa,  and 
after  a  brief  period  returned  to  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  entered  Jefferson  College 
in  the  junior  year  as  a  regular  in  all 
the  studies  except  Greek. 

In  1856  he  went  to  his  native  place  and 
resumed  the  study  of  law,  which  he  pur¬ 
sued,  in  connection  with  the  study  of 
Greek,  until  the  beginning  of  the  col¬ 
legiate  year  1857-58,  when  he  returned  to 
college  and  entered  the  senior  class 
regular  in  all  its  studies,  having  com¬ 
pleted  the  Greek,  in  which  he  had  been' 
deficient.  He  graduated  in  1858,  being 
among  the  highest  in  his  class.  Admit¬ 
ted  to  the  bar  in  1859,  he  has  since  be¬ 
come  widelv  known  in  Western  Penn¬ 
sylvania  as  a  lawyer.  Until  1874  he  held 
no  public  office;  he  was  then  nominated 
by  the  Democracy  of  the  Twenty-fifth 
District  for  Congress,  and  running  large-  , 
ly  ahead  of  his  State  and  county  ticket.  J  I 
was  elected  over  General  Harry  White' 
by  600  majority.  On  the  election  ofi. 
Speaker  for  the  Forty-fourth  Congress,  ■ 
he  earnestly  supported  Mr.  Rairdall,  and 
in  the  organization  of  the  committees; 
was  appointed  chairman  on  Invalid  Pen-  ^ 

sions.  On  the  impeachment  of  Secretary 
Belknap  he  was  elected  as  one  of  the 
managers,  and  as  such  was  appointed 
one  of  the  special  committee  to  prepare 
the  pleadings.  On  the  trial  he  was  as¬ 
signed  in  the  first  instance  as  one  of 
those  _  who  should  ,  discuss  the  question 
of  jurisdlct^pn,  and  afterward,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  illness  of  Mr.  Dapham. 
was  suddenly  called  upon  to  argue  the 
facts. 

He  served  on  the  Louisiana  Investi¬ 
gating  Committee,  and  after  the  passage 
of  the  electoral  commission  bill  was  ap- 
pointed  with  David  Dudley  Field  and  J.  - 
Randolph  Tucker  one  of  the  managers, 
on  the  part  of  the  Democracy  of  the 
House,  of  the  Presidential  contest.

It  is  a  fact  that  all  interest  in  the  last 
few  days  has  centered  on  Altoona,  but 
the  forces  opposed  to  Senator  Quay’s 
domination,  the  Business  Men’s  League, 
and  its  allies,  have  not  been  misled 
They  fully  expected  that  George  A.  Jenks 
or  some  other  man  equally  acceptable  to 
the  Quay  interests  would  be  nominated 
for  Governor.

Mr.  Howley  personally  favors 
Judge  Gordon,  but  will  vote  for  any  man 
under  orders  from  his  leader.  Colonel 
Guffey  is  expected  in  the  morning  and 
will  be  accompanied  by  a  majority  of 
his  Allegheny  delegates.  It  is  not  yet 
certain  that  George  A.  Jenks  will  come 
here  before  the  convention  meets,  but 
some  of  his  western  friends  think  he 
vriil  be  on  hand  by  to-morrow  night  or 
Tuesday. 

It  is  impossible,  with  the  small  num¬ 
ber  of  delegates  now  here,  to  secure  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  strength  of  the 
rival  candidates  for  Governor.  The 
Gordon  people  here  to-night  showed 
many  signs  of  confidence  in  the  ultimate 
success  of  their  efforts  to  nominate  the 
Philadelphian.  The  Jenks  boom  seems 
I  to  have  received  a  check  by  the  promi- 
|  nenoe  of  the  Guffey  buttons.  Every 
I  one  admits  that  the  Jefferson  County 
I  man’s  strength  mostly  lies  with  Guffey, 
and  there  are  not  a  few  of  those  early 
on  the  ground  who  incline  to  the  belief 
'  that  the  Pittsburg  leader  may  yet  find 
|  it  advisable,  if  he  continues  to  seek  to 
!  defeat  Gordon,  to  take  the  nomination 
\  himself.  Those  who  are  of  this  opin¬ 
ion  assume  that  Colonel  Guffey  can  con¬ 
trol’ enough  delegates  to  nominate  him- 
j  self,  but  are  inclined  to  doubt  his  abil¬ 
ity,  even  with  such  strength  as  would 
come  from  Mr.  Harrity  and  his  friends, 

|  to  force  the  nomination  of  Jenks.  It  is 
i  pointed  out  that  when  the  claim  was 
!  made  that  Colonel  Guffey  could  be  nom- 
j|  inar.ed,  it  was  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
fact  that  should  he  be  a  candidate  he 
would  have  the  support  of  Judge  Gor- 
1  don,  ex-Congressman  Mutehler,  ex-Con- 
|  gressman  Kerr,  D.  A.  Orr  and  a  score 
or  more  of  leaders,  who,  with  Mr. 
Guffey  out  of  the  race,  will  not  consent 
to  accept  any  other  man  he  may  name. 
In  other  words,  the  impression  is  strong 
that  Mr.  Guffey  would  be  much  more 


formidable  as  a  candidate  than  he  will 


be  as  a  leader  trying  to  turn  his  strength 
into  another  channel. 

It  is  admitted  that  with  the  assistance 
of  the  friends  of  Mr.  Harrity,  Mr.  Guffey 
may  be  able  to  nominate  Jenks,  but  no 
one  yet  here  seems  to  credit  the  no¬ 
tion  that  Guffey  is  alone  possessed  of 
enough  strength  to  nominate  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  man.  The  common  impres¬ 
sion  is  that  Colonel  Guffey,  to  win,  must 
take  the  nomination  himself,  or  make  a 
selection  between  Mr.  Harrity  and  m3 
friends  and  Judge  Gordon  and  his 
friends. 

NATIONAL  CHAIRMAN  INTERFERES 
A  prominent  Western  Pennsylvania 
Democrat,  who  favors  Judge  Gordon’s 
nomination,  but  who  will  vote  for  JehUs 
if  Colonel  Guffey  insists  upon  it,  under¬ 
took  to-night  to  explain  the  secret  of 
the  sudden  determination  of  the  Pitts¬ 
burg  leader  to  force  the  nomination  of 
Jenks.  Said  he:  "Chairman  Jones,  of 
the  Democratic  National  Committee,  is 
the  man  who  has  caused  Guffey  to  go 
back  on  Gordon.’’  Jones  secured  the 
,  change  in  Guffey,  at  the  request  of  Sen¬ 
ator  Quay.  The  Senior  Pennsylvania 
Senator  and  the  Democratic  national 
1  chairman  are  in  a  position  to  help  one 
I  i  another  more  frequently  than  is  known 
1  by  the  general  public.  Very  recently 
Jones  and  some  of  his  Western  col¬ 
leagues  were  deeply  interested  in  the 
passage  of  a  measure  before  the  Senate. 
They  needed  Eastern  votes,  and  Jones 
interested  Quay,  who  promised  to  aid 
him  if  he  would  use  his  influence  with 
Colonel  Guffey  to  prevent  the  nomina¬ 
tion  by  the  Pennsylvania  Democrats  of 
any  man  other  than  a  free  silverite. 
You  see,  Quay  had  made  all  of  his  plans 
to  conduct  the  campaign  in  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  on  the  free  silver  Issue,  and  he  knew 
that  if  Judge  Gordon  was  nominated  It 
would  be  impossible  to  do  this.  1  do 
not  pretend  to  be  able  to  give  the  title 
of  the  bill  or  bills  in  which  Chairman 
Jones  was  interested,  that  were  aided  in 
their  passage  by  Senator  Quay,  but  you 
:  will  remember,  as  showing  the  relations 
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between  Jones  and  Quay,  that  when  tne 
bill  to  coin  the  seigniorage  was  before 
the  Senate  a  very  significant  ihing  oc¬ 
curred.  Quay  and  Jones  were  paired  on 
party  measures.  At  the  time  when  the 
bill  was  on  its  passage  Senator  Quay 
was  absent,  but  Senator  Jones  who  was 
present,  voted  aye,  explaining  that  he 
did  so  because  he  was  satis,  -d  that 
Senator  Quay  would  also  vote  in  the  j 
affirmative  if  he  were  present.” 

This  story  has  been  circulated  quite 
extensively  this  evening,  and  finds  more 
believers  than  any  of  the  reasons  here¬ 
tofore  advanced  for  Colonel  Guffey’s  sud¬ 
den  change  from  Gordon  to  Jenks..  The 
gentleman  responsible  for  the  statement 
is  one  of  Colonel  Guffey’s  closest  politi¬ 
cal  friends,  and  a  man  who  is  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  know  what  he  is  talking  about. 
He  further  stated  that  Guffey  was  well 
aware  of  the  fact  that  Judge  Gordon  was 
the  strongest  possible  candidate  the 
Democrats  could  nominate.  "I  believe 
lie  continued.  “Colonel  Guffey  would  not 
lose  much  sleep  if  ho  found  it.  impossible 
to  prevent  Gordon’s  nomination,  but  the 
trouble  with  him  is  that  he  ip  anxious 
to  figure  in  the  next  Democratic  national 
campaign,  and  he  does  not  want  to  offer 
to  oppose  the  wishes  of  National  Chair¬ 
man  Jones.”

Gives  His  Version  as  to  Why  He 
Withdrew  as  a  Candidate. 

Special  Despatch  to  “The  Press.” 

Pittsburg,  June  26. — Colonel  J.  M.  Guffey 
was  asked  to-night  if  he  was  properly 
quoted  in  regard  to  his  withdrawal  from 
the  Gubernatorial  canvass,  to  which  he 
said:— 

“I  withdrew  from  the  Gubernatorial 
canvass  from  a  sense  of  duty.  When  my 
name  was  first  used  in'  this  connection  I 
was  as  any  other  member  of  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  Democratic  party  of[ 
Pennsylvania.  Recently,  however,  my 
name  was  added  to  the  list  of  member¬ 
ship  of  the  1  lemocrati  National  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  I  am  holding  one  of  the 
few  honored  positions  my  Democratic 
!  nf  thiu  ha.vf  within  their 


friends  of  this  State  have  within  their 
control.  This,  together  with  the  fact 
that  my  health  is  not  such  that  I  could 
stand  the  wear  and  tear  of  a  campaign 
necessary  for  Democratic  success,  moved 
me  to  make  the  statement  that  is  credit¬ 
ed  to  me  before  the  delegates  of  this 

county.  .  _  ,  . 

"In  withdrawing,  however,  I  had  no 
fears  that  the  cause  of  Democracy  would 
suffer.  I  am  Impressed  with  the  spirit 
of  the  men  elected  as  delegates  to  the 
convention  from  the  various  counties. 
They  are  Democrats,  and  know  the 
principles  of  their  party.  They  are  loyal 
ami  patriotic,  and  have  good  candidates 
who  seek  the  honor.  Why  should  I  fear 
harm  to  Democracy  or  Its  principles?

Clearfield,  June  26. — The  Republican 
primaries  were  held  throughout  Clear¬ 
field  County  yesterday.  The  returns 
from  forty  of  the  seventy-four  precints 
indicate  a  sweeping  victory  for  the  anti- 
Quay  forces,  but  one  Quay  man  being 
nominated,  and  he  only  because  no  fight 
was  put  up  against  him. 

Colonel  E.  A.  Irwin,  of  Curwensville,  i 
the  well-known  soldier,  business  man  and  ! 
Wanamaker  leader,  is  almost  unanimous-  1 
ly  indorsed  for  United  States  Senator  ! 
James  Mitchell,  of  Clearfield,  the  Wana¬ 
maker  candidate  for  State  Senator,  has 
a  large  majority  over  W.  A.  Osborn,  of 
Dubois,  the  Quay  aspirant. 

In  the  Assembly  fight  Judge  Cyrus  Gor¬ 
don,  the  local  Quay  boss,  seeing  that 
it  was  impossible  to  defeat  Joseph 
Alexander,  the  Wanamaker  member,  for 
renomination,  decided  to  withdraw.  A. 
L.  Cole,  of  Dubois,  who  had  agreed  to 
run  in  his  interest,  and  devote  his  ener¬ 
gies  to  renominating  F.  G.  Harris, 
the  Quay  member,  formed  coalition 
with  the  Alexander  men  in  many  dis¬ 
tricts.  This  may  pull  Harris  through  by 
a  small  majority.  This  result  was  large¬ 
ly  owing  to  trie  passiveness  of  the  anti- 
Quay  men,  who  felt  so  sure  of  victory 
that  they  made  no  contest  on  Harris, 
and  allowed  him  to  carry  many  of  then- 
own  districts.

Democratic  old  fogies— and  there  is  al¬ 
ready  a  plentiful  supply  of  them  here— 
tare  promoting -that  result.  They  are  all 


determined  to  have  a  candidate  who  rep 
resents  nothing  but  their  idea  of  a  mere 
party  nomination.  They  believe  that 
Jenks  meets  this  requirement  rather  bet¬ 
ter  than  any  other  candidate  mentioned. 
The  Jenks  strength  is  assisted  also  by 
those  who  want  the  campaign  to  in¬ 
clude  the  free  silver  issue,  believing  as 
they  do  that,  no  matter  what  the  plat¬ 
form.  the  nomination  of  the  Jefferson 
County  man  will  bring  that  issue  for¬ 
ward  in  a  most  pronounced  way.  The 
old  Harrity  element,  which  is  not  lack¬ 
ing  here,  is  also  for  Jenks  to  a  very 
large  degree,  partly  because  it  does  not 
like  Judge  Gordon,  but  largely  because 
it  is  desirous  of  bringing  about  such  a 
result  as  will  discredit  the  new  lead¬ 
ership  which  Colonel  Guffey  has  under¬ 
taken. 

Guffey’s  Ability  in  Question. 

What  is  done  here  within  the  next 
forty-eight  hours  is  certain  to  reveal 
whether  Colonel  Guffey  has  those  qual¬ 
ities  of  the  real  leader  which  will  give 
him  a  permanent  influence,  whether  he 
looks  at  the  situation  in  the  broader 
way  or  whether  his  notion  of  party „ 
management  is  the  narrow  and  old 
fogy  one  which  would  keep  the  party 
on  its  blundering  course.  There  will  be 
no  more  interesting  study  at  this  con¬ 
vention  than  this  test  of  leadership. 

It  is  charged,  and  believed  by  a  very 
large  number  of  people,  that  the  sud¬ 
den  change  of  Colonel  Guffey  from  a 
known  supporter  of  Judge  Gordon  to 
an  advocate  of  ex-Congressman  Jenks' 
nomination  is  due  to  the  demand  of  the 
Standard  Oil  Company.'  The  evidence  of 
this  is  only  circumstantial.  The  reasons 
given  by  Colonel  Guffey  in  his  speech 
to  his  Allegheny  delegation  last  Satur¬ 
day  for  desiring  Jenks’  nomination  are 
not  regarded  as  strong  or  sufficient. 
They  do  not  explain  his  own  change 
of  preference.  It  is  thought  even  out¬ 
side  the  circle  of  Gordon  supporters  that 
the  claim  for  the  nomination  of  a  West¬ 


ern  man  is  without  force  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  there  does  not  really 
seem  to  be  any  locality  sentiment.  The 
issue  to  he  fought  out  4n  the  following 
campaign  is  not  one  of  geography. 

Colonel  Guffey,  who  reached  here  at  a 
late  hour  to-night,  is  in  considerable  per¬ 
turbation.  He  has  been  asked  for  ex¬ 
planation  of  his  change  from  Gordon  to 
Jenks,  and  some  are  going  so  far  even 
as  to  accuse  him  of  perfidy.  His  ex¬ 
planations  have  so  far  not  been  satis¬ 
factory.  It  has  become  evident  that 
while  Guffey’s  activity  and  influence  may 
nominate  Jenks,  there  are  a  good  many 
delegates  elected  for  Guffey  who  will 
not  follow  him  in  that  direction.  They

While  acknowledging  to 
a  considerable  degree  the  strength  of 
the  Jenks  support,  they  believe  that  j 
much  will  be  accomplished  between  this  j 
and  Wednesday  evening  to  make  the  i 
situation  far  more  favorable  to  them. 
Thej  urge  that  if  the  Democrats  expect 
to  take  advantage  of  what  is  believed

Definite  Estimate  Impossible. 

It  would  be  impossible'  to  make  any¬ 
thing  like  a' definite  estimate  of  the  rela¬ 
tive  strength  of  the  candidates  at  this 
time.  Tho  chairman  of  the  State  Com¬ 
mittee,  wha  is  an  active  supporter  of 
Jenks,  has  givTn  out  an  estimate  to¬ 
night  which  credits  Jenks  with  315  and 
Gordon  120.  These  figures  are  laughed 
at,  and  with  reason,  by  the  Gordon  peo¬ 
ple,  though  they  are  not  themselves  in 
a  position  to  make  definite  figures.  Gar- 
man’s  estimate  is  doubtiess  c*J»*ed  by 
his  wishes  and  his  accuracy  in  the&a 
matters  has  never  distinguished  him. 

The  figures  of  the  Jenks  people  are 
based  upon  the  belief  that-only  two  can- 
didates—Gordon  and  Jen&s— will  be  be¬ 
fore  the  convention, and  that  all  those  who 
were  elected  to  support  Guffey  for  the 
nomination  will  be  complacently  handed 
over  by  him  to  Jenks  Neither  of  these 
calculations  is  certain.  There  are  dele¬ 
gations  substantially  instructed  for  other 
ca  ndidates.  Senator  Cochran, of  Williams¬ 
port,  has  some  of  these,  and  ex-Con- 
gressman  Wolverton  has,  though  Coch¬ 
ran  has  declared  he  is  not  a  candidate 
and  Wolverton  does  not  regard  himself 
as  likely  to  be  voted  for.  The  absence 
of  several  important  leaders  until  late 
to-night  lfeft  matters  rather  afloat. 
Twenty-four  hours  h.aboe  it  will  not  be 
difficult  to  accurately  estimate  the  situa¬ 
tion.  To-night  the  outlook  distinctly 
points  to  the  nomination  Af  Jenks.  There 
ie  no  Indication  of  a  deHaite  character  as 
to  the  remainder  of  the  ticket  and  no¬ 
body  but  those  who  are  candidates  seem 
to  care  what  it  is.  The  slatemakers  will 
shape  it  all  up,  however,  by  to-morrow 
night. 

Platform  on  State  Issues. 

There  Is  little  talk  on  the  subject  of 
the  platform  for  the  reason  that  the 
more  pertinent  interest  in  the  candidate 
takes  all  the  attention  and  everybody 
has  about  agreed  that  the  platform  shall 
contain  nothing  but  an  indorsement  of 
the  war  policy  of  the  President  and  a 
reference  to  such  Siate  questions  as  may 
be  Involved  in  the  ejection  of  a  Gover¬ 
nor.  The  free  gllverites  and  all-the-year- 
round  Bryan  people,  who  have  been  dis¬ 
appointed  about  the  platform,  are  very 
jubilant  over  the  prospect  that  they  may 
yet  get  their  issue  into  the  campaign 
through  the  nomination  of  Jenks.  And 
it  looks  very  much  that  way.

Guffey  with  a  party  of  political  retainers 
lett  on  the  evening  train  for  Altoona. 
Colonel  Guffey  will  take  personal  charge 
of  the  Jenks  boom,  and  has  not  changed 
from  his  decision  to  push  Jenks  for  Gov¬ 
ernor. 

The  Allegheny  County  delegates,  ac¬ 
companied  by  several  hundred  Jenks 
shouters,  will  go  to  Altoona  on  the  day 
express  to-morrow. 


DEMOCRATS  IN  A  ROW. 


District  Convention  Ends  in  Eight 
and  Many  Are  Injured. 

Special  Despatch  to  "The  Press.” 
Wilkes-Barre,  June  27.— The  delegates 
of  the  Fifth  Legislative  District,  known 
as  the  fighting  Democrats  of  Luzerne 
County,  met  in  convention  at  Avoca.this 
morning,  and  two  riots  resulted,  over  a 
dozen  men  being  badly  hurt. 

Shortly  after  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order  the  fighting  element  pressed  the 
nomination  of  their  candidate  for  chair¬ 
man,  and  Patrick  Joyce,  one  of  the  dele¬ 
gates,  jumped  on  the  platform  and  pre¬ 
sented  a  motion,  declaring  his  friend, 
Patrick  Finn,  chairman.  Dr.  Burge,  ani 
other  delegate,  objected  and  was  roughly 
handled.  Finn  mounted  the  platform  and 
proclaimed  himself  chairman,  and  Joyce 
it  is  said,  proceeded  to  throw  Chairman 
Fitzsimmons  from  the  chair. 

Another  Finn  man  struck  at  tihe  pros¬ 
trate  chairman,  but  missed  him.  and. 
struck  Joyce  full  in  (the  face  with  a  pair 
of  brass  knuckles  felling  him.  Fitzsim¬ 
mons  was  pushed  through  the  window, 
but  ’his  henchmen  rushed  to  his  rescue 
with  chairs,  tablelegs  and  other  handy 
weapons,  and  succeeded  in  saving  him 
just  as  his  grasp  on  the  window  was  be¬ 
ing  broken  by  the  kicks  of  another  dele¬ 
gate.  Revolvers  were  drawn. 

Burgess  Heal y  and  five  constables  at¬ 
tempted  to  quell  the  disturbances,  but 
they  were  swept  away  like  the  Spaniards 
before  the  charge  of  the  Rough  Riders, 
and  were  thrown  bodily  ou't  of  the  hall 
The  morning  session  ended  in  a  great 
tumult. 

FIGHT  IS  RENEWED. 

In  the  afternoon  another  fight  occur¬ 
red,  being  started  by  a  man  abusing 
Chairman  Fitzsimmons,  whereupon  the 
crowd  took  sides  and  tihe  battle  waged 
merrily,  nor  did  It  cease  till  all  were 
exhausted.  The  scenery  on  t lie  stage, 
windows  and  the  entire  third  floor  of  the 
building  w'ere  completely  demolished. 
Among  the  Injured  is  Burgess  Healey, 
who,  in  his  endeavors  to  quell  the  d  i si 
turbance,  was  badly  bruised  and  had  his 
clothing  tom  into  slhreds.  The  five,  eon- 
stables  were  more  or  less  roughly 
bandied.  Patrick  Joyce,  the  alleged  in¬ 
stigator  of  the  trouble,  sustained  ttfe 
wr  rst  injuries,  his  nose  being  broken  and 
his  cheek  cut  open.  Patrick  Finn  was 
badly  bruised  about  the  face.  T.  J. 
Fitzsimmons  received  some  severe 
blows.  James  Corcoran  was  badly 
bruised;  J.  F.  Cona.boy,  chief  of  police, 
who  was  aflso  secretary,  was  badly 
bruised  and  cut  about  the  face;  William 
O’Malley,  Special  Policeman  if.  F. 
O'Brien,  C.  F.  Reilly.  Edward  Gondling 
and  several  others  were  more  or  less 
hurt.  It  is  expected  a  number  of  arrests 
will  follow'  and  the  owner  of  the  hall 
will  very  likely  sue  for  damages.

HOLDS  CONFERENCE  WITH  GUFFEY-

The  Jenks  i 
people  have  persistently  claimed  that 


they  will  have  not  less  than  two-thirds 
of  the  membership  of  the  convention, 
and  some  go  so  far  as  to  claim  three- 
fourths.  There  is  lack  of  organization 
on  both  sides,  and  there  is  no  one  of  i 
either  who  can  safely  figure  to  a  defi¬

The  Gordon  people  realize  well  enough 
that  they  have  not  had  a  majority  of 
the  delegates  at  any  time.  They  have 
undoubtedly  made  some  headway  during 
the  day  and  to-night,  but  at  midnight 
it  would  be  a  safe  estimate  to  say  they 
are  still  some  fifty  short  on  a  most  j 


1  ■ 
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favorable  calculation.  This  condition  is 
not  conceded  by  the  Harrity-Guffey  peo¬ 
ple,  who  give  Gordon  less  than  130 
delegates.  The  Gordon  managers  are  re¬ 
luctant  to  give  information  as  to  changes 
of  delegates  in  their  favor,  for  the  rea¬ 
son  that  it  would  subject  them  to  pres¬ 
sure  from  the  other  side. 

That  they  have  succeeded  in  getting 
in  somewhat  better  shape  than  last 
night  is  evident  enough,  however.  Un¬ 
less  they  shall  succeed  in  securing  a 
majority  they  will  lose  some  they  are  : 
now  depending  upon,  because  Jn  the  j 
round-up  many  will  vote  with  the  ma¬ 
jority  merely  to  be  on  the  winning  side. 
It  is  a  remarkable  feature  of  the  situa¬ 
tion  that  the  Gordon  people  express  the 
utmost  confidence  in  the  result,  and 
make  their  followers  feel  that  Gordon’s 
nomination  is  certain.

GORDON  MEETS  GUFFEY. 

The  Two  Had  a  Conference,  but  Re¬ 
fuse  to  Discuss  It.

Altoona,  Pa.,  June  28.— Judge  Gordon 
came  here  this  morning  and  his  presence  I 
proved  an  inspiration  to  his  friends.  He 
arrived  from  Philadelphia  shortly  after  7 
o’clock  this  morning,  but  went  at  first 
to  Hollidaysburg,  where  he  was  enter- J 
tained  at  breakfast  by  Justice  Dean,  of1 
the  Supreme  Court.  He  rested  at  thej 
home  of  Judge  Dean  for  several  hours, 
and  shortly  after  10  o'clock  came  over! 
to  Altoona.  The  trip  from  Hollidaysburg ; 
w-as  made  in  a  trolley  car,  Judge  Gordon  1 
being  accompanied  by  D.  A.  Orr,  of  Har¬ 
risburg,  and  ex-Judge  McCarthy,  of  Phil- 1 
adelphia.  They  went  at  once  to  the  Gor¬ 
don  headquarters  In  the  Logan  House,  I 
where  the  Judge  spent  the  greater  parti 
of  the  day. 

Despite  the  comparatively  early  hour  at  I 
which  Judge  Gordon  arrived  here,  there  j 
were  several  hundred  of  his  Philadelphia] 
friends  at  the  depot  to  greet  him  as  he 
passed  through  to  Hollidaysburg.  Wheni 
ho  returned  to  this  city  later  In  the  day! 
he  found  a  number  of  delegates  waiting 
to  greet  him.  All  day  long  a  string  of 
visitors  has  been  passing  in  and  out  off 
his  headquarters,  and  he  has  been  on! 
hand  most  of  the  time  to  receive  them. 
There  is  no  question  of  doubt  that  Judge| 
Gordon  made  a  most  favorable  impres¬ 
sion  upon  all  of  the  delegates  who  visit¬ 
ed  him.  It  seemed  to  have  surprised! 
most  of  them  that  he  did  not  ask  them 
to  vote  for  him,  but  not  once  throughout 
the  day  did  he  request  support  from  any  I 
of  his  visitors. 

Shortly  after  1  o’clock  this  afternoon! 
Judge  Gordon  visited  Colonel  Guffey,  the  I 
Pittsburg  leader,  in  the  rooms  of  the  lat-L 
ter.  The  meeting  was  arranged  by  ex- 
Congressman  ICerr.  Colonel  Guffey  at| 
first  refused  to  meet  Judge  Gordon,  say¬ 
ing  that  he  did  not  care  to  come  under] 
what  he  termed  the  hypnotic  influence  otT 
the  Philadelphian.  He  finally  consented,! 
however,  and  the  two  were  closeted  to- 1 
gether  for  half  an  hour. 


The  Gordon-Guffey  Conference. 

If  the  meeting  brought  about  any  ut 
derstanding  between  Judge  Gordon  and 
Colonel  Guffey,  it  is  known  only  to  them¬ 
selves.  When  they  parted  it  seems  to 
have  been  with  the  understanding  that 
neither  would  discuss  what  passed  be¬ 
tween  them.  At  least  they  have  both  de- : 
dined  to  make  public  the  object  of  their 
meeting  or  any  part  of  the  discussion 
carried  on- 

Early  this  afternoon  Judge  Gordon] 
i  found  "an  opportunity  of  denying  a  story  I 
1  extensively  circulated  by  his  opponents 
that  he  had  in  1896  advised  ex-tsenator, 
Vandergrift,  of  Bucks  County,  tovote 
for  McKinley  for  President.  The  oc¬ 
casion  came  about  in  this  way:  A  dele- j 
gate  from  Tioga  County  visited  Judge? 
Gordon  and  apprised  him  ot  the  fact! 
that  he  had  heard  the  story  in Question. 
Judge  Gordon,  In  reply,  stated  that  some] 
time  in  1896  ex-Senator  Vandergrift  met  I 
him  on  the  street  m  Philadelphia  and 
informed  him  of  his  views  on  the 
money  question.  He  was  opposed  to  the 
free  coinage  of  silver  and  m  #  favor  oi  | 
the  gold  standard.  After  listening  to  the 
expression  of  Mr.  Vandergrift  s  views 
Judge  Gordon  said  he  remarked  that  if 
he  had  the  same  Ideas  on  the  money 
question  he  would  vote  for  McKinley. 

Among  Judge  Gordon  s  visitois 
throughout  the  day  were  a  number  ot 
the  delegates  from  Pittsburg  and  other 
western  sections  of  the  State,  who  will 
vote  for  George  A.  Jenks  if  Colonel 
Guffey  continues  to  insist  upon  it.  They 
frankly  stated  that  they  personally 
favored  the  nomination  of  Judge  Gor¬ 
don,  but  having  been  appointed  dele¬ 
gates  by  Colonel  Guffey  they  would 
likely  be  forced  to  vote  as  he  insisted. 

I  Judge  Gordon  was  accompanied  here 
by  his  son,  John,  a  lad  14  or  15  years 
old.  The  boy  remained  with  his  fatheii 
all  day,  and  seemed  to  enter  actively 
into  the  spirit  of  the  occasion.  He  seem- 
ed  impressed  with  the  idea  that  the 
most  valuable  people  about  were  those 
who  brought  in  some  one  of  importance.

BUSY  DAY  FGR  CANDIDATES. 

Feeling  of  Unrest  Among  Many  of 
the  Delegations. 

By  Telegraph  from  a  Staff  Correspondent. 
Altoona,  Pa.,  June  28.— The  rooms  of 
the  rival  candidates  at  opposite  ends 
ol'  the  big  Logan  House  were  crowded 
all  afternoon.  Judge  Gordon’s  reception 
rooms  are  at  the  southwestern  corner 
of  the  building,  on  the  second  floor, 
while  Hon.  George  A.  Jenks’  are  at  the 
southeastern  end.  Judge  Gordon  arrived 
on  the  7.40  train,  was  taken  down  to 
Hollidaysburg  for  Breakfast  with  Jus¬ 
tice  Dean,  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
brought  back  to  Altoona  at  10  o’clock. 

Hon.  George  A.  Jenks  arrived  from 
Pittsburg  at  11.25.  By  a  strange  com¬ 
bination  of  circumstances  T.  J.  Keegan, 
field  superintendent  of  the  Standard  Oil 
Company  for  the  western  and  north¬ 
western  counties,  also  arrived  two  hours 
later  and  immediately  took  a  sort  of 
supervisory  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
day.  Mr.  Keegan  has  a  wide  political  ac¬ 
quaintance  and  is  one  of  the  Standard  s 
confidential  men.  If  anything  were  need¬ 
ed  to  finally  emphasize  the  absolute  con¬ 
trol  of  the  Standard-Quay-Harrity  com¬ 
bination  over  this  convention  the  above 
would  appear  to  settle  the  matter.

When  P.  Gray  Meek  was  not 
at  his  right  hand  or  Magistrate  Charles 
J  Donnelly  seated  in  a  chair  near  his

|  left  hand,  ex-Deputy  Attonity  general 
'Stranahan  or  B.  F.  Meyers,  of  Harris¬ 
burg,  were  in  the  immediate  vicinity, 
beaming  in  the  reflected  radiance  of  the 
slated  candidate  with  a  brilliancy  that 
rivaled  the  illuminating  qualities  of 
Standard  Oil  Company  high  grade,  120- 
degree,  fire-test  headlight  oil.  Colonel  J. 
M.  Guffey  was  at  all  times  a  busy  man¬ 
ager.  State  Chairman  Garman  was  also 
there,  moving  around  with  the  oily 
smoothness  of  a  Wexford  Squeers.  His 
round,  smooth  and  shining  face  fairly  ex¬ 
uded  the  oily  gladness  of  Quay  Democ¬ 
racy  as  he  distributed  the  glad  hand  to 
all  comers.

In  Judge  Gordon’s  headquarters  a 
photograph  of  Bryan  was  hung  over 
the  mirror  on  the  dressing  case,  while 
on  a  table  nearby  was  a  large  square 
of  blue  cardboard  with  Judge  Gordon’s 
picture  in  the  center,  and  the  words  I 
“True  blue”  below  it.  The  device  on 
the  Gordon  badges,  also  blue  in  color,  is 
honor— courage— fidelity.  , 

There  was  an  under  current  of  rest¬ 
lessness  in  the  Allegheny  delegation  all 
day.  It  was  not  visible  on  the  sur¬ 
face,  but  to  those  in  the  confidence  of 
its  members  there  was  no  concealment 
of  the  fact  that  there  was  decided  ob¬ 
jection  to  being  moved  solidly  as  so 
much  merchandise  for  a  candidate  for 
whom  they  had  not  been  instructed.

Altoona,  Pa.,  June  28.— The  State  Com¬ 
mittee  has  decided  to  swallow  itself.

WILLIAM  H.  RHAWN  DEAD. 


For  Over  Thirty  Years  President  of  I 
the  Bank  of  the  Republic.  ' 


"William  H.  Rhawn  died  at 
nfghT’  aKfTe°rWlat0nr  Chatl,  M^y' 

He  was  born  September  12,  1832  receiv 

SSSPv4' °?  to  a  carpenter  and  after- 

SaGdpl°TtkerUP  thf\'work  ,°f  house  and 
sign  painter.  Ambitions  in  other  direc- 
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tions  led  him  to  abandon  these  trades 
and  from  this  period  his  active  career 
may  be  said  to  have  commenced.  He 
had  worked  hard  in  his  father  s  store, 
had  attained  a  partnership  interest  in  the 
firm  and  had  married  when  the  desire  to 
become  engaged  in  the  more  active  cir¬ 
cles  of  banking  seized  him.  To  prepare 
himself  for  this  he  accepted  a  situation 
without  salary  as  entry  clerk  in  the 
dry  goods  house  of  Smith,  Murphy  & 
Co. 

He  afterward  became  bookkeeper 
and  cashier  for  the  American  Baptist 
Publication  Society,  and  in  1857  secured 
his  first  entrance  to  banking  circles, 
this  being  a  clerkship  in  the  Philadelphia 
Bank.  From  the  financial  panic  of  that 
year  he  obtained  an  invaluable  knowl¬ 
edge  of  banking  affairs.  He  served  in 
various  capacities  and  when  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Clearing  House  was  opened  in 
January,  1858,  he  made  the  first  exchange 
for  his  bank.  Pie  organized  the  “Run¬ 
ners’  Exchange,”  and  afterward  organ¬ 
ized  the  Second  National  Bank  of  Frank- 
ford,  becoming  its  cashier.  In  1864  he 
took  an  active  part  in  the  organization 
of  the  Central  National  Bank  and  was 
chosen  its  first  cashier.  At  the  age  of 
34  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  of  the  Republic  and  so  re¬ 
mained  until  the  bank  went  into  liquida¬ 
tion  on  November  9,  1897.  He  had  be¬ 
come  president  of  a  bank  within  ten 
years  after  he  left  the  village  store  of 
his  father. 

He  was  secretary  of  the  Clearing 
House  Association,  vice-president  of  the 
National  Exchange  Bank  and  was  the 
means  of  having  it  consolidated  with 
the  Bank  of  the  Republic  in  1870.  He 
was  vice-president  of  the  Fame  Fire 
Insurance  Company,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Organization  of  the  Lake 
Superior  &  Mississippi  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany,  and  latterly  vice-president.  He 
was  the  founder  and  first  president  of 
the  Guarantee  Trust  &  Safe  Deposit 
Company,  trustee  of  the  Penn  Mutual 


. 


Life  Insurance  Company,  president  of 
the  Soldiers’  Home  until  it  merged  into 
the  Legion  of  Honor,  councillor  of  the 
Educational  Home,  member  of  the  Union 
Leag-ue,  warden  of  the  Churclh  of  St. 
Matthias,  and  chairman  of  its  Building 
Committee.  He  was  a  member  of  many 
scientific,  literary  and  other  societies, 
including  the  Franklin  Institute^  Histori¬ 
cal  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  American 
Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science, 
American  Society  for  the  Extension  of 
University  Teaching, American  Statistical 
Association  and  Indian  Rights  Associa¬ 
tion. 

During  the  Civil  War  he  was  one 
of  the  organizers  of  the  Cooper  Shop 
Volunteer  Refreshment  Saloon  and  the 
Union  Volunteer  Refreshment  Saloon.  He 
was  also  an  advocate  for  better  roads 
and  when  the  National  League  for  Good 
Roads  was  organized  he  was  elected, 
treasurer.  He  was  closely  identified  with 
the  Bankers’  Association  and  originated 
the  movement  for  the  establishment  of 
schools  of  finance  and  economy  and  lec¬ 
tured  and  published  works  on  the  “His¬ 
tory  and  Theory  of  Money,”  ,  “Move  for 
Better  Roads”  and  other  subjects. 

Mr.  Rhawn  was  a  Republican,  but 
took  little  or  no  part  in  factional  fights 
and  squabbles,  his  sole  aim  being  a 
clean,  honest  and  upright  municipal  ad¬ 
ministration.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Fifty  and  his  nomination 
by  the  Municipal  League  for  Receiver 
of  Taxes  and  the  stand  he  then  took 
are  still  fresh  in  the  public  mind.  He 
polled  57,962  votes,  being  23,321  more  than 
his  Democratic  opponent.  Charles  P. 
Donnelly,  and  35,406  less  than  William 
J.  Roney,  Republican,  the  successful  can¬

Gordon  People  Encouraged. 

At  the  closing  hours  to-night  the  situa¬ 
tion  gives  the  Gordon  people  more  en¬ 
couragement.  They  have  made  consid¬ 
erable  headway  in  the  conversion  of 
delegates,  but  are  still  without  enough. 
They  are  firm  in  their  claims  that  they 
will  succeed,  but  their  inability  to  make 
this  entirely  convincing  has  kept  from 
them  certain  delegates  who  would  go  to 
Gordon  gladly  if  they  regarded  the  out¬ 
look  in  the  same  hopeful  light  that  the 
Gordon  managers  view  it.

It  is  thought  by  some  anti-Quay  lead¬ 
ers  that  in  the  coming  conference  it  may 
not  be  deemed  advisable  to  make  any 
reference  to  the  State  tickets,  except, 
perhaps,  to  reiterate  the  condemnation 
of  the  bossism  represented  by  the  Repub¬ 
lican  nominees.  While  there  are  no  signs

HARRISBURG,  July  3.— Dr.  Swallow 
will  be  the  first  of  the  candidates  for 
Governor  to  take  the  stump.  He  will 
open  his  campaign  to-morrow  at  Lititz, 
and  his  canvass  will  be  made  on  State 
Issues.  The  doctor  expects  to  visit  every 
city  and  town  In  the  Commonwealth,  and 
his  battle  cry  will  be  “Thou  Shalt  Not 
Steal.” 

His  colleagues  on  the  State  Prohibition 
ticket  will  be  heard  from  later.  The  State 
Prohibition  campaign  will  be  formally 
opened  Tuesday,  when  some  of  the  ablest 
speakers  in  the  country  will  stump  the 
State  for  Dr.  Swallow. 

Chairman  Jones  will  trust  to  Homer  L. 
Castle,  of  Pittsburg,  to  look  after  Swal¬ 
low’s  Interests  in  Allegheny  county.  He 
had  selected  Captain  Simmons  to  look 
after  the  field  work  In  Allegheny,  but  the 
Captain  is  doing  duty  for  his  country 
with  the  Eighteenth  Regiment. 

Mr.  Jones  claims  to  have  the  names  of 
100,000  voters  who  will  support  Swallow. 
He  expects  to  have  the  names  of  150,000 
more  by  September. 

Chairman  Jones  is  pleased  with  the 
nomination  of  George  A.  Jenks,  whom  he 
believes  will  receive  little  independent 
support.  He  says  Mr.  Castle  assures 
him  that  the  friends  of  William  R.

Senator  Kauffman,  of  Lancaster,  was 
in  the  city  yesterday  and  was  kept  busy 
denying  the  report  circulated  a  few  days 
ago  to  the  effect  that  he  had  made  terms 
with  Senator  Quay  and  will  favor  the 
re-election  of  the  Beaver  statesman.

Outside  lnterlereuoe  with  Congressional 
representation  is  always  daugeious,  alike 
to  those  who  attempt  It  and  to  the  politi¬ 
cal  parties  which  permit  it. 

The  first  great  contest  within  the  lines 
of  the  Republican  party  In  this  State  was 
upon  the  right  oi  the  Congressional  dis¬ 
tricts  to  select  their  own  delegates  to  the 
National  Convention,  In  I860  old  Gen¬ 
eral  Cameron  tried  to  stifle  a  natural  im- 
?  pulse  so  that  he  could  get  a  solid  State 
delegation  lor  himself  as  President. 
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Cnester  and  Delaware  and  Centre  revolted, 
Chester  naming  Wm.  Darlington,  Dela¬ 
ware  John  M.  Broom  all,  and  these  two 
men  with  the  Centre  delegate  voted  for 
Lincoln,  giving  him  1%  votes  from  Penn- 
sylnia  on  the  first  ballot,  each  District 
being  entitled  to  but  one  at  that  time. 
The  American  joined  in  that  revolt,  and 
was  then  the  only  paper  in  the  State 
which  carried  Lincoln’s  name  at  its  mast¬ 
head. 

General  Cameron  ialled  to  get  a  unani¬ 
mous  delegation,  and  Lincoln  was  nom¬ 
inated  largely  through  the  claim  ior 
home  rule  as  to  delegates  and  to  disregard 
of  the  unit  rule.  The  wisdom  of  the 
home  contests  was  plainly  manifested 
from  the  start,  but  the  then  Cameron 
machine  tried  to  defeat  it  in  several subeo- 
quent  State  Conventions,  always  failing. 

It  was  this  battle  which  made  Curtin  a 
popular  leader,  and  Quay  and  McClure, 
then  his  great  lieutenants,  were  fighting 
for  the  right  of  home  rule. 

Quay  afterwards  became  a  Cameron 
leader,  but  he  never  seriously  ques¬ 
tioned  the  right  of  home  selections 
for  the  National  Conventions,  and 
through  his  advice  General  Cameron  W 
dropped  the  contention. 

Is  it  now  to  be  resumed  in  a  new  and 
more  dangerous  form?  Are  United  States 
Senators  to  be  allowed  to  dictate  Congres¬ 
sional  nominations  in  this  or  any  other 
district  ?  That  question  awaits  an  an¬ 
swer  upon  our  door  steps. 

Like  Colonel  Quay,  we  began  our  politi-jj? 
cal  career  In  a  fight  for  home  control 
within  Congressional  districts,  and  if 
necessary  we  will  fight  again  on  the  same 
side,  after  a  peace  ot  thiry  years,  which 
should  remain  unbroken.  If  such  a| 
battle  ensues,  the  Sixth  District  may  lead 
in  it  as  it  did  in  I860,  and  Col.  Quay,  the 
most  potent  ol  State  and  National  loaders, 
with  all  his  greatness,  as  well  any  or  all 
ocal  leaders,  if  they  attempt  to  strike  the 
right  of  home  representation,  may  see 
history  repeating  itself  in  this  District 
at  least.

Whenever,  In  a  strong  Republican 
Commonwealth,  the  Democrats  have  or 
fancy  they  have  a  fighting  chance  of  suc¬ 
cess,  their  calmer  advisers  say  “Let  us 
confine  ourselves  to  State  Issues.”

But,  as  soon  as  they 
leit  themselves  strong  enough  to  act, 
Randall  was  aroppea  Irom  the  post  ol 
ieauership,  ana  Carlisle  put  in  his  place. 
Tears  oi  tariff  agitating  the  Morrison  hills 
oi  1884  ana  1.886,  me  Mill’s  campaign  oi 
188a,  me  Springer  pop-guns  ol  18911,  the 
vv  nson-Corman  iiotcn-potcn  of  18yi  rep¬ 
resent  a  great  deal  oi  worry  and  mss  to 
our  own  wage  papers  and  earners.  Demo¬ 
cratic  success  proved  that  the  old  nos- 
tmty  to  northern  manuiaeturers  was  as 
strong  as  wnen  Calhoun  played  the  part 
oi  an  avowed  enemy  and  Polk  played  the 
part  oi  a  cowardly  sneak.  The  absolute 
divorce,  between  national  and  State 
issues  Is  not  oovmus  to  meu  who  were 

driven  into  bankruptcy  by  Cieveland’s 
tree  trade  policy. 

Pennsylvania  showed  her  opinion  of 
the  Bryan  platform  in  1896.  There  is  no 
reason  to  doubt  that  the  controlling 
spirits  of  the  Democratic  party  favor  the 
platform  to-day.  It  may  not  be  good 
politics  to  talk  iree  silver  just  now;  but  it 
was  not  good  politics  a  dozen  years  ago 
to  talk  iree  trade.

The  announced  policy  of  the  anti-Quay 
Republicans  to  force  candidates  for  the 
Legislature  to  state  how  they  stand  on 
the  question  of  Quay’s  re-election  to  the 
United  States  Senate  is  evidently  going 
'  to  meet  with  opposition  at  the  hands  of 
Sheriff  Crow  and  his  friends.  The  Sher¬ 
iff  is  anxious  to  aid  in  the  work  of  re¬ 
turning  Mr.  Quay  to  the  Senate,  but  he 
is  afraid  any  open  acknowledgment  of 
his  desire  in  this  direction  may  prompt 
the  suspicion  that  he  is  not  so  much  in 
favor  of  reform  as  he  pretenfls  to  be.  He 
is  naturally  unable  to  understand  how 
anyone  can  imagine  anything  incon¬ 
sistent  in  a  reformer  favoring  Quay’s 
re-election,  more  particularly  because 
such  well-known  reformers  as  Select 
Councilmen  Byram,  Hunter  and  Nobre 
have  given  him  assurances  that  they 
cannot  see  it  that  way. 

The  first  evidence  of  the  intention  of 
Sheriff  Crow  and  his  friends  to  refuse  to 
accept  the  anti-Quay  challenge  that  the  , 
Legislative  contests  be  fought  on  the 
question  of  Quay's  re-election  to  the 
United  States  Senate,  was  furnished  yes¬ 
terday  when  Representative  George 
Sterr,  of  the  Twenty-seventh  District, 
who  is  an  employee  of  the  Sheriff’s  of¬ 
fice,  announced  that  he  .would  be  a  can¬ 
didate  for  re-election,  but  would  refuse 
to  pledge  himself  on  the  United  States 
Senatorshlp.

it  is  necessary  for  me  to  pledge  mj 
to  vote  for  Quay’s  return  in  order  ’ 
cure  tho  nomination  or  election  I  wi  /'] 
cline  to  be  a  candidate,  as  I  doi 
pose  to  pledge  myself  as  to  my  .tare) 
j  actions.” 

This  coming  from  Mr.  Sterr  p.ompted 
[the  suggestion  from  one  of  his  friends 
that  “he  was  getting  onto  Sheriff  Crow’s 
j  way  of  putting  things.”  The  apparent  in¬ 
dignation  felt  by  Mr.  Sterr  over  the 
!  thought  that  some  one  might  ask  him  to 
1  support  Senator  Quay  was  generally  re- 
!  garded  as  a  good  joke.  All  who  know 
Mr.  Sterr  seem  to  think  that  Senator 
Quay  would  feel  sure  of  his  support 
without  any  pledge  in  advance. 

It  was  stated  yesterday  that  Clintorf 
Rogers  Woodruff,  whom  Sheriff  Crow) 
has  slated  for  renomination  as  a  candi¬ 
date  for  the  Legislature  in  the  Fifteenth 
Ward,  would  be  asked  to  state  his  posi¬ 
tion  on  the  question  of  the  re-election  of 
Senator  Quay.

WAITING  FOR 
WANAMAKER, 


Leaders  Anxious  to  Learn 
Whether  He  Will  Run  as 
an  Independent, 


The  possibility  of  ex-Postmaster  Gen¬ 
eral  Wanamaker  entering  the  field  as 
an  Independent  candidate  for  Governor 
at  the  request  of  a  large  body  of  his 
fellow-Republicans  continues  to  be  the 
absorbing  topic  in  political  circles.  The 
probable  attitude  of  Mr.  AVanamaker  i* 
the  chief  subject  of  discussion  not  only 
among  the  anti-Quayites,  but  among  the 
friends  of  Colonel  Stone  as  well.  The 
latter  profess  to  believe  that  the  ex- 
Postmaster  General  will  be  an  Independ¬ 
ent  candidate.  Mr.  AVanamaker  will  not 
discuss  such  a  proposition  at  this  time 
and  his  friends  do  not  pretend  to  know 
what  will  be  done.  They  assert  that 
there  Is  plenty  of  time  before  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  called  upon  to  vote  for  a  candi¬ 
date  for  Governor,  and  profess  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  right  step  will  be  taken 
at  the  proper  time. 

Mr.  Wanamaker’s  Views. 

Mr.  Wanamaker  was  seen  yesterday 
and  in  answer  to  a  question  regarding 
his  views  of  the  situation  said:— 

“I  have  no  views  to  express  just  now. 

■  1  went  to  Oxford  last  night  to  fulfill  an 
engagement  that  was  made  one  week 
prior  to  the  nominating  convention.  I 
WTnt  as  a  plain  citizen  and  not  as  a  can¬ 
didate  for  Governor  or  any  other  office. 

To  my  way  of  looking  at  things,  there 
has  been  no  change  during  the  past 
week.  We  were  lighting  machine  meth- 
dds  and  just  because  the  machine  saw 
fit  to  force  a  candidate  on  the  people 
v.  hom  they  didn’t  want  is  no  reason  why 
our  labors  should  cease. 

“My  position  was  well  defined  all 
through  the  campaign,  and  right  here  I 
want  to  explain  something,  i  repeatedly 
said  that  I  would  go  before  the  conven¬ 
tion  if  i  had  one  vote  or  100,  and  I  also 
said  that  as  the  Bourse  conference  had 
put  me  in  the  field,  it  would  have  to 
take  me  out.  When  it  was  represented 
to  me  m  Harrisburg  that  by  my  remain¬ 
ing  m  the  field  the  ends  for  which  we 
were  working  might  be  defeated.  I  con¬ 
sented  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  con- 
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test,  although  I  must  say  that  in  doing 
so  my  pride  was  somewhat  humbled. 
However,  as  I  have  said  all  along  that 
I  had  no  personal  views  in  making  the 
canvass  I  had  to  abide  by  my  advisers 
and  get  out.  But,  as  1  said  a  while  ago, 
the  battle  is  not  ended,  and  I  will  still 
try  to  accomplish  the  task  which  has 
been  set  for  me.” 

The  Battle  to  Go  On. 

To  this  another  prominent  anti-Quay 
Republican  added: — 

“The  people  are  very  much  mistaken 
if  they  suppose  that  the  battle  against 
Quayism  was  ended  by  the  nomination 
of  W.  A.  Stone.  This  nomination  has 
only  intensified  the  opposition,  which 
will  now  concentrate  for  a  supreme 
struggle.  Maybe  Mr.  Wanamaker  will 
be  an  independent  candidate,  and  maybe 
iot.  But  whether  his  is  or  not,  will  make 
■io  difference  in  the  general  situation. 

The  fight  is  on,  it  will  be  continued, 
and  it  will  now  be  focused  in  the  Legis¬ 
lature.  In  all  the  legislative  districts  a 
stiff  fight  will  be  made  against  every 
Quay  candidate.  This  will  be  a  great 
campaign — the  liveliest  Summer  ever 
known  in  politics.” 

Colonel  Stone  in  Town. 

Colonel  Stone,  the  Gubernatorial  can¬ 
didate,  was  in  the  city  for  a  few  hours 
yesterday.  He  was  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Stone,  and  they  left  in  the  afternoon  for 
Atlantic  City. 

When  asked  if  he  had  any  views  to  ex¬ 
press  at  this  time.  Colonel  Stone  sa^:"" 

“Party  differences  should  be  reconciled, 
and  we  should  stand  like  a  -wall  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  President  and  his  war  policy 
In  accepting  this  nomination  and  be' 
coming  the  standard-bearer  of  a  great 
party  in  a  great  State,  I  naturally  feel 
the  responsibility  that  rests  upon  me 
I  shall  endeavor  to  conduct  this  cam 
paign  with  honor  and  with  dignity.  It 
will  be  my  purpose  when  elected  to  so 
1  conduct  myself  as  to  win  the  respect 
and  good  will  of  those  who  havo  op¬ 
posed  me,  as  well  as  those  who  have 
1  given  me  their  support.  I  shall  be  the 
Governor  of  the  whole  people  of  the  j 
State.  I 

“Abuses  have  undoubtedly  grownup  in'! 

!  the  Legislature  which  are  neither  the 
1  fault  of  one  party  nor  the  other,  but  j 
rather  the  growth  of  custom.  L’nneces- 
j  sary  investigations  have  been  authorized  j 
1  by  committees,  resulting  in  unnecessary 
expense  to  the  State.  It  will  be  my  care 
and  purpose  to  correct  these  and  other  | 
evils  in  so  far  as  I  have  the  power.  It  j 
will  be  my  purpose  while  Governor  of 
i  Pennsylvania,  as  it  has  been  my  pur-| 
pose  in  the  public  positions  that  I  have^ 
held,  w'ith  God’s  help  to  discharge  my 
whole  duty. 

“The  people  are  greater  than  the  par¬ 
ties  to  which  they  belong.  1  am  only 
!  jealous  of  their  favor.  I  shall  only  at¬ 
tempt  to  win  their  approval,  and  my  ex¬ 
perience  has  taught  me  that  that  can 
best  be  done  by  an  honest,  modest,  daily 
discharge  of  public  duty.” 

Stone  and  Elkin  Criticised. 

Colonel  Stone  and  State  Chairman 
Elkin  were  at  West  Chestei  on  Friday 
evening,  where  they  addressed  a  Repub¬ 
lican  meeting.  This  visit  was  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  a  statement  made  by  a  prominent 
anti-Quay  Republican  yesterday.  He 
said

want  to  save  the  party  and  the  State 
by  nominating  candidates  for  the  Leg¬ 
islature  who  will  honestly  represent  the 
people. 

“At  the  meeting  in  West  Chester,  held 
in  the  interest  of  the  Quay  candidates 
for  the  Legislature,  one  of  whom  was 
a  member  of  the  last  House  and  who 
stands  for  all  the  machine  represents, 
Colonel  Stone  and  State  Chairman  Elkin 
made  speeches.  They  interfered  in  al 
contest  between  Republicans  for  a  party 
nomination  much  after  the  fashion  that 
the  masterhand  Interfered  at  Harrisburg. 
They  advocated  the  renomination  of  the 
Quay  candidate  for  the  Legislature,  and 
the  defeat  of  the  three  members  of  the 
Legislature  who  refused  to  wear  the 
Quay  collar. 

Not  Surprised  at  Elkin. 

“I  am  not  surprised,”  continued  this 
gentleman,  “that  Chairman  Elkin  should 
use  his  influence  to  aid  the  Quay  cause  at 
any  time,  but  I  hardly  expected  that  the 
first  public  appearance  of  Colonel  Stone 
would  be  at  a  meeting  in  Chester  County 
on  the  eve  of  the  Republican  primaries 
to  encourage  a  popular  vote  in  favor  of 
a  man  who  was  identified  with  much 
that  is  complained  of  in  the  last  Leg 
lslature,  and  at  the  same  time  to  put 
his  stamp  of  approval  on  the  effort  being 
made  to  condemn  the  three  Chester 
County  patriotic  members  of  the  last 
Legislature  who  recorded  themselves 
against  the  attempted  steals/  of  that 
body. 

"Colonel  Stone  has  lost  no  time  in 
showing  the  people  who  want  to  rebuke 
the  last  Legislature  where  he  stands 
I  confess  I  am  surprised  that  he  has  done 
so,  but  I  presume  Senator  Quay  insisted 
upon  it." 

Democrats  Kay  Harmonize. 

Talk  of  Democratic  harmony  continues 
to  be  heard.  It  seems  practically  assured 
that  the  managers  of  the  organization  in 
the  State  are  agreed  that  the  approach¬ 
ing  campaign  shall  be  fought  on  State 
issues.  This  was  indicated  in  yester¬ 
day’s  “Press,”  and  all  of  the  leaders  of 
the  dominant  faction  of  the  party  in 
this  city  who  were1  seen  yesterday  stated 
that  there  was  no  longer  any  doubt  on 
that  question. 

"If  any  further  argument  were  needed 
why  we  should  not  bring  the  financial 
question  up  in  this  campaign,”  said  one E 
free  silverite,  “it  is  furnished  by  theE 
Republican  platform  adopted  at  the  Har- 1 
risburg  convention.  There  is  no  reference  | 
there  to  the  money  question  and  why 
should  we  make  any  when  it  is  so  ap- 1 
parent  to  every  one  that  the  question  { 
is  not  an  issue  in  the  contest  to  be  waged  I 
in  Pennsylvania  this  year.” 

While  the  indications  are  so  pronounced 
in  favor  of  the  idea  that  both  factions 
of  the  Democratic  party  will  agree  upon 
a  platform,  It  is  not  yet  sure  that  they 
will  be  so  harmonious  over  the  selection 
of  a  candidate.  The  friends  of  Judge 
Gordon  contend  that  he  is  the  strongest 
man  for  the  Gubernatorial  nomination, 
and  urge  that  his  candidacy  is  favored 
by  a  substantial  majority  of  the  Demo¬ 
crats  of  the  State. 

Friends  of  J.  Henry  Cochran,  of  Wil¬ 
liamsport:  Judge  Yerkes,  of  Bucks  Coun¬ 
ty;  James  M.  Guffey,  of  Westmoreland, 
and  of  other  favorite  sons,  take  the 
same  view  regarding  their  candidates. 
Among  those  who  have  no  particular 
favorites  the  sentiment  continues  to  run 
in  the  direction  of  George  A.  Jenks,  of 
Jefferson  County,  as  a  man  upon  whom 
all  factions  could  unite. 

Harritv  Thinks  He  Will  Lose. 

William  F.  Harrity  seems  now  to  share 
the  opinion  of  his  opponents  that  he
